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Teen Crisis 'Hot Line9 


Expected In By August 


A telephone hot line for teens in need 


of help in Elk Grove Village and the sur 
rounding area has been "approved in 
principal" according to youth director 
Thomas Woodard of Elk Grove Village 
Community Serivce. 


Plans are under way to establish the 


hot line by the end of August. 


Tentative approval of the hot line was 


given last week at a Community Service 
board meeting, apparently neld without 
compliance to the open meeting law. 


The meeting was unscheduled and 


unannounced to the press. However, 
board members gave the hot line the go- 
ahead, with details to be ironed out at 
the next meeting, scheduled for Aug. 20. 


The hot line will be run by approxi- 


mately 15 volunteer teenagers using 
two phones. 


WOODARD SAID the hot line will at- 


tempt to administer telephone first aid to 
teenagers, and will offer a referral sys- 
tem for medical assistance, job possi- 
bilities, and other needed agencies. 


The teenagers manning the hot lines 


will not be giving advice but will be ex- 
ploring the problem, listening, and pre- 
senting alternatives, according to Wood- 
ard, who will be in charge of training the 
youths. 


The number of hours the hot line will 


be available and the number to call have 
not been determined yet, Woodard 
added. 


He said the board would be discussing 


at the next meeting whether the Commu- 
nity Service budget can support 24-hour 
hot line service. The cost of the hot line 


would be $200 to $500 depending on the 
board's decision. 


WOODARD SAID the volunteers must 


undergo a preliminary training period 
and must pass a staff analysis before be- 
ginning to work on the phones. He said 
those that passed would be able to man 
the phones while participating in contin- 
ual training programs. 


"We're not trying to turn out coun- 


selors but listeners," Woodard said, ex-r 
plaining that the volunteers would be ex- 
posed to the operations of other hot lines, 
would be made aware of the laws by vil- 
lage policemen, and would be instructed 
by Thomas E. Smith, Community Ser- 
vice director. 


"We'll be ready to go Aug. 21 if we get 


approval," Woodard said.

An offer to meet July 22 with residents

AN APPEAL in Appellate Court has 


been threatened within 30 days. How- 
ever, the calling of a meeting between 
all parties is being done with the in- 
tention of avoiding further litigation.

gested that the homeowners bring with 
them a list of objectives.

Get Away From It All... Go Climb A Tree

Take a short climb to privacy. 
Close and lock the door behind you. 


You're all alone. Only the birds are your 
neighbors. 


A hermit's cottage? Not quite. It's a 


tree house at 280 Redwood Lane in Elk 
Grove Village. 


And it's usually pretty quiet up there 


unless owners Laurie and Randy Roth 
bring their friends. 


"Once we had eight people up there 


but it was pretty squished." said 9-year- 
old Randy. His backyard haven is one 
small room with screens for windows 
and what he calls a "little addition" off 
to one side. 


Randy says he spends "pretty much" 


time up there in his tree house. His sister 
Laurie, 11, explained that he goes up 
there "to be private with his friends." 


RANDY 
ADMITTED he 
and 
his 


friends "go up there to talk" but said 
that many times he goes up there alone. 
"When school starts I do my homework 
up there. Now I go up there to dry off 
when I come home from the pool." 


According to Laurie, her brother 


"spies on people" as he sits up in the 
house that hangs by the edge of Land- 
meier Road. 


Mrs. Eldon Roth, who says her family 


"inherited the tree house when we 
moved in" a few months ago, explained 
that Rendy decided "this is his tree 
house." 


But Laurie says she gets a chance to 


use it too. She said she goes up there 
about a half an hour each day and takes 
up "cushions and books to read," ex- 
plaining that it's nice and cool up there. 


LAURIE AND RANDY aren't the only 


ones who enjoy their tree house. There 
seems to be a pretty big demand for it in 
the neighborhood. 


"When we first moved in, all the boys 


in the neighborhood came knocking at 
our door saying they had helped build 
it," said Mrs. Roth. 


But she said these boys were older 


than her son and "hoping to keep out 
people we don't know and prevent any 
injuries while we are gone," the Roth's 
put a lock on the door of the tree house. 


According to Mrs. Roth, both her chil- 


dren spend much of their time up in the 
tree house. One of their favorite tricks is 
hauling up food and needed items in a 
bucket with a rope attached to it. 


But if you're a youngster you don't 


need a rope. Three stairs and a shinny 
up the tree takes you to the Roth's tree 
house, one that Tarzan and Jane would 
be proud of.

by machine guns in protest against his 
work. He is under guard 24 hours a day. 


Burrell received his BA degree from 


Goshen College, Goshen, Ind., and his 
BD degree from Goshen Biblical Semi- 
nary. 


ALSO SPEAKING will be Bobby Rush, 


the head of the Illinois Black Panther 
Party.

Rd., in Rollins Meadows.

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Race Board Probe Uncovers Mob Links

The plot thickened at the Illinois Rac- 


ing Board Hearings yesterday as three 
state investigators linked the name Phil- 
ip J Levin \vith some of the most no- 
torious crime syndicate names in the 
U S. and Canada None of the revelations 
were directly related to the operation of 
Arlington Park 


The bizznre new information 
was 


brought to the attention of the board by 
Richard Gliebe, head of the Organized 
Crime Division of the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation CIBI) and two of his special 
agents, Thomas Schumpp and Edward 
Wolf 


The trio of investigators testified for 


more than three hours during the contin- 
uing investigation into racing license 
No 409, issued to Chicago Thoroughbred 
Enterprises (CTE>, a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Translation Development 
Corporation which is headed by Levin 
CTE owns and operates Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks. 


GLIEBE, WHO spent some time in- 


vestigating the situation in Acapulco in 
an undercover capacity, indirectly linked 
Levin with many underworld figures in- 
cluding Meyer Lansky. 


All the connections were in regard to 


activities at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
in Acapulco, Mexico Levin had testified 
previously that he bought a five per cent 
interest in the hotel after staying there 
as a guest and that Transnahon (then 
known as Gulf and Western Land Devel- 
opment) later purchased the entire hotel, 
including the SO per cent owned by one 
Moe Morton 


Levin said he was not aware of any 


unsavory reputation attached to Morton 
during those dealings. 


Morton is reputed to have had long- 


time associations with Las Vegas gam- 
bling figures and with Micky Cohen, as 
well as "Bugsy" Siegel, the crime figure 
who is supposed to have first recognized 
the money-making opportunities in Las 
Vegas. 


GLIEBE SAID, "As a result of my in- 


vestigation, I discovered that soon after 


Gulf and Western Land purchased the 
Acapulco Towers Hotel, there ensued a 
series of meetings at the hotel. 


"Moe Morton, who had been running 


the hotel after the purchase, met with 
many people, including Levin, at the ho- 
tel," he said. 


Ghebe's testimony also disputed testi- 


mony by Levin and Charles Bluhdorn, 
Chairman of the board of Gulf and West- 
ern Industries and a director of Trans- 
nation. That testimony said the con- 
glomerate invested in the hotel because 
of its potential and the fact that it was 
well-run 


GLIEBE SAID HE was told by Alberto 


Batani, one of the original incorporators 
of the hotel, that it was never run as a 
hotel but more like a private club for 
Morton's friends and, in fact, the hotel 
never made any money. Gliebe said it 
was apparently used as a "hideout" for 
persons seeking to avoid publicity. 


Gliebe said the IBI is continuing their 


investigation particularly to see if Levin 
has any contact with N. Kaufman, Cana- 


dian crime syndicate figure. He said 
"Canadian authorities have been con- 
tacted but we have not yet received any 
response." 


Early in the hearing, agent Schumpp 


gave testimony which apparently dis- 
putes other Levin testimony. 


Levin had told the board he knew An- 


gelo "Gyp" DiCarlo only vaguely and 
through their respective sons. Levin said 
he only spoke to DiCarlo once or twice to 
see if his son was at the DiCarlo home. 


Schumpp said yesterday that toll call 


receipts obtained from New Jersey State 
Police indicated that "33 calls were 
placed from the DiCarlo residence to the 
Levin residence between June 29 and 
Aug. 27, 1967. Two more calls in July 
1969 were placed from the Levin resi- 
dence to the DiCarlo home." 


Schumpp characterized DiCarlo as a 


"lieutenant in the Vito Genovese family, 
the largest crime family in the state of 
New York." 


Schumpp said that records of Levin's 


North Building Co. of New Jersey show 
the firm did business with Sam DiQaval- 
cante, a well-known New York-New Jer- 


sey gangland leader. 


The hearings were recessed and the 


next hearing date has not yet been set.

Four Seasons Permit Nixed By Board 


The Palatine Village Board voted 


recently to deny the Four Seasons Nurs- 
ing Center a special use permit to con- 
struct a $1.4 million, 200-bed facility in 
the suburb. 


The nursing center has several homes 


in the suburban area, including one in 
Elk Grove Village 


Trustee Clayton Brown said after- 


wards. "from all the financial informa- 
tion available, I' feel the building would 
never be built." 


Earlier this year, Four Seasons Nurs- 


ing Centers of America, Inc.. in Okla- 
homa City filed to reorganize under 
Chapter 10 of the Bankruptcy Act. 


SEVERAL OF THE village trustees 


cited the company's financial woes for 
rejecting the special use permit. At least 
one of them, who previously voted in fa- 
vor of the home, said he would again 
favor it if the company applied for a 
permit and was financially able to build 
it 


The company said it filed the request 


for reorganization because of its in- 
ability to raise financing in order to meet 
its debts and commitments associated 
with the construction of health care facil- 
ities 


In June the Palatine Plan Commission 


recommended 
that 
the special 
use 


request for the nursing home be denied 
because it felt it would be a "spot com- 
mercial use in a residential area" and 
that no need was shown for the homes. 


THE SUBDIVISION residents have op- 


posed the home because they claim it is 
not in keeping with the residential char- 
acter of the neighborhood. 
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During the past 18 months the resi- 


dents, proponents of the nursing center 
and attorneys have debated the value of 
the facility in court, in front of the Pala- 
tine village board and the plan commis- 
sion. 


In March the Circuit Court issued a 


permanent restraining order and de- 
manded that the nursing center remove 
its building materials from the site. 


That action was a result of a suit 


brought by the homeowners who claimed 
the nursing home could not be built be- 
cause home officials did not have a valid 
special use permit. 


Richard Mugalian, a local attorney 


who represented the homeowners, said 
when the suit was filed that there was no 
public hearing held to support the special 
use zoning granted Nov. 10 by the village 


board. 


Before Nov. 10 annexation of the land, 


the board approved the annexation on 
first reading, defeated it on second read- 
ing, reconsidered and approved it and 
then had it repealed on a legal technical- 
ity. 


The court had ruled that the annexa- 


tion of the land was valid but the special 
use permit was not. 


Time Programs Discussed 
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About 70 representatives from Cook 


County school districts, including eight 
from the Northwest suburbs, yesterday 
discussed the complexities, implications 
and benefits of possible shared time pro- 
grams with Catholic schools. 


The occasion was a roundtable dis- 


cussion, sponsored by Robert Hanrahan, 
Cook County School Superintendent, to 
allow members of his staff, representa- 
tives from the State Superintendent's of- 
fice, and Rev. Robert Clark, superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Archdiocese, to dis- 
cuss the snared time concept. 


Early in the two-hour morning session, 


Clark assured his audience that be did 
not know of any "outright" Catholic 
school closings this fall, although a 
couple of schools are "on the fence" 
about reopening. 


'•I'M CONFIDENT to say that I hope 


there won't be any mass closings," he 
added later, and he said that the Catholic 
archdiocese is working to resolve the 
crisis. 


Early in the meeting, in response to a 


question from Joseph Kiszka, business 
manager for Palatine-Rolling Meadows, 
Clark, explained that shared time plans, 
in which public schools would enroll non- 
public school students on a part-time 
basis, are up to parents in individual dis- 
tricts. 


In response to a question about wheth- 


er school boards should expect delega- 
tions of Catholic parents seeking shared- 
time programs, Clark stated, "If you 


don't hear from them shortly, you won't 
(for the fall school semester)." 


HE SAID that shared-time plans have 


worked at St. Paul's School and Kennedy 
High School in Chicago, as well as in Elk 
Grove Village, between Dist. 59 and 
Queen of the Rosary School. 


Tom Warden, administrative assistant 


in Dist. 59, asserted that the plants prob- 
lems in his district have been minor. He 
said, however, that the district is begin- 
ning to feel pinched for space, and he 
didn't know how long the program could 
remain successful. 


Other local school officiate who attend- 


ed were Donald Brown, personnel direc- 
tor in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, 
Tom Rush, assistant superintendent in 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23, James Retz- 
laff, assistant superintendent in River 
Trails Dist. 26, Stuart Baas of Arlington

Gilluly, deputy superintendent, pointed 
out that parochial opposition to shared- 
time programs is only a problem before 
the program begins. He said that dis- 
tricts such as Dist. 59, after their pro- 
gram began, saw opposition drop to zero. 


THE CHICAGO ARCHDIOCESE, after 


the legislative defeat of state aid to non- 
public schools this spring, threatened at 
first to close all 422 Catholic schools. 
However, Clark has recently been nego- 
tiating with James Redmond, president 
of the Chicago School Board, to develop 
a mutually acceptable shared time pro- 
posal. 


Clark said a study is underway on en- 


rollment. He added that the Arch- 
diocese's teaching payroll has climbed 
from $16.5 million to $33.5 million in the 
past four years. 


Desperate Mother 
Seeks Housing

A Wheeling mother and her three 


daughters need a place to live and they 
need it soon. 


Mrs. Kathy Gunlogson and her three 


daughters, Angel, 3, and Kathy and 
Shana, one-year-old twins, must leave 
the house they are renting at 290 E. Nor- 
man Ln. by July 31 because Mrs. Gun- 
Igson is unable to keep up the rent pay- 
ments. 


And she can't find anywhere else to 


live. 


The blond, pretty young mother, ex- 


pecting her fourth child in October, is 
now in the process of obtaining a divorce 
from her husband. She is receiving $350 
a month in alimony and child support, 
and figures she could spend no more 
than $170 a month for a place to stay. 


"I'VE BEEN LOOKING 
for 
five 


months, from here all the way to the 
Wisconsin border and I just can't find 
anything. Either the rent is too high or 
they won't rent to people with children. 
Usually the rent is too high," Mrs. Gun- 
logson said. 


I've been to avery agency in Chicago 


— the public aid department, FHA (Fed- 
eral Housing Authority) the Salvation 
Army — no one can help me. And I'm 
getting desperate." 


"They all have such long waiting lists 


at FHA. I was hoping to get more money 
from public aid but they could only give 
me $233 a month, which would have been 
less than the court determined I should 
get. The only tiling I'm getting through 
public aid is medical insurance to pay 
for my hospital delivery costs." 


Mrs. Gunlogson has tried local groups 


too, FISH, the Title HI mental health 


clinic at Wheeling High School and the 
First Baptist Church of Wheeling. 


"THEY WERE ALL real nice but they 


aren't equipped to handle cases like 
mine," she said. 


Mrs. Gunlogson and her daughters 


have been without water at the house on 
Norman Lane since May. The landlord 
cut off the water in an effort to make her 
leave the house where she has lived for a 
year. She owes $360 in back rent. 


"The water is a problem. But I've been 


going over to my parents' house in Ar- 
lington Heights to get water from them I 
have to make the trip each day. It is a 
problem," she repeated. 


Mrs. Gunlogson said she has no friends 


or relatives in the area with whom she 
could stay. "My parents live in Arlington 
Heights but they have three other chil- 
dren and only a two-bedroom apartment, 
so we can't stay there. I don't know what 
I am going to do at the end of the month. 


I WISH SOME of the landlords could 


bend their regulations a little to help us 
out." 


Mrs. Gunlogson would like to stay in 


this area, if possible. 


"Most people think I need three bed- 


rooms with the children but I'd be satis- 
fied with two bediooms or even one bed- 
room if I could only find a place. I 
wouldn't want to live in Chicago if pos- 
sible, since there aren't any parking fa- 
cilities, except in the expensive apart- 
ments, and I would have to carry the 
children shopping. 


"I'd like to get a job after the baby is 


born if I could although most sitters are 
expensive," she said. 


Right now though the immediate prob- 


lem is what will happen on Aug 1.. 


Salvation Army 
Offers 
Self-Help

"Community Counseling Service, the 


Salvation Army." 


These words written in white letters 


are on the door of Northwest suburban 
headquarters for counseling by the Sal- 
vation Army. 


The 
office, 
at 
1797 Oakton, Des 


Plaines, doesn't look much like the popu- 
lar image of the Salvation Army . . . 
stern faced marchers urging spiritual 
and emotional renewal to the denizens of 
Skid Row in Victorian England. 


Instead it is a spacious, brightly lit and 


modern office. 


And the Salvation Army itself has 


evolved into a large social rehabilitation 
agency, which fights alcoholism and pro- 
vides work for those seeking a better 
life. 


WORK AT THE Des Plaines office is 


not related to religion. People of all reli- 
gions are aided. Last year 631 families 
and individuals were served by the agen- 
cy. 


People seeking help are referred by 


other social agencies, or come in on their 
own initiative. Fees are on a sliding 
scale, dependent on the individuals finan- 
cial state. No one who can't pay is 
turned away. 


More cases are handled each year. 


Two years ago the agency moved to its 
new, larger office because it needed 
more space. 


This agency opened in Des Plaines in 


1965 at the invitation of local groups. It is 
the only Salvation Army office outside in 
the Chicago suburbs. 


ITS ST4FF includes three full time so- 


cial workers, Mrs. Margaret Lisinski, 
Mrs. Donena Swartz, and Miss Phyllis 
Gilson. There are three part-time work- 
ers, an office staff, and two consulting 
psychologists are available to answer 
staff questions. 


It handles a wide-range of emotional 


and personal problems concerning mar- 
riage, parent-child relationships, person- 
ality problems, adolescent and aged 
problems, and problems of the unwed 
mother. 


Mrs. Lisinki, who has been with the 


agency since it opened, said that Des 
Plaines and the northwest suburbs share 
the same problems of all other people in 
their family lives. 


Their role as social workers, she said, 


"is to help them work out their emotion- 
al problems by helping them know them- 
selves. We don't just sit there and give 
them advice. We hope to bring them to 
the point where they can help them- 
selves." 


MRS. LISINSKI, who received her 


masters degree in social work from Lo- 
yola University, traces mapy of the emo- 
tional problems of families today to lack 
of communications, and a lack of time to 
be with each other. 


Many men, especially here in the sub- 


urbs, she said, are away from home too 
much she said. By the time they get 
home, their children are often asleep. 


Children need a father to look up to 


and to have as an example. Often, she 
feels, if the individuals of the family 
could only talk to each other, many prob- 
lems would be resolved. 


Unwed mothers are often the result of 


a lack of love in the home, she added. 
Young girls whose parents didn't have 
enough time to give them adequate affec- 
tion, sometimes mistake sex for love. 


THE AGENCY sometimes deals with 


"unwed fathers." They try to find out 
why a man would put himself into this 
kind of situation Often they find he has 
severe unresolved emotional conflicts 
within himself . . . again a product of a 
loveless home. 


The agency tries to bring people to- 


gether to talk over their problems, take 
another look at their motivations, and to 
try to understand themselves.

dent, when the railroad gates on Lee 
went down and the warning bells started 
ringing. 


Altergott said Ritter turned onto Lee 


and stopped at the closed gates. 


"When the train started to move so did 


he," Altergott explained. "The 
train 


wasn't going very fast when it hit the car 
but it did have enough impact to push it 
about 40 feet." 


Altergott told the Des Plaines Her- 


ald/Day he was parked on Lee St. wait- 
ing for the gates to go up when he saw 
the accident. 


"As soon as I saw what had happened 


I got over to Ritter and he immediately 
stepped out of his car. I asked him if he 
was injured and he answered by saying, 
"I tried to kill myself." 


According to a Chicago and North- 


western Railway special agent who was 
riding on the train, Ritter's auto was hit 
at exactly 3:08 p.m. by train No. 617 
which was en route from Chicago to 
Crystal Lake. 


T H E TRAIN'S engineer, 
Leonard 


Schlan of Rolling Meadows, told police he 
saw the car go around the closed gates 
as the train started to leave the Des 
Plaines station. "But I couldn't stop," 
Schlan said. "We just ran into the side of 
him " 


Ritter, a brakeman for the C&NW who 


is married and has two children, was 
taken into the Des Plaines police station 
where he told police he drove around the 
railroad gates in an attempted suicide 
because he "was despondent over per- 
sonal problems." 


He was given a ticket for running 


through the railroad gates and he was ta- 
ken to Chicago State Hospital for psy- 
chiatric treatment. 


The train was delayed for approvi- 


mately 30 minutes while police and fire 
department personnel interviewed wit- 
nesses and cleared the damaged car 
from the railroad tracks. 


About 100 persons gathered in and 


around the accident scene but were final- 
ly dispersed by police after a tow truck 
pulled the auto from the scene.

The Department of Housing and Urban

day that a $223,302 annual rent grant will 
be given for 209 multi-family units at 
Bartlett and Schaumburg roads. 


Streamwood Village Manager John 


Petrie and Village Atty. William Davies 
were both unaware of any plans for such 
a housing project in the village. 


The land adjacent to the Bartlett and 


Schaumburg Road intersection is zoned 
business and multiple, but no definite 
plans have come before the village 
board. Petrie said. 


Much of the area north of the inter- 


section, toward Bode Road, is undevel- 
oped. Bode Road is the border between 
the 3,000 acre undeveloped forest pre- 


serve tract and Streamwood. 


THE FEDERAL RENT grant notwith- 


standing, the multiple family units must 
"fulfill all the requirements of our build- 
ing codes," Davies said. 


In the Washington, D C. HUD Office, 


Thomas Bacon, public affairs officer, 
told The Herald that the Streamwood 
low income rental project will be 41 one 
bedroom units, 84 two-bedroom units and 
84 three-bedroom units. 


HUD will make monthly payments to 


the mortgage holder on the property to 
subsidize the rent, Bacon said. 


Ernest Stevens, Chicago-area HUD di- 


rector, was not available for comment 
Wednesday and an assistant in his office, 
Ben Hoffman, multi-family coordinator, 
said he could not give out details on the 
project.

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Witch Business Is Booming in La Paz

LAPAZ, BoUvU UPI - She sit* on t 


little cobblMtom street In LaPu and 
dispenses her potions from old instant 
coffee cans, but very seldom does she 
smile because witching in Bolivia is a 
very serious business indeed. 


The "brujas" or witches of La Paz are 


so popular they have their own special 
witches' market, a series of little pack- 
ing box booths set up on the back streets 
of this 12,000 foot high city. 


The witch business is booming, and the 


prices aren't cheap. 


Any witch interviewed was very 


serious about it all. Squinting out from 
under her brown derby, the universal 


head piece of the Bolivian Indian woman, 
she talked about first one cure and then 
the other. 


AS SHE SPOKE, she sold a little sack 


of her goods to a smiling man in his mid 
20s. 


"It is for my mass," he said. 
"I use it in the mass in my home." He 


walked off happily with his sack of little 
candies and colored wool. 


The witch, young and round faced, 


pulled her poncho tightly around her 
shoulders and set out a basket of llama 
eiubyos where they would better at- 
tract her customers. The unborn animals 
were dried and looked pitiful, lying there 
in the filthy basket. 


Although many of the vendors on the 


streets of La Paz speak only the Indian 
languages, this witch spoke good Span- 
ish. 


"These," she said, holding up a llama 


fetus, "are to be wrapped in wool and 
buried with these." She held up a little 
sack of candles. "Put these under the 
principal stone of your house and it will 
keep away the evil spirits." 


She shook a few seeds from one of her 


rusty cans, and explained how they could 
be mixed along with several other 
herbs she was selling to make a bath. 
When the person bathes in the brew, she 
said, he is assured all the evil spirits will 
be purged from his body. 


ALTHOUGH educated Bolivians for the 


most part laugh away the witches, there 
is a larger part of the population that 
takes it all most seriously. 


Conjurers — old men who come into 


town on the weekends — make as much 
as $10 explaining to the believers how to 
mix the various potions to catch a lover 
or cure an illness. 


The "witchery" of Bolivia does not 


stop as the simple brewing of harmless 
mixtures, but involves the more sinister 
forms of black magic, too, and Bolivians 
often don't have to look beyond their 
doorstep to find it 


A lawyer at the city of Oruro 130 miles 


from La Paz, returned home one day to 
find a gruesome present from an enemy 
wishing to cast him under an evil spell. 
It was a cat, horribly mutilated by pins 
sticking through all parts of its body, but 
still alive. 


"Around his threat was a black ribbon 


that was supposed to bring death," the 
man's daughter said. Attached to the ani- 
mal's ears were little bags of herbs de- 
signed to bring bad luck, disease and 
misfortune with money. 


The lawyer shrugged and disposed of 


the poor animal, but such things deeply 
worry some Bolivians. 


One explained: "Bolivia is a land of 


legends, mysteries. Everybody Is super- 
stitious here." 


In this underdeveloped country of al- 


most 4 million people, an estimated 70 
per cent are illiterate. For them, black 
magic and witches are not to be laughed 
at.

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St. Alexius Has Rx System 


St. Alexius Hospital in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage performed a world's first this week. 


Although It does not hold the dis- 


tinction of being the first hospital in 
which a heart transplant was performed, 
it does hold the distinction of being the 
first hospital to make use of the newly 
developed Rx Systems. Inc. Patient His- 
tory System. 


This automated method of recording 


general medical histories was designed 
to improve physician productivity by 
eliminating the hours previously taking 
these histories. It is hoped it will also 
improve the quality of medical records 
and reduce the number of personnel now 


involved,in the transcribing of medical 
histories. 


THE PORTABLE Rx video display ter- 


minal resembles an electric typewriter 
keyboard with a small television screen 
attached. As questions appear on the 
screen they may be answered by touch- 
ing keys on the keyboard. An attendant 
is available to register preliminary data 
and. if necessary, to assist the patient 
during the half hour required to complete 
his medical history 


When the patient lias answered all the 


questions, the recorded responses are 
transmitted by telephone lines to a com- 
puter in the Rx Systems, Inc. office in 
Hinsdale There the information is trans- 


lated from laymen's terms into medical 
terms and is returned via ordinary tele- 
phone lines to a teletype printer in the 
hr ">'*•>!. The general medical histories 
p ntout is available within minutes by 
means of this system.

in fac*.. Lenin portraits look down from 
house walls, they are displa>ed in shop 
windows. The Alcron Hotel, much fa- 
vored by Western businessmen and tour- 
ists, features a bust of Lenin in its 
loungo. 


The political atmosphere in Prague 


this s«cond summer since the 1968 Soviet 
bloc invasion can only be described as 
apathetic. 


The Czechs, apart from their cynical 


jokes appear to want nothing much ex- 
cept to the left atone to live their lives. 
Posters everywhere remind them of 
Moscow's presence. One seen all over the 
city sayj, "With the Soviet Union forever 
and never otherwise " 


Shop windows are fuller than a year 


ago. French and Italian dresses, Spanish 
o l i v e s . Yugoslav knitwear, Swiss 
and Austrian chocolates are plentiful. 
But there are many things still lacking, 
such as veal and pork, bed and table 
linen), perfumes and cosmetics. 


THERE IS A price freeze, but Czechs 


complain that many factories, in order to 
get around the tight price controls, huve 
s t o p p e d producing popularly priced 
goods and have concentrated on more ex- 
pensive wares. 


Wages are still low The average Czech 


edrns about 2,000 crowns ($130) a month. 
A pair of shoes, against this, cost 220 
crowns ($13) An Italian dress sells for 
about MO crowns ($39). 


The country's money is, nevertheless,

DRAPER, A LOCAL developer, has 


agreed to build the new depot and dedi- 
cate it to the railway as long as the cost 
does not exceed $30,000. The trans- 
portation and shopping center has been 
estimated to cost $2 million. Draper has 
previously declined to say how much of 
the space has already been leased. 


The new depot is expected to be ready 


for use by the end of this year. 


As part of the agreement with the rail- 


road, the village has agreed to buy the 
three parking lots near the present depot 
for about $110,000. The railway told the 
village that it could not spend the money 
for the relocation unless it had an 
equivalent amount of income. 


The new depot is expected to provide 


about 550 new commuter parking spaces. 
There is now about a six month wait to 
obtain a space in the village parking lot.

The first is that you want to be in game 
irrespective of partner's hand. The sec- 
ond that you have so many high cards 
that you are afraid that a one bid will be 
passed out. The third that your hand 
shows distinct slam possibilities. 


South's hand met all these require- 


ments nicely and he was fully justified in 
opening with two. Furthermore, he 
should have made game in spite of the 
frightful hand placed on the table by his 
partner. 


South was finesse happy. He looked 


over dummy and saw that the nine of 
trumps would be an entry. That would 
give him a chance to try the diamond 
finesse and, if It worked, he would have 
his 10th trick. 


He ruffed the second club, cashed the 


ace and king of trumps and ace of dia- 
monds, entered dummy with that nine of 
trumps, lost the diamond finesse and was 
down one. 


We have no objection to the finesse. It 


is a fine play but it is only SO-SO. South 
should have made his contract without it. 
He should have played one round of 
trumps to start his campaign and then 
continue by playing ace and another 
heart. When he got in next, he should 
have led out his last heart. This would 
set up dummy's six of hearts as a win- 
ner. He could get there with the nine of 
trumps and discard his jack of dia- 
monds. 


Of course, suits don't have to break 


3-3. but if hearts failed to break he would 
still have been able to try the finesse.

Have No Coddling 


If Illinois indeed does have the 


nahon's strongest anti • pollution 
framework, now is the time to show 
it 


Gov Richard Ogilvie has named 


the five members of his Pollution 
Control B o a r d , the enforcement 
arm of the state's newly-created, 
three-prong environmental protec- 
tion arsenal. 


On paper, the appointments seem 


like strong ones The governor has 
taken pains to keep the alignment 
non-partisan, with two Republicans 
and two Democrats under inde- 
pendent chairman David P. Cur- 
rie, who had been serving as Envi- 
ronmental 
Quality 
Coordinator. 


Two members are 
from Cook 


County, two from Lake, and one 
from Champaign, and a wide vari- 
ety of interests are represented 


Besides Currie, the board mem- 


bers include Samuel Lawton, an 
attorney, mayor of Highland Park 
and chairman of the now-defunct 
Air Pollution Control Board; Sam- 
uel Aldrich, a professor of agri- 
culture at the University of Illinois; 
Jacob Dumelle, director of the 
Lake Michigan Basin Office for the 
Federal Water Quality Administra- 
tion; and Richard Kissel, attorney 
for Abbot Laboratories of North 
Chicago. 


The jobs are full-time, which is 


essential, and the board members 
will have the power to set stand- 
ards, conduct hearings and rule 
on cases brought by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 


"In their hands " said the gov- 


ernor, "is the sweeping delegation 
of power made by the General As- 
sembly to control all present and 


for seeable forms of environmental 
damage in Illinois." 


How they meet that challenge is 


critical. There is only one path for 
the board to follow: tough, straight 
and forward. 


Illinois has no need for another 


new agency that will be entwined 
in its own bureaucracy, that will 
waste its time coddling polluters or 
allowing endless delays while the 
state's air and water further de- 
generates. 


This, without any more excuses, 


is the time for action. We've been 
told by the governor and the at- 
torney general that we now truly 
have the means to go after the 
polluters. They've put themselves 
and the Pollution Control Board 
on the spot, and on the spot they 
should stay.

Arlington Heights' tern center 1* essen- 


tially completed. A park diitrict employe 
is "in charge." However, the assignment 
to ths teen center is Just one of his many 
jobs. 


Teenagers in this town need a definite 


commitment from the adults. This com- 
mitment should be a full time person to 
run the center, help plaa activities and 
provide the accessibility that the kids 
need. 


EVEN A PART-TIME worker might 


do the Job. But it should be his only re- 
sponsibility. He should be able to spend 
time with the teenagers on the steering 


committee for the youth center and be 
available to them when they need him. 


I don't think it's too much to ask. At 


present, the young members of the steer- 
ing committee are faced with the prob- 
lem of having a room with no furniture 
and no money to buy anything. 


The least that this village of "friendly 


Neighbors" can do is give the kids some- 
one whose first and only priority is to 
work with them. 


I know the answer already. The park 


board will say they don't have enough 
money in the budget for an additional 
salary. 


The answer from the village board will 


probably be the same. There's no money 
in the budget, I can hear village officials 
say now.

It's a poor answer to a kid who has 


nothing to do.

What IS In A Name?

The eagle, a noble beast, is the symbol 


of the American people. The lion, a sym- 
bol of strength and courage symbolizes 
the Iranian people. But what does Pala- 
tine have for a symbol? Nothing but a 
few depressed driveways and a number 
of screaming homeowners 


To remedy this situation and to provide 


the village with a unique symbol to 
which all residents can look to find the 
true and real meaning of life in poignant 
Palatine, the village should adopt a can 
of soup as a symbol. 


Not just any soup, mind you, but al- 


phabet soup. 


MANY PEOPLE will scoff at this sug- 


gestion, but these are probably the same 
people who sip soup through straws and 
wear white shirts to spaghetti dinners. 


The true meaning of what alphabet 


soup can mean to Palatine will not be 
apparent unless you happened to attend 
a meeting of outraged citizens last week 
who banded together to form a group 
dedicated to fight flooding 


Residents in the village have tradition- 


ally fought flooding by using sponges, 
mops, hoses to clean their basements, 
curses and what have you. Since these 
measures did not stop the flooding, the 
outraged citizens figured by joining a 
group the flooding would be halted. 


But the group that met last week is 


unique. It named itself twice. At the gen- 
eral membership meeting it chose to call 
i t s e l f PIL, Palatine Improvement 
League. Then the residents divided them- 
selves into committees and named them- 
selves PEA, Palatine Environmental As- 
sociation 


The group also decided to keep the 


word flooding out of its title so people do 
not think it floods in Palatine. That's like 
the Pr ientavoidmg the use of the let- 
ters G.O.P. after his name so people will 
not know he is a politician. 


Since the homes have not flooded since 


the meeting, however, there must be 
something to having two names. That's 


where the alphabet soup comes in. 


If all the village officials could sit 


down at dinner one night and were 
served alphabet soup they could prob- 
ably rename all municipal groups and 
watch their problems disappear as did 
PIL and/or PEA. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD could slosh 


their bread around in the soup and watch 
as the letters formed names for groups. 
Spoons would be outlawed because they 
offer good control of the letters. The vil- 
lage board would probably come up with 
clever new initials and names. 


For example, the local governing body 


could rename itself the Board to Enact 
L a w s for C o m m u n i t y Happiness 
(BELCH). The public works department 
would be named the Board to Under- 
stand Residential Problems (BURP). 


These two names could be used only 


during executive session meetings, how- 
ever, because if the word got out that 
BELCH and BURP were running Pala- 
tine, property values might decrease. 


Depending on how badly a board want- 


ed to solve its problems it could come up 
with one, two or three names. Looking at 
the precedent, however, choosing more 
than one name might mean disaster.

Between the Lines 


Was Totten Best Choice?

What qualifies an individual to be a 


member of a public college's board of 
trustees? 


IN THIS PERIOD of student unrest, 


college board members are getting a 
second look from the public. The job is 
no longer considered a titular position to 
be given to a well-respected member of 
the community or political party like an 
honorary degree. 


Today, a college trustee must not only 


stand for academic excellence, but for 
promoting a climate of open communi- 
cation among students, faculty and the 
public. 


But what about the qualifications of 


those who pick the trustee candidates? 
Their Intentions must also be to pro- 
mote better understanding between cam- 
pus components (students, faculty and 
administration) and the public. 


The past actions of Totten don't point 


in this direction. Last month, the Repub- 
lican Organization of Scbaumburg Town- 
ship (ROOST), adopted a resolution at- 
tacking Harper College students, faculty 
and board for flying the American flag 
at half-staff when four young people 
were killed on the Kent State campus in 
May. 
TOTTEN'S organization "castigated the

Harper Board for condoning the action 
officially after the fact" and accused 
the junior college board lacking "moral 
fibre." 


In announcing that resolution, Totten 


said, "What we're concerned about is the 
use of physical force and threats of vio- 
lence to debase our national symbol. And

we're also disgusted with the college 
board members who approved the ac- 
tion against the wishes of the community 
they are supposed to represent." 


If you'll recall, the Harper flag inci- 


dent was the lowering of the flag ac- 
cording to flag etiquette, by students, 
the reraising of the flag, and a student- 
board compromise to re-lower it for 
three days. 


The actions on the Harper campus in 


no way lent themselves to such strong 
phrases as "coercive force to debase na- 
tional symbols" and "irresponsible mi- 
nority of Harper College students." 


ROOST'S resolution can best be de- 


scribed as unfair. 


And the kind of thinking in that reso- 


lution is what leads to alienation In seg- 
ments of society and widens the genera- 
tion gap.

Battle Over Code Dating 


Food and

The Consumer View 


SO MANY DIFFERENT numbers and letters make it dif- 
ficult to interpret the code dating on canned and pack- 


aged foods. A bill before Congress would make the 
codes easier to understand.

"Open dating gives consumers person- 


al power over the sale of stale food by 
their local supermarkets. It does not re- 
quire government action, which is sus- 
ceptible to funding cuts or industry pres- 
sure. Nor does it require court inter- 
vention, which is often expensive and 
time consuming. It is self-enforcing." 


So said Congressman Leonard Farbs- 


tein (D-NY) as he presented H.R. 14816, 
a bill to amend the Fair Packaging and 
Labeling Act, to the United States House 
of Representatives )ast April. Fifty-two 
congressmen, including Sidney R. Yates 
of Illinois, co-sponsored the measure. 


In short, the bill, if passed, would force 


all manufacturers of perishable food to 
specify, on the label of the item, the date 
after which it is not to be sold for con- 
sumption. This date (referred to as the 
shelf-life date) is to be stamped or print- 
ed on perishable food products in code 
form. Generally, the meaning of the code 
is known only to the manufacturers, their 
sales force, and food retailers. They have 
the responsibility of removing the prod- 
uct from the shelves when the shelf-life 
date has expired. 


CONSUMER GROUPS, including the 


National Consumers Union based in 
Prospect Heights, are working for the 
passage of this bill. The food industry, 
however, is against its passage. The 
retailer seems to be the man in the 
middle. 


"But why shouldn't the consumer know 


the shelf-life date of food? The store 
manager should not be the only one able 
to read the codes. Why doesn't the pack- 
age contain a comprehensible date? 
Why is the industry afraid to let the con- 
sumer in on the secret? Does it fear that 
given a choice the public would not pur- 
chase stale and decayed products?" 
Farbstein asked. 


Both sides have their answers. 


Consumer groups backing the Farbs- 


tein bill believe the consumer has the 
right to choose the freshest product, 
something they believe is not possible 
now because of the coding systems used. 


Codes do vary, and manufacturers can 


change code dates whenever they wish so 
that even the informed consumer has to 
begin the decoding process anew. 


The more common codes will have a 


letter for the shelf-date month, a number 
for the day and a two-digit number for 
the year (D-4-70). Other codes include: 
50 (May, 1970); A5 (Jan. 5); FO (June, 
1970); 0507 (May 7); 5115 (two outside 
digits are added together for the month, 
October; two inside digits are added to- 
gether for the day). 


An even more difficult code would be 


this one, E9702, in which "E" is the plant 
where the product was made; "9" is the 
month of manufacture (January is 1, 
February, 2, etc.C; "70" is the year the 
product will be outdated, and "2" is the 
month it will go out of date. 


THE NATIONAL CONSUMERS Union 


recommends that food manufacturers 
use the following format to protect con- 
sumers against outdated foods: 1. stan- 
dardize codes so the consumer and store 
personnel can easily recognize what they 
mean; 2. pnce food by the date — the 
going price for the freshest product and 
lesser prices according to the nearness of 
the shelf-life date; 3. permit no price in- 
creases for fresh items. 


Food allowances are expected to go 


further with the NCU concept. Those on 
the food allowance program would buy 
the cheaper products still within the 
shelf-life date. 


The NCU position is that while it is not 


illegal to sell outdated food, it violates 
the consumers' rights if they cannot dis- 
tinguish which is the fresher product on 
the shelf. 


They expect the Farbstein bill to be re- 


introduced in the house this fall and will 
be drumming up consumer support for it 


Manufacturer's Side 


Inverness Homemaker Likes 
"Tried And True" Recipes

Whether wielding a gavel or a wooden 


spoon, Mrs William W. Heise Jr. of In- 
verness officiates with expertise in her 
kitchen and as a club president. 


This capable homemaker has had con- 


siderable experience in both capacities 
and performs in each with equal com- 
petence. 


A past president of three organizations, 


Palatine Junior Woman's Club, Coun- 
tryside Auxiliary of Illinois Children's 
Home and Aid Society and Rotary Anns, 
her reputation as an efficient organizer 
and hard worker was recently recognized 
by Countryside YMCA Distaffs, who 
have chosen her as their new president. 
And her skill in the kitchen has also 
earned her the reputation of being a good 
cook. 


As familiar with cook books as with 


Robert's Rules of Order, Pat Heise is no- 
netheless partial to tried and true hand- 
me-down recipes, and two of her favor- 
ites are those which she has used since a 
bride. 


ONE. CRABMEAT RUSK, is from her 


mother; the other, a molded cucumber 
salad, is from her mother-in-law, and 
they combine effectively to produce a de- 
lightful summer luncheon. 


"The Crabmeat Rusk is an open-face 


type of sandwich, prepared on Holland 
Husk rounds rather than bread," Pat ex- 
plained. Each rusk holds a slice of to- 
mato and a tasty crabmeat mixture 
topped by sharp cheese. Baked for a 
half-hour, these "sandwiches" are differ- 
ent and delicious luncheon fare. 


The salad is a nippy combination of 


ground onion and cucumber molded in a 
mixture of Miracle Whip and lime Jell-0. 


"It has Just the right amount of zest to 


cut the richness of tlw crabmeat yet 
complement its flavor," Pat said. 


FOR DESSERT this good cook sug- 


gests a luscious Lime Chiffon Pie. She 
uses a graham cracker crust which she 
bakes first and then chills. Into this is 
piled a lime chiffon filling made from 
five eggs (with whites beaten separately) 
lime Juice and rind, and other in- 
gredients. Unfavored gelatine is used as 
the congealing agent. 


After the dessert is chilled for several 


hours, it is served topped with whipped 
cream. High, light and handsome, the pie 
is as refreshing in appearance as it is to 
taste. It makes an elegant finale for this 


appealing luncheon, which is ideal warm 
weather fare. 


"Almost all the recipes can be made in 


advance," advises Pat, who, a.<. the busy 
mother of four as well as active civic 
leader, appreciates food that can be pre- 
pared a day ahead, 


Both the salad and pie have excellent 


keeping qualities, and even the crabmeat 
may be mixed ahead of time and can be 
assembled quickly with the other in- 
gredients before baking. 


COOKING IS JUST one of Pat's many 


accomplishments. She has taken courses 
in decoupage, belongs to a duplicate 
bridge group, plays golf with the Junior 
Woman's Club's league, and she and her 
husband bowl in the Juniors' couples 
league.

"Codes were created for the retailers' 


benefit. It is up to them to replace ex- 
pired products," declared a representa- 
tive of a leading food manufacturer. 


"Can you imagine the scramble there 


would be in the display cases to get the 
most recently dated products — even 
though items with later dates are just as 
salable? 


"If the consumer gets an unsatisfacto- 


ry product, she should return it to the 
retailer," he continued. "If the retailer 
won't refund the money or exchange the 
product, it should be returned directly to 
the manufacturer who will take care of it 
personally. Too many people go directly 
to Virginia Knauer (special assistant to 
the President for consumer affairs) with- 
out first contacting the store or the man- 
ufacturer." 


WHO SHOULD PULL the outdated 


products? Some retail managers say 
they rely on sales representatives to 
keep outdated products out of displays. 
Food manufacturers look at this as a 
joint responsibility — the retailer should 
remove them when they check the dis- 
plays and the salesmen should remove 
the products when they go into a store. 


Manufacturers are very aware and 


concerned about the shelf-life code con- 
troversy. Said one representative, "Let's 
be realistic. People are going to buy the 
freshest products available. When the re- 
maining products become outdated, they 
will be returned to us. This will result in 
a loss to the manufacturer." 


And with that loss, consumers may 


find prices on the upswing. Consumer 
groups call for no price increases but 
rather a de-escalation of prices in con- 
junction with the date of shelf-life. 


THE FOOD manufacturer representa- 


tive replies, "De-escalating the price 
may result in the consumer buying all

reduced price items. In that case they 
will be letting the recent-dated, higher- 
priced items sit in the cases or displays 
until the prices are lowered. Again the 
manufacturer will be the one who loses." 


Food manufacturers may choose to 


code products either with the date of 
manufacture or shelf-life (most have 
chosen the latter or a combination of the 
two). They may utilize digits, colors or 
letters in their coding. 


Codes are not secret, food manufac- 


turers agree. They will be given the con- 
sumer if he asks for them. But, they add, 
the information should not be necessary 
if products are purchased from reputable 
merchants. The manufacturers doubt 
that the majority of consumers would 
even use the food codes. 


ANOTHER POINT made by the food 


manufacturer is that no matter what 
date is on the product, they have no con- 
trol or knowledge of what the consumer 
does with the product once it is in her 
home. She can save an unopened item 
for months — the same with an opened 
one. An example is spices; some women 
will have the same spice on their shelf 
for years. 


One food retailer, Jewel Tea Company, 


last week announced plans to make pub- 
lic its coding systems. 


A coding education program for con- 


sumers is being undertaken at all Jewel 
stores effective immediately, as an- 
nounced last week. The explanation of 
freshness codes is being implemented by 
means of signs, posters and a complete 
code book available for scrutiny by any 
customer at every store's service desk. 


"The objective of the new service is to 


let cusomers know we guarantee fresh- 
ness," said Jane Armstrong, Jewel home 
economist. 


"WE'RE NOT IN confrontation with 


consumers," asserted Joseph F. Grimes, 
Jewel's vice president of sales. "If the 
customer wants to understand the codes, 
it's available to her. The decoding infor- 
mation at Jewel is a cooperative effort of 
manufacturers and the retailer." 


GRIMES SAID THAT working within 


the code system is nothing new to Jewel. 
"How can the coding information effect 
prices when we've been following them 
right along?" What is new is Jewel's 
concerted effort to inform consumers of 
how to read the codes, Grimes said. 


Jewel is the first major food chain in 


the country to initiate a consumer educa- 
tion program for decoding. 


Radiation 
From Oven? 


More than 30,000 microwave ovens in 


homes, restaurants and institutions could 
present a health hazard to users if the 
results of a random sampling of those 
ovens can be applied nationwide. 


In that sampling, the Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare found 
that 51 of 155, or about 33 per cent, of the 
units tested emitted excess radiation. If 
that 33 per cent figure holds up nation- 
wide, more than 13,000 homemakers are 
being bombarded by potentially harmful 
radiation. 
, 


Although the department emphasized 


that there have been no reports of in- 
juries from the ovens, both cataracts and 
burns have been attributed to excessive 
microwave radiation. In addition, inter- 
nal effects can occur without the sensa- 
tion normal burns create. 


Because there is no way for a person 


to tell whether his oven is leaking ex- 
cessive radiation, HEW has advised 
%£&?** f*~ ^rtway steps 
until their units can be checked by re- 
pairmen or state health authorities: 


Stay at least an arm's length awav 


from the oven while it is in use. 


Switch the oven off before opening the 


Keep the children from watching food

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How To Pack A Perfect Picnic Basket 


CRISPY BREADED CHICKEN 


Mostly 
for Men

Reminiscing about recipes first sam- 


pled as a youngster on the farm stems 
from the genuine goodness of these dish- 
es That is especially true of salads. 


While today I tend to prepare salads 


with touches of modern elegance, it's 
stilt hard to beat old-fashioned wilted let- 
tuce, especially if it comes fresh from 
the garden. 


To serve 4 you'll need a bunch of leaf 


lettuce, about 1 pound. This may be the 
standard variety of red-topped curley let- 
tuce which I find excellent for wilting. 
Tear lettuce into a wooden salad bowl 
and over the top sprinkle 2 finely 
chopped green onions including tops and 
2 thinly sliced cooked eggs. 


DICE 8 SLICES of bacon and fry until 


crisp. Lift out bacon and sprinkle atop 
lettuce. Heat the bacon fat and when hot 
add a mixture of 1 level teaspoon lugar, 
la teaspoon salt, 1/3 cup vinegar and 2 
tablespoons water. This will pop, so be 
careful. Bring to a boil and pour over 
lettuce preparation. TOM lightly and 


serve in wooden bowls. Great eating. 


For a fancy dish which may be served 


as a first course, try this recipe using 
bibb lettuce. You'll need a crisp, me- 
dium-sized head for each salad. 


Line individual salad bowls with outer 


leaves of the bibb and place the crisp 
inner portion in the center. On one side 
put 8 to 10 canned mushroom caps, 
chilled and drained. On the other side 
place one-half a deviled egg topped with 
a whole rolled anchovy. 


ATOP THE CENTER place a large 


heart of artichoke, chilled and drained. 
Keep the salad cold until ready to serve 
with this green goddess dressing. 


In a blender combine a 2-ounce can of 


drained, chopped anchovies, 3 table- 
spoons chopped chives, l tablespoon lem- 
on juice, 3 tablespoons tarragon vinegar, 
1 cup sour cream, 1 cup mayonnaise, Vi 
cup fresh chopped parsley, Vi teaspoon 
salt, and dash of seasoned pepper. Whirl 
for about 30 second or beat thoroughly 
with a rotary beater. Chill, then serve in 
bowl, allowing guests to use as much as 
desired on the salad. 


The perfect summer picnic requires 


children, a doting grandmother or two, 
and a sprinkling of uncles and ants. A 
balmy day is equally necessary, a grassy 
site, and a picnic basket bursting with 
goodies. 


After the youngsters play ball and the 


older people lounge under the trees en- 
joying the fresh air, it's time to eat — 
and what an appetite has been stored up 
for this moment! 


A favorite of the picnic crowd is barbe- 


cued chicken, whether hot from the grill 
or cold in a basket. Here's a recipe that 
gives delicious aroma to breaded chicken 
by adding a barbecue spice that contains 
chili peppers, cumin, garlic, cloves, 
paprika, salt and sugar... 


CRISPY BREADED CHICKEN 


2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Vi teaspoon salt 
3 pound broiler-fryer chicken, 


cut into 8 pieces 


1/3 cup flour 


2 eggs, beaten 
% cup fine, dry bread crumbs 
1 tablespoon barbecue spice 
Sprinkle lemon juice and salt over 


chicken. Let stand in refrigerator at 
least 1 hour. Dredge chicken in flour; 
shake off excess. Dip chicken in egg, 
then roll in bread crumbs mixed with 
barbecue spice.

Section 2 
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U. S. Grows More Spices 


by JEANNE LESEM 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Only the high 


cost oT labor keeps the United States 
from growing all its spices escept those 
that require a tropical climate. 


Even so. domestic production of spices, 


herbs and vegetable seasonings — on- 
ions, garlic, chives and bell peppers, for 
example — has more than doubled in the 
past decade, says the American Spice 
Trade Association. Production reached 
an estimated 100 to 130-million pounds 
last year, compared with only about 47 
million pounds in 1959. 


The association, which represents most 


leading domestic spice growers and 
packers, estimated that we use more 
than 300 million pounds of herbs, spices 
and vegetable seasonings annually in 
homemade and processed foods. 


DRIED ONION products account for 


much of the consumption, stated Stewart 
P. Wands, executive vice president of the 
association. He added that these prod- 
ucts, plus paprika, and chili seasonings, 
parsley, oregano and black pepper are 
increasingly popular in large, economy- 
size containers. 


Wands said one major regional firm 


estimated that 20 to 25 per cent of its 
sales now are in 8 and 12 ounce contain- 
ers. 


The growing use of prepared foods 


might be expected to hurt spice sales. 
But a nationwide study indicated that it 


doesn't, Women questioned in the study 
said they used convenience foods more 
often but tended to add spices to them. 


Domestic spices, herbs and vegetable 


seasoning come mainly from California. 
It grows and packs annually more than 
50 million pounds of dehydrated onion 
and garlic products, 16 million pounds of 
capsicum peppers for paprika and chili 
powder and large quantities of freezc- 
dried chives and shallots, plus such 
herbs as basil, parsley, marjoram, rose- 
marx and tetragon. 


MONTANA SUPPLIES about 10 mil- 


lion pounds of mustard seed a year. Most 
domestic dried mint conies from Wash- 
ington, Oregon and Idaho. Dill will thrive 
in many areas but is grown com- 
mercially in Oregon Texas and several 
southern states produce sesame seeds, 
and Louisiana and the Carolinas, red 
peppers. 


All these can be harvested by machine, 


so domestic growers find them profitable 
crops. Bay leaf, sage and saffron are 
among the spices that will grow in our 
climate, but are too expensive to produce 
here. One California firm grow bay leaf 
but the remainder is imported. 


Saffron was grown in southeastern 


Pennsylvania about a century ago by 
some German immigrants who used it in 
a special coffee cake. But it takes about 
210,000 dried stigmas of 7,000 blossoms of 
Crocus sativus to make a single pound of 
saffron. Each of those 210,000 threadlike 


inch-long strands must be picked by 
hand from blossoms after blossoms are 
hand-picked in the fields. Cost to the con- 
sumer: about 80 cents a gram, or $365 a 
pound. 


FORTUNATELY. A LITTLE goes a 


long way. Six-serving recipes rarely call 
for more than V* to % teaspoon of saf- 
fron. 


These figures are taken from "The 


Book of Spices," a definitive and fasci- 
nating book of lore and recipes by spice 
grower Frederic Rosengarten Jr., whose 
Guatemalan cardamon plantation is the 
largest in the western hemisphere. Car- 
damon is the world's second most ex- 
pensive spice. Ground cardamon retails 
for about 65 cents to $1 an ounce, depend- 
ing on the packaging. 


Charcoal broiled steak with onions is a 


cinch to make with instant minced onion. 
Rehydrate 2 tablespoons of instant min- 
ced onion with same amount of water for 
10 minutes. Slash the fat of a 4-ound sir- 
loin or porterhouse steak so it won't curl 
during broiling. Rub broiler rack with a 
little steak fat. Place steak on rack 
about 8 inches above a bed of glowing 
coals. 


Cook second side to desired degree of 


doneness. Turn and 'sprinkle cooked side 
with dehydrated minced onion. The fla- 
vor of the onion will permeate the meat. 
Cook second side to desired degree of 
doneness. Season with salt and ground 
black pepper. Makes 6 servings. 


Greens Stay Crunchier With Care 


Good to the last crunch can and should 


be the rule for vitamin-rich salad greens 
and relishes, whether you visit the green- 
grocer daily do or shop weekly at a dis- 
makers still do or shop weekly at a dis- 
tant supermarket. 


"Extending the life of such perishables 


in your refrigerator is every bit as im- 
portant to your food budget as com- 
paring canned goods prices at the super- 
market." declared Mrs, Pauline Church. 


"In buying two pounds of romaine at 


39 cents a pound and allowing a fourth of 
it to spoil within a few days, for ex- 
ample, you're tossing 20 cents into the 
garbage can." she explained. "This kind 
of waste is neither practical nor neces- 
sary when proper storage is used.

stretching produce pennies at home: 


1. For head lettuce—promptly remove 


any unusable outer leaves and discard. 
Rinse head quickly under cold water and 
shake off excess moisture. Do not re- 
move core, unless entire head is to be 
used within two days. Instead, store in a 
tightly covered container, such as a let- 
tuce crisper, which holds the head on a 
spike, away from container sides and 
bottom. 2 Bibb, Boston, Butter-crunch, 


and other delicate types of lettuce — fol- 
low same procedure as for head lettuce, 
being sure to wash and drain thoroughly. 
Store in any air-tight container large 
enough to avoid crowding, first placing 
several layers of paper toweling in the 
bottom to absorb excess moisture. 


If necessary, replace paper toweling 


after two or three days to reduce mois- 
ture inside the container. 


3. CHICORY OR curly endive — wash 


thoroughly in cold water bath, shake off 
excess water, and store on spike in con- 
tainer designed for head lettuce. A little 
crowding won't harm this hardy green, 
so long as it is kept cold and slightly 
moist. 


4. Romaine, leaf lettuce — rinse thor- 


oughly under cold spray and shake off 
water or allow to drain. Remove ragged 
outer leaves, trim off wilted leaf edges 
and core end (of romaine) if discolored. 
Break off wilted bases of lettuce leaves 
to prevent further wilting. 


Both may be stored upright in an air- 


tight container such as a large plastic 
beverage decanter or celery crisper, if 
size permits. Otherwise, store in an air- 
tight plastic bag (with air space inside) 


or in an airtight container with paper 
toweling underneath to absorb moisture. 
Don't crowd, allow "breathing space." 


5. 
PARSLEY, watercress — im- 


merse in cold water to loosen and re- 
move any soil, then rinse under cold 
spray. Drain in colander or wire basket, 
shaking gently to remove water droplets. 
Before storing, break off any wilted stem 
ends and remove discolored leaves. 


Choose an airtight container, large 


enough to avoid crowding.

assistance. 


Any person or family approved by the 


Secretary of HUD for benefits under ei- 
ther program must be able to demon- 
strate an inability to obtain standard 
housing, new or existing, without subsidy 
by allocating whatever portion of its in- 
come toward housing that would be re- 
quired under these programs.

an unsubsidized $16,000 home, adequate 
for its needs, should not be eligible for 
subsidies to purchase a new home cost- 
ing $24,000," he said. 


No family earning in excess of 55 per 


cent of the area median should be eli- 
gible for admittance to public housing. 


"NOTHING WILL discredit these pro- 


grams more than mounting evidence that 
f a m i l i e s well within middle-income 
ranges are the prime beneficiaries of the 
programs; that these programs widen 
rather than narrow the gap between the 
living conditions of the poor and the 
middle class," Crowell said. 


"Ultimately, we cannot help but be- 


lieve that the success or failure of these 
programs will be judged not in terms of 
how many new housing units they were 
able to produce, but rather in terms of 
how many truly needy families have 
found decent housing that they otherwise 
could not have attained." 


Crowell declared than an allocation of 


15 per cent of the funds authorized under 
the subsidy programs, particularly the 
h o m e ownership program, "is in- 
sufficient to account for the legitimate 
aspirations of those lower-income fami- 
lies who, because of personal desire or 
lack of available new homes, many wish 
to purchase an existing home " 


He voiced NAREB's objections to an 


amendment to the pending legislation, 
recommended by HUD, which would pro- 
hibit local governments from exercising 
powers with respect to planning, zoning, 
subdivision controls, building codes, or 
other matters affecting land use which 
result in the disapproval of a federally- 
assisted project for low and moderate- 
income families. 


"We sincerely believe that the sug- 


gested preemption of local determination 
of land use through zoning and subdivi- 
sion controls is too great a price to pay 
for the goal of so-called economic in- 
tegration. 


"A far more effective plan, which 


would not do violence to what little local 
determination is reserved to the people, 
is a comprehensive new communities 
program which in its inception would 
provide the economic and cultural base 
that accommodates all the diverse 
groups that make a balanced commu- 
nity," Crowell concluded.

Probably the world's least talkative 


people are in Nigeria. In this small West 
African country the average phone user 
made only .8 of a call in 1968. This may 
be explained by the low rate of only eight 
phones for each 100 of that country's 
people. 


The number of phones in the world 


went up seven per cent during 1968, 
reaching almost 238 million. This was the 
34th consecutive year that growth has ex- 
ceeded six per cent. 


Although the United States has 45.9 per 


cent of the world's phones, its telephone 
growth rate in 1968 was only 5.3 per cent. 


A DOZEN new places were added to 


the international communications net- 
work. Overseas calls continued to in- 
crease at an annual rate of 25 per cent. 


Monaco continued to lead countries of 


the world in ratio of phones to population 
— its 14,000 phones divided out to 60.43 
for every 100 persons. The United States 
came in second with 54.02. 


Skokie clung to third place in the 


United States with 86.3 phones for each 
100 persons. Washington, D.C., was the 
leader with 98.1 and White Plaines, N.Y., 
was second with 87.5. 


Arlington Heights has 52.7 phones for

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Sluggish Economy Continues Hall Announces 


Panels 


Despite the economy's continuing slug- 


gishness, Inflationary pressures remain 
strong, says this month's issue of The 
Northern Trust's Bank of Chicago's eco- 
nomic newsletter, Business Comment 


The economy's somewhat firmer tone 


of late winter appeared to give way to a 
renewed softening in April and May. In- 
dustrial production, which had risen at 
an annual rate of 2.5% between January 
and March, fen at a 7.1 per cent rate 
over the following two months, the publi- 
cation continued. 


Spring also saw a pronounced loosen- 


ing of the nation's labor markets, with 
nonfann payroll employment falling in 
both April and May. Over the same two- 
month period, the average factory work 
week dropped from 40.2 hours to 39.9 
hours. 


SIGNIFICANTLY, though, Northern 


Trust economists stated, the various 
signs of weakness in production and pay- 
rolls were not reflected in reduced con- 
sumer spending. April-May retail sales 
ran an estimated 1.7 per cent above the 
January-March rate. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis, the 


consumer price index rose at an annual 
rate of 6 per cent in May; the climb in 
industrial wholesale prices bas been sim- 
ilarly difficult to dampen. Smaller in- 
creases occurred, however, hi some con- 
sumer services and non-food com- 
modities. On the wholesale level, prices 
of farm products fen in the second quar- 
ter after surging upward by 7.3 per cent 
during the preceding year. 


While encouraging, these price devel- 


opments do not assure that a significant

abatement of inflation lies ahead, said the number of people working or seeking 
Business Comment. Far more important 
will be the trend of unit labor costs, 
which rose at an annula rate of 8.4 per 
cent during the first quarter, up from 6.4 
per cent in 1988. 


As 1970 bas proceeded, sluggish de- 


mand for workers has combined with an 
unusually rapid growth in the civilian la- 
bor force to push the overall unemploy- 
ment rate up sharply, Business Comment 
noted. 


THE NUMBER OP Jobs in manufac- 


turing bas been shrinking since last Sep- 
tember, with most of the setback oc- 
curring in the durable goods sector. Al- 
though nondurable goods producers con- 
tinued to expand job rolls through 
January, their employment has also been 
in a steady decline since then. 


In addition to layoffs, manufacturers 


have also been reducing the length of the 
typical work turn. The woik week in 
May averaged 39.9 hours compared to 
about 40.6 hours through most of last 
year. In the service industries and gov- 
ernment, on the other hand, increases in 
employment were sufficient until April to 
keep nonagricultural payroll employment 
on an uptrend. 


With total employment in May down 


only 288,000 from December, the sharp 
jump in unemployment* this year is 
largely a result of the rapid growth in 
the civilian labor force. 


In just the first four months of 1970, 


work rose by 1.3 million, compared with 
a 2.0 million climb during all of 1969 and 
an average yearly gain of 1.7 million 
during the last three years. 


Although a considerable increase in 


slack has occurred in practically every 
sector of the labor market this yar, when 
placed in historical perspective, jobless- 
ness is still not high. At 5 per cent in 
May, the overall unemployment rate was 
no higher than in early 1965. In the seven 
years preceding 1965, the rate stood well 
above 5 per cent in all but a few months. 


THE DURATION of the current busi- 


ness correction remains uncertain, the 
publication says in summary. Some ob- 
servers look for a near-term turnaround, 
while others expect no improvement un- 
til early 1971 at best. Although many es- 
tablishments have made downward ad- 
justments in their work forces, large 
numbers of employes are being used at 
less than optimum efficiency. 


Thus, when demand does turn up 


again, much of the production gain for a 
while will reflect increases in output per 
manhour and lengthening of the work 
week, rather than additions to employ- 
ment. Meanwhile, the potential labor 
force will continue to grow rapidly. 


Thus, even given a near-term strength- 


ening of the economy, labor markets 
could continue for some time to be rela- 
tively slack by recent standards, the re- 
port concluded.

Will 1970 be a repeat of 1987, when a 


mild dip in production was followed by 
accelerated price increases? 


The key to moderating inflation lies 


with a well designed and stable Federal 
Reserve policy, according to this month's 
Barometer of Business published by 
economists at the Harris Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank, Chicago. 


If the money supply is permitted to 


rise at an annual rate in excess of 8 per 
cent, as during parts of 1967 and 1968, 
fears of intensified inflation would be- 
come reality, the newsletter stated. 


Monetary growth in the first half of 


1970 ran at an appropriate annual rate of 
about 4 per cent, but this expansion must 
be maintained rather than accelerated in 
the next few months. 


The report praises the Fed's move to 


suspend interest rate ceiling in order to 
ease the liquidity position of the banking 
system. 


It noted, however, that the three steps 


recently outlined by President Nixon to 
hold down prices and wages will have 
little if any immediate effect on the pre- 
sent inflation problem. 


In rejecting wage-price controls, the 


administration 
apparently 
anticipates 


that restrictive monetary and fiscal pol- 
icies initiated last year will soon take ef- 
fect in slowing the upward climb in 
prices in the last half of 1970, the report 
continued. 


Prices have historically responded to 


tighter government economic policies 
only with an extensive lag. Business ac- 
tivity turns downward well before any 
major success is achieved in bringing in- 
flation under control, according to the re- 
port 


The past year's 6 per cent increases in 


consumer prices, the most serious since 
the outbreak of the Korean War in 1950, 
and the small drop in production to date 


suggest only a modest slackening of de- 
mand for goods. 


Although further slippage is probable 


during the next few months, there is con- 
cern that a pickup in business could re- 


generate inflationary forces as in 1967. 
However, in contrast to 1967 when stock 
prices rose sharply, the long and severe 
drop in equity values during the past 19 
months will act as a deterrent to con- 
sumer purchases of durable goods.

The typical American family uses at 


least 30 per cent more hot water during 
the summer months, the Illinois Associ- 
ation of Plumbing - Heating - Cooling 
Contractors says. 


Its members bathe and shower more 


often. Because doors and windows are 
open most of the time, the house needs 
more frequent cleaning too. 


Does your family always have hot wa- 


ter when it's needed—or do you have to 
ration it among bathers, dishwashing, 
laundering or housecleaning at certain 
times of the day or on certain days of the 
week? Many families put up with the in- 
convenience of rationing for years, main- 
ly because it doesn't occur to them to 
replace the heater. It's still working per- 
fectly well, isn't it? The fact is, however, 
that a wwell-functioning heater is "obso- 
lete" if the family's water needs have 
outgrown its capacity. 


Just a few years ago, the average wa- 


ter heater being installed was 20 or 30- 
gallon. Today it's at least 40-gallon to 
keep pace with the family's increased 
water usage. Americans are using about 
60 per cent more water today than they 
did 10 years ago. It's predicted that the 
present use will double in tli next five 
years, so a family buying a htuier today 
would be wise to get one big enough to 
handle the anticipated increase as well 
as its present needs. 


Tank capacity isn't the only factor in

Council Coping With Inflation 


Named Central 
Office Foreman 


A group of nine Chicago executives 


whose companies are major users of 
building construction has announced the 
formation of the Chicago Construction 
Users Council in an effort to arrest spi- 
raling construction costs. 


The Council will operate within a radi- 


us extending from Chicago to Waukegan, 
through the Fox River Valley to Joliet, 
and to Lake County, Ind., and is one of 
many similar groups being formed na- 
tionally to cope with the problem of in- 
flation. The Council is affiliated locally 
with the Illinois Manufacturers' Associ- 
ation. 


Robert C. Gunness, president of Stan- 


dard Oil Company (Indiana) and chair- 
man of the Chicago group, said: "To be 
perfectly frank, the construction users, 
the contractors and the building trade 
unions all share the blame for the ex- 
cessive increases in building construction 
costs. The unions have used their power 
to press for excessive wage settlements. 


MAJOR CONSTRUCTION users, in 


their eagerness to see projects com- 
pleted, have condoned the excessive use 
of overtime and wage increases that are 
unrelated to productivity. As a con- 
sequence, building contractors have been 
under little pressure to bargain more ef- 
fectively with the building trade unions. 
Moreover, most building 
contractors, 


employing relatively few people, lack the 
capabilities to bargain effectively." 


"In the face of these facts," Gunness 


added, "we have been encouraged that 
some building employers' associations, 
including the Mechanical Contractors As- 
sociation, have agreed to abide by the 
no-overtime provisions of the 
work 


agreement, except for emergency work. 
The labor unions that have supported 
this effort are to be commended for their 
understanding of this necessary contribu- 
tion to stabilization of the industry." 


Gunness said there has been a long 


series of excessive wage settlements. 
"During 1969," he said, "wage settle- 
ments in the construction industry aver- 
aged about 14 per cent per year over the 
life of the contracts even though con- 


struction wages were already out of line 
with other labor contracts. Construction 
wages have been rising more than twice 
as fast as the cost of living. 


"This condition has been accentuated 


by a shortage of craft workers created in 
part because of the unwillingness of 
some craft unions to admit sufficient new 
members, and the lack of effort to re- 
cruit and train skilled building trades 
craftsmen. High wage rates have an in- 
creased impact when compounded with 
unrealistic work rules and restrictions 
that reduce productivity."

"The council," Gunness added, "also 


sees the need to improve construction 
regulations, from local codes to state and 
federal legislation, and hopes to be effec- 
tive at all of these levels."

When people talk about fares, you usu- 


ally hear words like regular, individual 
,md group, peak, low and shoulder sea- 
sons, excursion, GIT. CBIT, 1TX, affinity 
nod charter The surprising thing is that 
they all actually exist. 


It stands to reason that the consumer 


is confused, as is much of the travel in- 
dustry. For example, why does one indi- 


vidual pay two to three times more for a 
transatlantic ticket than the person in 
the next seat? Why does it cost more if 
you're out of the U.S. less than 14 days 
or more than 28? Or fly in June instead 
of May? 


The following breakdown of the major 


air fares should help clear the air and 
point out what to look for when planning

can Express. 


REGULAR AIR FARE is the highest 


transatlantic air ticket you can buy. Un- 
fortunately, it is the only one available if 
you return before 14 days or after 45 
days. Its advantages are a one-year va- 
lidity and virtually unlimited stop-overs 
that fall within your total mileage fro 
the U.S. to your furthest destination. It 
also is the only first class air fare. 


Lower than the regular fare, the 14-to- 


28 day excusion is the rate you pay if you 
travel as an individual and are out of the 
country between 14 and 28 days. No land 
arrangements are necessary. Only four 
stopovers are permitted. Weekend trav- 
el carries a $30 surcharge each way and 
certain peak season blackout dates carry 
an additional $50 charge. 


A NEW INDIVIDUAL fare, the 29-to- 


45-day excursion is designed not to penal- 
ize the person who can get away for 
longer than two, three or four weeks. If 
you go on, say, a 30-day tour, you can 
spend two more weeks on your own for 
no additional air fare. 


Group inclusive tour fares, introduced 


in 1967, were a significant breakthrough 
in establishing a lower transatlantic 
group air fare. The regulations state that 
there has to be a minimum of 15 people 
traveling together on the same itinerary. 
They must be out of the U.S. between 14 
and 21 days and land arrangements have 
to be included. Also, 25 per cent of the 
fare must be paid at least 21 days before 
departure. In 1970, GIT based tours allow 
four stopovers in addition to your fur- 
thest destination. 


CONTRACT BULK inclusive tour fares 


represent a reduction in transatlantic air 
fares, in fact, the lowest ever on regu- 
larly scheduled flights. As with GIT 
fares, you must have land arrangements 
and be out of the country 14 to 21 days. 
The itinerary cannot be varied and all 
member? of the group must travel to- 
gether; ,. >.imum of 40 people. 


On certain occasions, charter fares 


might be lower than GIT or even CBIT. 
This is because charter prices are based 
on a full aircraft. If the plane is not full, 
you may be assessed further costs or the 
charter could be cancelled. While many 
charters are good buys, make sure you 
know what's included and if the program 
is legal before you commit yourself.

Department store sales for the current 


fiscal year may be up about 5 per cent 
from last year due to price increases, 
but many stores wilt not be able to 
report increased earnings. 


This was the prediction made by Henry 


S Kahn. vice president of Harris Trust 
and Savings Bank. Chicago, after com- 
pleting the bank's 16th annual report of 
17 major department stores and six other 
leading merchandisers. The study covers 
financial and operating data for the 
fiscal year ending Jan 31, 1970. 


Sales volume of the department stores 


studied increased 10 per cent over the 
previous year, reaching a level of ten 


thousand two hundred forty-nine million. 
As was the case last year, at toast 5 
per cent of the Increase is attributed 
to rising prices, 


TOTAL NET INCOME of the stores 


rose to a record high of $316 million 
despite a continued profit squeeze. Op- 
erating expenses were up, however, and 
for the first time in four years the pre- 
tax profit margin fell to 6.2 per cent 
from 6.8. 


Profits were further reduced by the 


federal surtax. The after-tax margin of 
the group fell to 3.1 per cent, continuing 
a downward trend.

the pressures in the monetary system," 
said Kahn, who is in charge of the Har- 
ris commercial lending division special- 
izing in the merchandising industry. "As 
might be expected, borrowings due in 
one year rose sharply for the second 
straight year." 


Inventory shortages are plaguing the 


industry and are becoming increasingly 
more serious in their proportions, he con- 
tinued. In addition to pilferage, many 
companies are having difficulty with their 
normal control methods. 


"WITH THE probability of an auto 


strike in September and its effects on 
related industries, we estimate the un- 
employment rate will reach 5.5 per cent 
by the fourth quarter," Kahn said. "Al- 
though the personal savings rate is ex- 
pected to climb to 7.7 per cent by the 
third quarter and wages for many work- 
ers will be higher, consumers may not 
be Inclined to spend compulsively this 
Christmas "

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Chapman On Campus Panel 


State Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, will join six other 
Democrats and 11 Republicans on a leg- 
islative committee studying the causes of 
recent campus disturbances in Illinois. 


Mrs. Chapman, a member of the 


education committee, is the only North- 
west suburban legislator named to the 
study committee thus far. Five Republi- 
can House members are yet to be 
named. 


"We need to know what exactly hap- 


pended on our campuses last term," said 
Senate Majority Leader W. Russell Ar- 


rington, R-Evanston, "and we must try 
to find out why it happened." 


Arrington Tuesday named six Republi- 


can senators to the committee. They are 
Donald Carpentier of Moline, Terrel 
Clarke of Western Springs, Dennis Col- 
lins of DeKalb, Robert Coulson of Wake- 
gan, William Horsley of Springfield and 
Arthur Swanson of Chicago. 


"WE KNOW OUR campuses cannot be 


allowed to disintegrate in the face of 
senseless militancy and mob violence," 
Arrington said. "But we also know that 
simply condemning lawless behaviour 


will not eliminate it." 


The study committee was called for in 


a resolution introduced by Horsley fol- 
lowing the Disturbances on state campus- 
es in March and May. 


AT THAT TIME, the legislature held a 


joint session of both houses to question 
presidents and student body leaders of 
state colleges about the causes of the un- 
rest following American intervention in 
Cambodia and the shooting of our stu- 
dents at Kent State University in Ohio. 


Mrs. Chapman was one of the leaders 


in the fight against the original resolu- 


tion calling the special hearing. The reso- 
lution would have "demanded" that the 
university and student leaders attend the 
session, 


A subsequent resolution was passed, 


however, "requesting" that they attend. 


Mrs. Chapman also was one of the 


sponsors of a resolution expressing sym- 
pathy to the families and friends of the 
four slain Kent State students. 


No schedule has been set for the spe- 


cial study committee but a report, possi- 
bly recommending legislation, will be 
submitted to the 1971 session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly.

Anatomy of a YMCA 


by BOB CASEY 


The Northwest Suburban YMCA, lo- 


cated on Northwest Highway in Des 
Plaines, is expanding in all directions to 
meet the needs of its more than 22,000 
members. 


An ambitious building program that 


will add $1 million in improvements to 
the north, south, east and west portions 
of the present 'Y' facility is well under 
way. 


Though strikes by truck drivers and 


cement masons have put construction 
about two months behind schedule, ac- 
cording to Charles McClellan, YMCA ex- 
ecutive director, the addition hopefully 
will be finished by next January, in time 
for the 10th anniversary of the present 
building's completion. 


THE ADDITIONS, launched last year 


include a six-lane competition swimming 
pool that will give the Y a total of three 
pools and enable its aquatic program to 
do everything from teaching toddlers 
how to dog paddle to getting swimmers 
ready for major swimming meets. 


The pool, now a partially finished hole 


in the ground south of the 'Y' building, 
will measure 42 feet by 75 feet and have 
two diving boards. It will be deeper than 
normal to accommodate competition 
swimmers as well as scuba and skin div- 
ing activities, McClellan said. 


On the east side of the building, two 


handball courts will be added, as well as

extensions to the men's locker room and 
the lounge area. The west extension has 
expanded the 'Y's' Cambridge Club, a 
private area complete with country club- 
like lounge, locker and exercise rooms. 


The club, billed as "the finest private 


health and recreational facilities in the 
Northwest suburban area," costs busi- 
nessmen $189 a year or SI ,000 for life 
membership, half of which, according to 
McClellan, is channeled directly into the 
Y's building fund. 


On the west of the building, women are 


getting some new facilities too, with an 
addition to their locker and exercise 
area. McClellan said the north side, the 
basement is being enlarged to make 
room for a new boiler and new electrical 
service equipment. Also going downstairs 
is the Y's new weight lifting and body- 
building room. 


Of the $1 million being spent on the 


addition, said McClellan, one third has 
come from building fund contributions, 
one third from Cambridge Club revenue 


and the remainder from several sources, 
including the Y's women's auxiliary, In- 
dian Guides group, Y handball players 
and wills and bequests. 


The Y serves Des Plaines, Mount Pros- 


pect and Arlington Heights primarily, 
said McClellan, but has members from 
52 different communities, including 14,000 
full-time members out of its total of 
more than 22,000. 


In addition to the expanded aquatic 


program that the new swimming pool 
will allow, McClellan said, the Y is tak- 
ing a growing interest in trying to reach 
those youth who would not normally be 
attracted to YMCA facilities. 


McClellan said the "high school out- 


reach program" would work with "bor- 
derline delinquents," employing youth 
workers who would go out into local com- 
munities and actively try to attract er- 
rant youngsters to making use of all the 
'Y' has to offer. The "outreach" pro- 
gram still is in the planning stages, but it 
is hoped it will be started soon, 
McClellan said.

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Low-Income Housing Here 


Streamwood may be the first North- 


west suburban community to have feder- 
ally subsidized low-income housing. 


The Department of Housing and Urban 


Development (HUD) announced yester- 
day that a $223,302 annual rent grant will 
be given for 209 multi-family units at 
Bartlett and Schaumburg roads. 


Stream wood Village Manager John 


Petrie and Village Atty. William Davtes 
were both unaware of any plans for such 
a housing project in the village. 


The land adjacent to the Bartlett and 


Schaumburg Road intersection is zoned 
business and multiple, but no definite 
plans have come before the village 
board, Petrie said. 


Much of the area north of the inter- 


section, toward Bode Road, is undevel- 
oped. Bode Road is the border between 


the 3,000 acre undeveloped forest pre- 
serve tract and Streamwood. 


THE FEDERAL RENT grant notwith- 


standing, the multiple family units must 
"fulfill all the requirements of our build- 
ing codes," Davies said. 


In the Washington, D.C HUD office, 


Thomas Bacon, public affairs officer, 
told The Herald that the Streamwood 
low income rental project will be 41 one 
bedroom units, 84 two-bedroom units and 
84 three-bedroom units. 


HUD will make monthly payments to 


the mortgage holder on the property to 
subsidize the rent, Bacon said. 


Ernest Stevens, Chicago-area HUD di- 


rector, was not available for comment 
Wednesday and an assistant in his office, 
Ben Hoffman, multi-family coordinator, 


said he could not give out details on the 
project. 


THE PROJECT sponsors are listed as 


Marvin D. Myers and the Nicholas Pritz- 
ker Trust. Jack Pritzker confirmed the 
Pritzker family interest in the project, 
but said he didn't know any specifics on 
it. 


Federal rent subsidy programs are ad- 


ministered on the amount of income fam- 
ilies earn. The housing projects must 
meet stringent Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration limits. 


Low cost housing, traditionally con- 


fined to the inner city, is gradually mak- 
ing inroads in suburban areas. A propos- 
al for low income housing hi nearby Ar- 
lington Heights on land owned by the 
Catholic Viatorian Order is being consid- 
ered.

Budget OK Expected Tonight 


The first official budget for Hanover 


Park Is scheduled to be adopted by vil- 
lage trustees at tonight's board meeting 
in the village hall at 8 p.m. A budget 
hearing was held Tuesday night. 


Hanover Park Mayor Richard Baker 


said the village would file both a budget 
for 1970-71 and an appropriation ordi- 
nance with the state. After two years, 
only a budget will be adopted. 


Hanover Park's village board is also 


slated to adopt the appropriation ordi- 
nance for 1970-71 and approve the annual 
village report, covering the past fiscal 
year's expenditures, at tonight's meet- 
ing. 


Trustee Barry Rogers, finance com- 


mittee chairman, said expenditures list- 
ed in the appropriation ordinance are 
about W per cent higher than figures in 
the proposed budget, which will actually 
be spent. 


Rogers also noted that the village had 


adopted a new accounting system for the 
1970-71 budget, and that comparing 
amounts listed to amounts spent in the 
past year was "comparing apples to or- 


anges." The new accounting system in- 
cludes more budget categories, he said. 


"I've had a great deal of difficulty in 


equating expenditures of the past year 
with the figures shown In the budget," 
said Thomas Bogan, who resides at 1560 
Birch Dr., Hanover Park. Bogan noted 
that legal fees were listed under various 
categories rather than lumped together. 


Hanover Park's budget for fiscal year 


1970-71 calls for total corporate ex- 
penditures of 1689,410. The village has a 
corporate balance of $21,500 at the end of 
the past year. 


The budget for Hanover Park's water 


department 
for 1970-71 amounts to 


$245700. 


Baker said that $7,500 had been repaid 


to the village's water department fund 
from the corporate fund prior to drafting 
the budget for the coming year. 


The village's 1970-71 budget calls for 


the following corporate expenditures: ex- 
ecutive department, $14,600; accounting 
and finance department, $46,600; legal 
department, $7,200; and election depart- 
ment, $1,650. 


Also budgeted for the current fiscal 


year are: public safety, $261,050; build- 
ing department, $49,200; streets and 
roads, $83,540; administration, $64,670; 
and sewers and public buildings, $60,800. 


Hanover Park is expected to receive a 


total of $578,000 hi revenue during fiscal 
year 1970-71. The village will also spend 
$152,000 in motor fuel tax funds for road 
construction and maintenance, according 
to the projected budget. 


An estimated $60,000 in tap-on fees will 


be received by the Village of Hanover 
Park in 1970-71, according to the budget. 
Mayor Baker said the village would in- 
crease sewer tap-on fees from $50 to $100 
per home In tin near future. Presently, 
the fee for tapping on to village water 
lines is $150 per home. The village re- 
ceived $12,000 in sewer tap-on fees last 
year. 


The village derives about 75 per cent of 


its revenue from property taxes, sales 


tax, and building permits. 


According to Tom Bogan, who attended 


the budget hearing Tuesday, the budget 
for 1970-71 reflects an increase of "about 
40 per cent" over the past year's ex- 
penditures. 


Carl Cox, a member of the finance 


committee, said the biggest increase was 
in the public safety category, which re- 
flected a higher pay scale for policemen, 
additional patrolmen, and the cost of 
three new squad cars. 


"The budget figures given are what 


we're actually shooting for to spend" 
said Cox. 


"We want to bring all village depart- 


ments up to the standard that 
should be," stated Baker.

Excess storm 'waters from areas in 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg also 
flow into Parcel A because it is situated 


so it does not enter Hoffman Estates 
ditches at all, Holt said. 


It would cut the run off into Parcel A 


by two-thirds, he added. 


"We can't afford to have it done any 


other way. The state is creating enough 
of a problem that if they don't do it (in- 
stall the twin sewer) we'd almost have to 
refuse the widening (on Higgins Road)," 
Holt said. 


The Parcel A homeowners also ques-

Holt said the installation of sewer lines 


on the Golf Road improvement similar to 


be the solution to excess water run offs 
from Schaumburg property north of Par- 
cel A. 


Holt has an alternative plan for par- 


tially solving Parcel A's flooding prob- 
lems if the State Highway Department 
does not adopt the Higgins Road sewer 
proposal. 


THE ALTERNATE plan would cost

Today I am taking a flight to San Jose, 


Costa Rica, from Tegucigalpa, Honduras.

across the single runway to the military 
side of the field. They had no fewer than

No one is allowed to settle here unless he 
has letters of recommendation from his 
local police. There are more schools in 
Costa Rica than there are soldiers. The 
army of Costa Rica has been abolished. 


Beef steak (T-bone) of any thickness 


can be purchased in Costa Rica for 36 
cents per pound. I bought four large ba- 
nanas today on the street for 12 cents'. 
Almost every bit of food consumed here 
is fresh from the gardens and vineyards. 


For the next three days, I will be stay- 


ing at the 20-story President Hotel, the 
best in San Jose, and the cost Is only $9 
per night. 


Tomorrow I'll be climbing high up onto 


Irazu volcano with a group of people. 
This is an active volcano and it should be 
a great thrill, 


have been without water at the house on 
Norman Lane since May. The landlord 
cut off the water in an effort to make her 
leave the house where she has lived for a 
year. She owes $360 in back rent. 


"The water is a problem. But I've been 


going over to my parents' house in Ar- 
lington Heights to get water from them. I 
have to make the trip each day. It is a 
problem," she repeated. 


Mrs. Gunlogson said she has no friends 


or relatives in the area with whom she 
could stay. "My parents live in Arlington 
Heights but they have three other chil- 
dren and only a two-bedroom apartment, 
so we can't stay there. I don't know what 
I am going to do at the end of the month.

Trustees, Zone 
Board In Accord 


Schaumburg trustees Tuesday agreed 


to concur with recommendations made 
by the village's zoning board requesting 
approval of commercial zoning to permit 
a convenience shopping center at Wise 
and Fairland Drive in the southwest por- 
tion of the community. 


Petitioning for the change in zoning 


from residential to commercial, a repre- 
sentative of Campanelli, Inc. stressed 
that the area will be used as an office 
and small shopping area. 


Eventually the area would probably 


house a contractors office and medical 
center, he indicated and said his firm 
would be happy to continue to comply 
with tenant screening in line with village 
recommendations. 


THE CHANGE IN zoning is being ap- 


proved provided that the area is enclosed 
with fencing and shrubbery and that traf- 
fic is confined to one lot to be used ex- 
clusively as parking area for the shop- 
ping center. 


Zoning is also contingent on lots imme- 


diately to the south of the proposed com- 
mercial area being kept strictly residen- 
tial for a minimum of ten years or sim- 
ilar length of time governed by statutes. 


According to Village Atty. Jack M. Sie- 


gel, it is also necessary for owners of 
these residential lots to agree to such a 
covenant. 


Village residents living in the imme- 


diate area have voiced objections during 
zoning board hearings mainly because 


the area involved is small, consisting 
only of about four lots. They are appar- 
ently concerned with traffic and parking 
which would be generated by such a de- 
velopment. 


They have also expressed mixed feel- 


ing regarding the type of business which 
may rent space in the shopping area.

called "a low key, historical occasion," 
ground was broken yesterday for the 
construction of a new train depot and 
transportation center at Smith and Wood 
streets in Palatine.

shoveling ceremony. 


There were no speeches at the site. In- 


stead a bar was set up and sandwiches 
were served starting at 11'30 a.m. After 
about 45 minutes of eating and drinking, 
the photographers, who were there to 
record the moment for history, decided it 
was time to have somebody pick up the 
brass shovel and pose. 


Chicago and North Western R.R. offi- 


cials said the moving of the depot from 
its location at Slade and Brockway to the 
new site is the first time the railroad 
moved a depot. 


MOST OF THE village trustees and de- 


partment heads in addition to Linda 
Miles, Miss Palatine for 1970, attended 
the bash. 


Rumors that the building department 


would stop the ground breaking because 
L. F. Draper and Associates, who is 
building the depot, have yet to obtain a 
building permit were proven false. 


The only fuss at the site was kicked up 


by the brisk wind which blew dirt into 
eyes, sandwiches, and drinks. 


To commemorate the occasion, L. F. 


Draper Jr., distributed gold plated, en- 
graved railroad spikes to village offi- 
cials. About 35 people attended the cere-

Draper has 
previously declined to say how much- of 
the space has already been leased. 


The new depot is expected to be ready 


for use by the end of this year. 


As part of the agreement with the rail- 


road, the village has agreed to buy the 
three parking lots near the present depot 
for about $110,000. The railway told the 
village that it could not spend the money 
for the relocation unless it had an 
equivalent amount of income. 


The new depot is expected to provide 


about 550 new commuter parking spaces. 
There is now about a six month wait to 
obtain a space in the village parking lot. 
the new train depot will mean less traffic 
congestion for downtown Palatine. 


Zoning Hearings 
Make For Clash 


Extensive review of material presented 


in zoning board hearings by the village 
board caused a minor clash between 
Schaumburg's Mayor Robert O. Atcher 
and Trustee Gordon Mullins this week. 


During a discussion of recommenda- 


tions made regarding commercial zoning 
for a convenience shopping center at 
Tuesday night's village board meeting, 
Atcher suggested that if "double" hear- 
ings are to be held, perhaps abolition of 
the zoning board should be considered. 


He stressed that during a village bdfcrd 


meeting trustees must either decide to 
concur with zoning board recommenda- 
tions or to decline petitions without del- 
ving into the complete case presented in 
prior meetings with zoning officials. 


ATCHER SAID that all zoning board 


hearing minutes are given to trustees for 
study and indicated that by the time the 
matter reaches the village board for a 
decision further questioning should not 
be necessary. 


"I'm not saying that you shouldn't ask 


questions but lately these questions have 
been getting pretty general. This in- 
dicates either lack of faith in the zoning 
board or that members of the village 
board should have an old fashioned brain 
session with the zoning people regarding 
direction," Atcher said. 


"Here, in Schaumburg, we try to 


spread responsibility 
and get more 


people involved and provide broader con- 
sensus but if actions of the zoning board 
are contrary to the village board then we 
should either get together or do away 
with the zoning board," he continued. 


Arguing that he did not feel question- 


ing by trustees results in a second pre- 
sentation of the zoning case, Mullins told 


the mayor that he feels it necessary to 
ask questions at times in order to make 
a proper decision. 


"I feel that the zoning board does an 


excellent job but that does not automati- 
cally mean that I can always agree with 
them without further questioning," he 
said.

The bizzare new information was 


brought to the attention of the board by 
Richard Gliebe, head of the Organized 
Crime Division of the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation (IBI) and two of his special 
agents, Thomas Schumpp and Edward 
Wolf. 


The trio of investigators testified for 


more than three hours during the contin- 
uing investigation into racing license 
No 409, issued to Chicago Thoroughbred 
Enterprises (CTE), a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Transnatlon Development 
Corporation which is headed by Levin. 
CTE owns and operates Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks. 


GLIEBE, WHO spent some time in- 


vestigating the situation in Acapulco in 
an undercover capacity, indirectly linked 
Levin with many underworld figures in- 
cluding Meyer Lansky. 


All the connections were in regard to 


activities at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
in Acapulco, Mexico. Levin had testified 
previously that he bought a five per cent 
interest in the hotel after staying there 
as a guest and that Transnation (then 
known as Gulf and Western Land Devel- 
opment) later purchased the entire hotel, 
including the 50 per cent owned by one 
Moe Morton. 


Levin said he was not aware of any

unsavory reputation attached to Morton 
during those dealings. 


Morton is reputed to have had long- 


time associations with Las Vegas gam- 
bling figures and with Micky Cohen, as 
well as "Bugsy" Siegel, the crime figure 
who is supposed to have first recognized 
the money-making opportunities in Las 
Vegas. 


GLIEBE SAID, "As a result of my in- 


vestigation, I discovered that soon after 
Gulf and Western Land purchased the 
Acapulco Towers Hotel, there ensued a 
series of meetings at the hotel. 


"Moe Morton, who had been running 


the hotel after the purchase, met with 
many people, including Levin, at the ho- 
tel," he said. 


Gliebe's testimony also disputed testi- 


mony by Levin and Charles Bluhdorn, 
chairman of the board of Gulf and West- 
ern Industries and a director of Trans- 
nation. That testimony said the con- 
glomerate invested in the hotel because 
of its potential and the fact that it was 
well-run. 


GLIEBE SAID HE was told by Alberto 


Batam, one of the original incorporators 
of the hotel, that it was never run as a 
hotel but more like a private club for 
Morton's friends and, in fact, the hotel 
never made any money. Gliebe said it 
was apparently used as a "hideout" for 
persons seeking to avoid publicity. 


Gliebe said the IBI is continuing their 


investigation particularly to see if Levin 
has any contact with N. Kaufman, Cana- 
dian crime syndicate figure. He said, 
"Canadian authorities have been con- 
tacted but we have not yet received any 
response." 


Early in the hearing, agent Schumpp 


gave testimony which apparently dis- 
putes other Levin testimony. 


Levin had told the board he knew An- 


gelo "Gyp" DiCarlo only vaguely and 
through their respective sons. Levin said 
he only spoke to DiCarlo once or twice to 
see if his son was at the DiCarlo home. 


Schumpp said yesterday that toll call 


receipts obtained from New Jersey State 
Police indicated that' "33 calls were 
placed from the DiCarlo residence to the 
Levin residence between June 29 and 
Aug. 27, 1967. Two more calls in July 
1969 were placed from the Levin resi- 
dence to the DiCarlo home." 


Schumpp characterized DiCarlo as a 


"lieutenant in the Vito Genovese family, 
the largest crime family in the state of 
New York." 


Schumpp said that records of Levin's 


North Building Co. of New Jersey show 
the firm did business with Sam DiCaval- 
cante, a well-known New York-New Jer- 
sey gangland leader. 


The hearings were recessed and the 


next hearing date has not yet been set. 


Cook County School Superintendent, to 
allow members of his staff, representa- 
tives from the State Superintendent's of- 
fice, and Rev. Robert Clark, superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Archdiocese, to dis- 
cuss the shared time concept.

time programs, Clark stated, "If you 
don't hear from them shortly, you won't 
(for the fall school semester)." 


HE SAID that shared-time plans have 


worked at St. Paul's School and Kennedy 
High School in Chicago, as well as in Elk 
Grove Village, between Dist. 59 and 
Queen of the Rosary School.

A Wheeling mother and her three 


daughter;) need a place to live and they 
need It soon. 


Mrs Kathy Gunlogson and her three 


daughters. Angel, 3, and Kathy and 
Shana. one-year-old twins, must leave 
the house they are renting at 290 E. Nor- 
man Ln. by July 31 because Mrs. Gun- 
Igson is unable to keep up the rent pay- 
ments. 


And she can't find anywhere else to 


live 


The blond, pretty young mother, ex- 


pecting her fourth child in October, is 
now in the process of obtaining a divorce 
from public aid but they could only give 


from her husband. She is receiving $350 
a month in alimony and child support, 
and figures she could spend no more 
than $170 a month for a place to stay. 


"I'VE 
BEEN 
LOOKING 
for 
five 


months, from here all the way to the 
Wisconsin border and I just can't find 
anything. Either the rent is too high or 
they won't rent to people with children. 
Usually the rent is too high," Mrs. Gun- 
logson said. 


I've been to 3very agency in Chicago 


- the public aid department, FHA (Fed- 
eral Housing Authority) the Salvation 
Army — no one can help me. And I'm 
getting desperate." 


"They all have such long waiting lists 


at FHA. I was hoping to get more money 
me $233 a month, which would have been 
less than the court determined I should 
get. The only thing I'm getting through 
public aid is medical insurance to pay 
for my hospital delivery costs." 


Mrs. Gunlogson has tried local groups 


too, FISH, the Title III mental health 
clinic at Wheeling High School and the 
First Baptist Church of Wheeling. 


"THEY WERE ALL real nice but they 


aren't equipped to handle cases like 
mine," she said. 


Mrs. 
Gunlogson and her daughters 


have been without water at the house on 
Norman Lane since May. The landlord 
cut off the water in an effort to make her 


leave the house where she has lived for a 
year. She owes $360 in back rent. 


"The water is a problem. But I've been 


going over to my parents' house in Ar- 
lington Heights to get water from them. I 
have to make the trip each day. It is a 
problem," she repeated. 


Mrs. Gunlogson said she has no friends 


or relatives hi the area with whom she 
could stay. "My parents live in Arlington 
Heights but they have three other chil- 
dren and only a two-bedroom apartment, 
so we can't stay there. I don't know what 
I am going to do at the end of the month. 


I WISH SOME of the landlords could 


bend their regulations a little to help us 
out." 


Mrs. Gunlogson would like to stay in 


this area, if possible. 


"Most people think I need three bed- 


rooms with the children but I'd be satis- 
fied with two bedrooms or even one bed- 
room if I could only find a place. I 
wouldn't want to live in Chicago if pos- 
sible, since there aren't any parking fa- 
cilities, except in the expensive apart- 
ments, and I would have to carry the 
children shopping. 


"I'd like to get a job after the baby is 


born if I could although most sitters are 
expensive," she said. 


Right now though the immediate prob- 


lem is what will happen on Aug 1..

rently protected only by flashing lights, 
was submitted at the hearing. 


In addition, a videotaped presentation 


showing the crossing and other neighbor- 
ing crossings was given by the village. 


Located near the geographical center 


of the village, the Dundee Rd. crossing 
was the scene of two train-car collisions 
this spring. Three people have been 
killed and sfac injured in seven accidents 
at the crossing since 1953. 


The ICC report will probably include a 


decision on what type of improved pro- 
tection (gates, overhanging high-in- 
tensity lights, or an underpass), if any, is 
to be installed at the crossing. 


In addition an explanation of the cost 


of new devices and how that cost would 
be shared by the Soo Line R.R., the State 
division of highways and the village is 
expected. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION officials opposed 


any increased protection but said they 


would prefer paying for crossing gates to 
paying for overhead lights. 


Officials from the Soo Line advocated 


the overhead lights rather than the cross- 
ing gates. They said they would not op- 
pose either improvement, however, if the 
major costs of the improvement were 
borne by the public (the village and the 
state) rather than the railroad. 


Wheeling petitioned the ICC for the in- 


creased protection this spring following 
the two accidents.

Last win- 
ter, Police Chief M. 0. Horcher included 
a sum in his budget request to replace 
the ambulance. 


Police said they learned from firemen 


that the accident occurred about 7:10 
p.m. July 3. The ambulance had been 


driven to 490 E. Mors Ave. by Patrolman 
Jack Koenig to answer an inhalator call 
at the home. 


MEMBERS OF THE fire department 


told police the accident occurred when 
John Cargill, a volunteer fireman, was 
driving the truck between the ambulance 
and another vehicle parked on the other 
side of the street. The firemen were an- 
swering an emergency call at the time of 
the accident. Fireman Don Malin told po- 
lice, "Somer(firen»en)Ja|jLCargm, 'don't 
worry, there's no damage d)lv<tjKV.fire 
truck." 


Police said no charges would be filed 


in connection with the fireman's failure 
to report the accident. Fire Chief Bernie 
Koeppen had been unaware of the acci- 
dent. As to why the accident went unre- 
ported, Koeppen said, "Cargill may have 
thought there wasn't that much damage 
to the ambulance." 


Horcher Invited To Seminar 


M. 0. Horcher, Wheeling's police chief, 


has been asked by Sen. Charles A. Percy 
to participate in a conference on law en- 
forcement and constitutional rights Aug. 
12 IL Washington, D.C. 


Horcher said yesterday, however, he 


did not know yet whether he would at- 
tend. 


In a letter to the chief, Percy ex- 


plained that the conference will include 
legal authorities from the Department of 
Justice, legislators who are expert in law 
enforcement and "outstanding jurists." 


"Your participation would greatly en- 


hance the effectiveness of the confer- 
ence," Percy wrote to Horcher. 


The conference is to study the in- 


tensification of violence in America since 
the early 1960's, Percy wrote. He noted 
that all public officials must "share a 
commitment to insure a safer America." 


HORCHER RECENTLY authored an 


article on crime increases and how re- 
cent court decisions protecting 
civil 


rights of criminals are hampering police 
enforcement. The article appeared in Jie 
summer, 1970 issue of "The Law Offi- 
cer," a magazine published by the Inter- 
national Conference of Police Associ- 
ations.

CCPA members were concerned about 
medical insurance benefits, officers' lia- 
bility insurance, and about the ceiling on 
the village pay scale for policeman. 


Wolf explained that the CCPA thought 


the village would take over 100 per cent 


of the emlpoyes dependent medical in- 
surance this year, but that only 25 per 
cent was suggested by the budget. 


He asked the board members to com- 


pare liability insurance recommended by 
the International Association of Chiefs of 
Police to current village liability insur- 
ance. 


He also requested that the board raise 


the maximum policeman's salary for pa- 
trolmen from $11,300 to $11,800. He said 
that top salary would closer approximate 
an average In the Northwest suburbs. 


Although Wolf asked for an early an- 


swer, the board members did not discuss 
his suggestions following his comments 
Monday.

Deliberations by Wheeling's zoning 


board of appeals will be of little help to 
Wheeling Trustees when they make a de- 
cision on a rezoning proposal (or 19 acres 
of land annexed recently to the village. 


After a UH-hour hearing Tuesday, the 


four zoning board members present tied 
in their vote on the proposal. 


Zoning board decisions are forwarded 


to the village board, the group that 
makes the final decision on such propos- 
als 


Prior to July 6, the land was in unin- 


corporated Prospect Heights The rezon- 
ing proposal calls (or the construction of 
an apartment complex and a shopping 
center The site is located east of Drake 
Terrace, a Prospect Heights subdivision, 
and east of Rte 83. 


BOARD MEMBER Ed Slepicka moved 


to deny the mooing, and Alvin Nelson 


voted in favor of the motion while chair- 
man Douglas Cargill and Alan Martin 
voted against it. 


The vote came after about 20 witnesses 


testified against the rezoning. Approxi- 
mately 87 Prospect Heights residents ap- 
peared at the meeting to show their op- 
position. 


The next step is for the village board 


to vote on the proposal. Specifically the 
proposal requests the rezoning of the 
land from single family residence to zon- 
ing for a shopping center on the west 10 
acres and a planned development apart- 
ment complex on the east nine acres 
All land annexed to Wheeling is initially 
zoned R-l, single family residence. 


Before the land was annexed to Wheel- 


ing, it earned the Cook County zoning of 
R-3 which allows single-family resi- 
dences but does not permit multiple-fam- 


ily housing or shopping centers. 


THE PROPOSED $3.1 million apart- 


ment comlpex would consist of six build- 
ings with a total of 144 units, each build- 
ing with 16 two-bedroom units and 8 one- 
bedroom units. According to George 
Lindstrom, an architect retained by Paul 
Horch who owns the land, rent for one 
bedroom units would start at $200 and at 
$265 for the two-bedroom units. 


A parking lot with space for 288 cars, a 


pool, a sauna area, a recreation building, 
a children's playground and a small bas- 
ketball court would also be included in 
the partment project. 


Lindstrom said he could not say ex- 


actly what stores would be in the shop- 
ping center since final leases have not 
been signed. He did say that he has been 
dealing with "a major food chain and a 
large company for a satellite store."

Prospect Heights residents testifying 


against the rezoning asked questions 
about drainage for the project, the extra 
number of school children the apartment 
complex would bring to Prospect Heights 
School Dist. 23 and High School Dist. 214 
and the additional traffic the shopping 
center and apartment complex would 
bring to Rte. 83. 


Many residents said they were fearful 


of the safety of children who must cross 
Route 83 to get to Muir School, near 
Drake Terrace in Prospect Heights and 
adjacent to Horch's property 


MELVIN LACE, school board presi- 


dent of Dist. 23, asked Lindstrom for the 
assessed valuation of the apartment 
complex so the District would be able to 
estimate tax revenues that would come 
from the project 


Dist. 23 is almost at the state legal lim- 


it for selling tax anticipation warrants 
(TAW), a means of borrowing money. 
Lindstrom said the developer was pre- 
pared to donate money to the school dis- 
trict and mentioned $35 a unit. This 
would add approximately $5000 to the 
district's budget 


Lindstrom said the development would 


add an estimated 47 elementary school 
children and 50 high school students to 


the school districts serving the area 
based on estimates of the National Real- 
tors Association. 


EDWARD GRODSKY, Dist. 23 superin- 


tendent, said the figures were "a little 
low" and estimated elementary school 
children would number between 75 and 
85. 


Lindstrom and Horch could not answer 


questions about drainage for the project 
from residents who were afraid the proj- 
ect would add water to the flooding al- 
ready existing in Prospect Heights. Lind- 
strom said "everything would be done 
necessary to prevent flooding," but plans 
would be drawn up only if the property is 
rezoned. 


Cargill tried to reassure residents that 


the project must pass the standards of 
the Wheeling Plan Commission and the 
village engineer regarding drainage.

Summer Silhouetts: Treetops and Birds 


About 70 representatives from Cook 


County school districts, including eight 
from the Northwest suburbs, yesterday 
discussed the complexities, implications 
and benefits of possible shared time pro- 
grams with Catholic schools. 


The occasion was a roundtable dis- 


cussion, sponsored by Robert Hanrahan, 
Cook County School Superintendent, to 
allow members of his staff, representa- 
tives from the State Superintendent's of- 
fice, and Rev. Robert Clark, superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Archdiocese, to dis- 
cuss the shared time concept. 


Early in the two-hour morning session, 


Clark assured his audience that he did 
not know of any "outright" Catholic 
school closings this fall, although a 
couple of schools are "on the fence" 
about reopening. 


"I'M CONFIDENT to say that I hope 


there won't be any mass closings," he 
added later, and he said that the Catholic 
archdiocese is working to resolve the 
crisis. 


Early in the meeting, in response to a 


question from Joseph Kiszka, business 
manager for Palatine-Rolling Meadows, 
Clark explained that shared time plans, 
in which public schools would enroll non- 
public school students on a part-time 
basis, are up to parents in individual dis- 
tricts. 


In response to a question about wheth- 


er school boards should expect delega- 
tions of Catholic parents seeking shared- 
time programs, Clark stated, "If you 
don't hear from them shortly, you won't 
(for the fall school semester)." 


HE SAID -that shared-time plans have 


worked at St. Paul's School and Kennedy 
High School in Chicago, as well as in Elk 
Grove Village, between Dist. 59 and 
Queen of the Rosary School.

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In a self-confessed effort to kill him- 


self, a 25-year-old Chicago man drove his 
auto through closed railroad gates 
Wednesday at Lee and Ellinwood Streets 
and was hit by a morning train. 


Jerry L. Bitter, of 2700 N. California 


Ave., had been going west on Ellinwood 
St., according to Des Plaines police Sgt. 
Fred Altergott, who witnessed the acci- 
dent, when the railroad gates on Lee 
went down and the warning bells started 
ringing. 


Altergott said Ritter turned onto Lee 


and stopped at the closed gates. 


"When the train started to move so did 


be," Altergott explained. "The train 
wasn't going very fast when it hit the car 
but it did have enough impact to push it 
about 40 feet." 


Altergott told the Des Plaines Her- 


ald/Day be was parked on Lee St. wait 
ing for the gates to go up when he saw 
the accident. 


"As soon as I saw what had happened 


I got over to Ritter and he immediately 
stepped out of his car. I asked him if he 
was injured and he answered by saying, 
"I tried to kill myself" 


According to a Chicago and North- 


western Railway special agent who was 
riding on the train, Ritter's auto was hit 


at exactly 3:08 p.m. by train No. 617 
which was en route from Chicago to 
Crystal Lake. 


THE 
TRAIN'S engineer, Leonard 


Schlan of Rolling Meadows, told police he 
saw the car go around the closed gates 
as the train started to leave the Des 
Plaines station. "But I couldn't stop," 
Schlan said. "We just ran into the side of 
him." 


Ritter, a brakeman for the C&NW who 


is married and has two children, was 
taken into the Des Plaines police station 
where he told police he drove around the 
railroad gates in an attempted suicide 
because he "was despondent over per- 
sonal problems." 


He was given a ticket for running 


through the railroad gates and he was ta- 
ken to Chicago State Hospital for psy- 
chiatric treatment. 


The train was delayed for approvi- 


mately 30 minutes while police and fire 
department personnel interviewed wit- 
nesses and cleared the damaged car 
from the railroad tracks. 


About 100 persons gathered in and 


around the accident scene but were final- 
ly dispersed by police after a tow truck 
pulled the auto from the scene.

People seeking help are referred by 


other social agencies, or come in on their 
own initiative Fees are on a sliding 
scale dependent on the individuals finan- 
cial state. No one who can't pay is 
turned away. 


More cases are handled each year 


Two years ago the agency moved to its 
new larger office because it needed 
more space 


This agency opened In Des Plaines in 


1965 at the invitation of local groups. It is 
the only Salvation Army office outside in 
the Chicago suburbs 


ITS STAFF includes three full time so- 


cial workers. Mrs Margaret Lislnski, 
Mrs Donena Swartz, and Miss Phyllis 
Gilson There are three part-time work- 
ers, an office staff, and two consulting 
psychologists are available to answer 
staff questions 


It handles a wide-range of emotional 


and personal problems concerning mar-

Mrs. Lisinki, who has been with the 


agency since it opened, said that Des 
Plaines and the northwest suburbs share 
the same problems of all other people in

Their role as social workers, she said,

al problems by helping them know them- 
selves We don't just sit there and give 
them advice We hope to bring them to

MRS. LISINSK1, who received her 


masters degree in social work from Lo- 
yola University, traces many of the emo- 
tional problems of families today to lack

Many men, especially here in the sub-

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Low-Income Plan Revealed 


Strcamwood may be the first North- 


west suburban community to have feder- 
ally subsidized low-income housing. 


The Department of Housing and Urban 


Development (HUD) announced yester- 
day that a $223.302 annual rent grant will 
be given for 209 multi-family units at 
Bartlett and Schaumburg roads. 


Stroamwood Village Manager John 


Petrie and Village Atty. William Davies 
were both unaware of any plans for such 
a housing project in the village 


The land adjacent to the Bartlett and 


Schaumburg Road intersection is zoned 
business and multiple, but no definite 
plans have come before the village 
board, Petrie said. 


Much of the area north of the inter- 


section, toward Bode Road, is undevel- 
oped. Bode Road is the border between 
the 3,000 acre undeveloped forest pre- 
serve tract and Streamwood. 


THE FEDERAL RENT grant notwith- 


standing, the multiple family units must 
"fulfill all the requirements of our build- 
ing codes," Davies said. 


In the Washington, D.C. HUD office, 


Thomas Bacon, public affairs officer, 
told The Herald that the Streamwood 
low income rental project will be 41 one 
bedroom units, 84 two-bedroom units and 
84 three-bedroom units. 


HUD will make monthly payments to 


the mortgage holder on the property to 
subsidize the rent, Bacon said. 


Ernest Stevens, Chicago-area HUD di- 


rector, was not available for comment 
Wednesday and an assistant in his office, 
Ben Hoffman, multi-family coordinator, 
said he could not give out details on the 
project. 


THE PROJECT sponsors are listed as 


Marvin D. Myers and the Nicholas Pritz- 
ker Trust. Jack Pritzker confirmed the 
Pritzker family interest in the project, 
but said he didn't know any specifics on 
it. 


Federal rent subsidy programs are ad- 


ministered on the amount of income fam- 


ilies earn. The housing projects must 
meet stringent Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration limits. 


Low cost housing, traditionally con- 


fined to the inner city, is gradually mak- 
ing inroads in suburban areas. A propos- 
al for low income housing in nearby Ar- 
lington Heights on land owned by the 
Catholic Viatorian Order is being consid- 
ered.

The railway told the 
village that it could not spend the money 
for the relocation unless it had an 
equivalent amount of income. 


The new depot is expected to provide 


about 550 new commuter parking spaces. 
There is now about a six month wait to 
obtain a space in the village parking lot 
the new train depot will mean less traffic 
congestion for downtown Palatine.

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Levin Probe Hints At Mob

The plot thickened at the Illinois Rac- 


ing Board Hearings yesterday as three 
state investigators linked the name Phil- 
ip J Levin with some of the most no- 
torious crime syndicate names in the 
US and Canada. None of the revelations 
were directly related to the operation of 
Arlington Park 


The 
bizzare new Information 
was 


brought to the attention of the board by 
Richard Gliebe. head of the Organized 
Crime Division of the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation i IBD and two of his special 
agents. Thomas Schumpp and Edward 
Wolf 


The trio of investigators testified for 


more than three hours during the contin- 
uing investigation into racing license 
No 409, issued to Chicago Thoroughbred 
Enterprises <CTE). a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Transnation Development 
Corporation which is headed by Levin 
CTE owns and operates Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks 


GLIEBE. WHO spent some time in- 


vestigating the situation in Acapulco in 
an undercover capacity, indirectly linked 
Levin with many underworld figures in- 
cluding Meyer Lansky 


All the connections were in regard to 


activities at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
in Acapulco, Mexico. Levin had testified 
previously that he bought a five per cent 
interest in the hotel after staying there 
as a guest and that Transnation (then 
known as Gulf and Western Land Devel- 
opment) later purchased the entire hotel, 
including the 50 per cent owned by one 
Moe Morton 


Levin said he was not aware of any 


unsavory reputation attached to Morton 
during those dealings. 


Morton is reputed to have had long- 


time associations with Las Vegas gam- 
bling figures and with Micky Cohen, as 
well as "Bugsy" Siegel, the crime figure 
who is supposed to have first recognized 
the money-making opportunities in Las 
Vegas. 


GLIEBE SAID. •'As a result of my in- 


vestigation. I discovered that soon after 
Gulf and Western Land purchased the 
Acapulco Towers Hotel, there ensued a 
series of meetings at the hotel 


"Moe Morton, who had been running 


the hotel after the purchase, met with 
many people, including Levin, at the ho- 
tel." he said 


Gliebe's testimony also disputed testi- 


mony by Levin and Charles Bluhdorn, 
chairman of the board of Gulf and West- 


ern Industries and a director of Trans- 
nation. That testimony said the con- 
glomerate invested in the hotel because 
of its potential and the fact that it was 
well-run. 


GLIEBE SAID HE was told by Alberto 


Batani, one of the original incorporators 
of the hotel, that it was never run as a 
hotel but more like a private club for 
Morton's friends and, in fact, the hotel 
never made any money. Gliebe said it 
was apparently used as a "hideout" for 
persons seeking to avoid publicity. 


Gliebe said the IBI is continuing their 


investigation particularly to see if Levin 
has any contact with N Kaufman, Cana- 
dian crime syndicate figure. He said, 
"Canadian authorities have been con- 
tacted but we have not yet received any 
response." 


Early in the hearing, agent Schumpp 


gave testimony which apparently dis- 
putes other Levin testimony. 


Levin had told the board he knew An- 


gelo "Gyp" DiCarlo only vaguely and 
through their respective sons Levin said 
he only spoke to DiCarlo once or twice to 
see if his son was at the DiCarlo home. 


Schumpp said yesterday that toll call 


receipts obtained from New Jersey State 


Police indicated that "33 calls were 
placed from the DiCarlo residence to the 
Levin residence between June 29 and 
Aug. 
27, 1967. Two more calls in July 


1969 were placed from the Levin resi- 
dence to the DiCarlo home." 


Schumpp characterized DiCarlo as a 


"lieutenant in the Vito Genovese family, 
the largest crime family in the state of 
New York." 


Schumpp said that records of Levin's 


North Building Co. of New Jersey show 
the firm did business with Sam DiCaval- 
cante, a well-known New York-New Jer- 
sey gangland leader. 


The hearings were recessed and the 


next hearing date has not yet been set.

Sees Transit Hassles 


Mass transit problems in Illinois may 


be the most controversial issue before 
the platform committee at the Republi- 
can State Convention this weekend, said 
Floyd T. Fulle of Des Plaines, co-chair- 
man of the platform committee. 


Fulle, a member of the Cook County 


board of commissioners and also Maine 
Townshhip Republican Committeeman, 
was named co-chairman of the com- 
mittee last week by Victor Smith, Re- 
publican state chairman.

the state central committee and the vari- 
ous county central committees," he said. 
"And it's possible that the platform may 
not be in final form when the convention 
is over There have been years when the 
convention has recessed to a later date 
to ratify the platform." 


Fulle's Maine Township Republican 


Organization will bring one of the largest 
delegations to the convention. At least 40 
Maine Republicans will travel to Peoria 
in 10 cars tomorrow afternoon. 


"We named 19 delegates and 19 alter* 


nate delegates to attend," he said. "I 
think it's important for many of our 
workers to hnve a chance to participate 
in something like this. They get a chance 
to see the party hierarchy in action and 
to be exposed to Republicans on a broad- 
er level than just the grass roots."

Desperate Mother Seeks Housing 


by SUE CARSON 


A Wheeling mother and her three 


daughters need • place to live and they 
need it soon. 


Mrs. Kathy Gunlogson and her three 


daughters, Angel, 3, and Kathy and 
Shana, one-year-old twins, must leave 
the house they are renting at 290 E. Nor- 
man Ln. by July 31 because Mrs. Gun- 
Igson Is unable to keep up the rent pay- 
ments 


And she can't find anywhere else to 


live. 


The Mood, pretty young mother, ex- 


pecting her fourth child in October, IB 
now in the process of obtaining a divorce 
from public aid but they could only give 
from her husband. She is receiving $380 
a month in alimony and child support, 
and figures the could spend no more 
than $170 a month for a place to stay. 


"I'VE BEEN LOOKING for five 


months, from here all the way to the 
Wisconsin border and I just can't find 
anything. Either the rent is too high or 
they won't rent to people with children. 
Usually the rent is too high," Mrs. Gun- 
logson said. 


I've been to ?very agency in Chicago 


— the public aid department, FHA (Fed- 
eral Housing Authority) the Salvation 
Army — no one can help me And I'm 
getting desperate." 


"They all have such long waiting lists 


at FHA. I was hoping to get more money 
me 1233 a month, which would have been 
less than the court determined I should 
get. Toe only thing I'm getting through 
public aid is medical insurance to pay 
for my hospital delivery costs." 


Mrs. Gunlogson has tried local groups 


too, FISH, the Title m mental health 


clinic at Wheeling High School and the 
First Baptist Church of Wheeling. 


"THEY WERE ALL real nice but they 


aren't equipped to handle cases like 
mine," she said. 


Mrs. Gunlogson and her daughters 


have been without water at the house on 
Norman Lane since May. The landlord 
cut off the water in an effort to make her 
leave the house where she has lived for a 
year. She owes $360 in back rent. 


"The water is a problem. But I've been 


going over to my parents' house m Ar- 
lington Heights to get water from them. I 
have to make the trip each day. It is a 
problem," she repeated. 


Mrs. Gunlogson said she has no friends 


or relatives in the area with whom she 
could stay. "My parents live in Arlington 
Heights but they have three other chil- 
dren and only a two-bedroom apartment, 


so we can't stay there. I don't know what 
I am going to do at the end of the month. 


I WISH SOME of the landlords could 


bend their regulations a little to help us 
out." 


Mrs. Gunlogson would like to stay in 


this area, if possible. 


"Most people think I need three bed- 


rooms with the children but I'd be satis- 
fied with two bedrooms or even one bed- 
room if I could only find a place. I 
wouldn't want to live in Chicago if pos- 
sible, since there aren't any parking fa- 
cilities, except in the expensive apart- 
ments, and I would have to carry the 
children shopping. 


"I'd like to get a job after the baby is 


born if I could although most sitters are 
expensive," she said. 


Right now though the immediate prob- 


lem is what wi£ happen on Aug 1.. 


A new comprehensive flood control 


program for Buffalo Grove is being 
drawn up by Hattis Engineering Co, the 
village's engineering firm. 


Overall plans as well as certain cost 


estimates for the program will be out- 
lined by engineers at a meeting of the 
village citizen's flood committee sched- 
uled for 8 p.m. July 21 in the village's 
municipal building. 


Village Pres. Don Thompson said the 


purpose of the meeting would be three- 
fold: "to let the citizens know which di- 
rection we are going n with the program, 
to let them know some of the costs, and 
to discuss priorities of the various parts 
of the program." 


Thompson said he plans to invite John 


Guillou, chief engineer of the Illinois Di- 
vision of Waterways, to the meeting. 


Planning is centering around two 


drainage areas in the village: the White 
Pines ditch, that flows north from Dun- 
dee Road to Buffalo Creek; and the Far- 
rington ditch that carries drainage water 
south from Lake County to the creek. 


TENTATIVE PLANS for improving 


the drainage along the White Pines ditch 
include construction of a retention basin 
of about four acres. Rough estimate of 
the cost of construction stands at $180,000 
Thompson said. "This is one of the pos- 
sibilities we have at this point," said 
Thompson. "Ultimately there may be 
more basins. But, this is one of the prior- 
ities." 


Other plans call for the realignment 


and reconstruction of the White Pines 
ditch. The width of the ditch is to be 
increased so that water will flow more 
slowly to the creek. 


As for Buffalo Creek itself, Thompson 


said there is a possibility of moving the 
creek bed north from its present path. 
The relocation would be done in the area 
of Emerich Park. Thompson said that 
because of the current path of the creek, 
"right now drainage from the Maryku 
Lane area flows into the creek against 
the current." This results in water back- 
ing up in that area. 


A drainage ditch that starts behind 


homes along Farrington Drive and mean- 
ders through the Buffalo Grove Golf 
Course of the creek is responsible for 
most of the Lake County Buffalo Grove 
drainage. Thompson said the engineers 
are considering a retention basin some- 
where along that ditch. 


RECONSTRUCTION of the ditch to 


slow the flow of water is also being con- 
sidered. The reconstruction would take 
the form of making the ditch sides slope 
more gently than they do now. This 
would also allow additional sodding of 
the area around the ditch.

testified against the rezoning. Approxi- 
mately 87 Prospect Heights residents ap- 
peared at the meeting to show their op- 
position. 


The next step is for the village board 


Specifically the 
proposal requests the rezoning of the 
land from single family residence to zon- 
ing for a shopping center on the west 10 
acres and a planned development apart- 
ment complex on the east nine acres.

After Year Of Waiting, Loan Arrives 


Almost a year after the Prospect 


Heights Park District began steps to ac- 
quire 2,1 acres adjacent to Lions Park on 
Elm Avenue and Camp McDonald Road, 
a federal loan of $10,960 was granted to 
the district for the land purchase. 


"We received a telegram today from 


the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD)," announced park 
director Ronald Greenberg Wednesday. 
"A letter of confirmation will follow." 


Total cost of the 2.1 acre site, which 


includes the rear end of three separate 
lots east of the park, is estimated at 
$21,000. 


According to Greenberg, proceedings 


wilt start immediately to complete pur- 
chase of the land. If the owners refuse to 
sell, the district may condemn the land, 
because as a public body it has the right 
of eminent domain. 


BEFORE THE district's loan appli- 


cation reached the federal HUD office, 
park commissioners had to secure ap- 
proval for their plans from the plan com- 
mission of Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Wheeling, which are all 
within Itt miles of district boundaries. In 
addition approval was also secured from 
the Northeastern Plan Commission and 
the local HUD office. 


Once the land is acquired, it will be 


included in development plans now being 
prepared by the architect firm of Max 
W. Mats and Associates. 


Earlier this week the park district 


board agreed to pay the architect firm 
$2,800 to make preliminary drawings for 
recreation development of land at Dist. 
23 Elsenhower and Muir schools along 
with Lions Park. 


TO FINANCE this development, the 


district plans to sell up to $110,000 in 
bonds, which Is the legal limit the dis- 


trict may go without holding a referen- 
dum. The First National Bank of Mount 
Prospect has indicated an interest in the 
bond sale, but will not finalize the pur- 
chase until they receive a legal picture 
of the district from the park board. 


The park commissioners propose de- 


veloping the Eisenhower site with a col- 
lection of separate recreation areas, in- 


cluding playground equipment, ball dia- 
monds, shelter houses and a sled hill. 


TENNIS COURTS and a garage may 


be added to the swimming pool, bath- 
house, baseball diamond and ice skating 
rink that already stand at Lions Park. A 
baseball diamond and playground equip- 
ment will also be developed at Muir 
School. 


If funds are left over after these devel- 


opments, from the bond sate, the district 
may also construct a recreation field 
house on the 2.1 acres to be purchased, 
according to Greenberg. The district's 
c o m p r e h e n s i v e plan, prepared by 
McFadzean and Everly, Limited, lists a 
community building as an intermediate 
goal in overall planning.

23 and High School Dist 214 
and the additional traffic the shopping 
center and apartment complex would 
bring to Rte. 83. 


Many residents said they were fearful 


of the safety of children who must cross 
Route 83 to get to Muir School, near 
Drake Terrace in Prospect Heights and 
adjacent to Horch's property. 


MELYIN LACE, school board presi- 


dent of Dist. 23, asked Lindstrom for the 
assessed valuation of the apartment 
complex so the District would be able to 
estimate tax revenues that would come 
from the project. 


Dist 23 is almost at the state legal lim- 


it for selling tax anticipation warrants 
(TAW), a means of borrowing money. 
Lindstrom said the developer was pre- 
pared to donate money to the school dis- 
trict and mentioned $35 a unit This 
would add approximately $5000 to the 
district's budget. 


Lindstrom said the development would 


add an estimated 47 elementary school 
children and 50 high school students to 
the school districts serving the area 
based on estimates of the National Real- 
tors Association. 


EDWARD GRODSKY, Dist 23 superin- 


tendent, said the figures were "a little 
low" and estimated elementary school 
children would number between 75 and 
85. 


Lindstrom and Horch could not answer 


questions about drainage for the .project 
from residents who were afraid the proj- 
ect would add water to the flooding al- 
ready existing in Prospect Heights. Lind- 
strom said "everything would be done 
necessary to prevent flooding," but plans 
would be drawn up only if the property is 
resoned. 


Cargill tried to reassure residents that 


the project must pass the standards of 
the Wheeling Plan Commission and the 
village engineer regarding drainage.

They waited for the hearing which began 
shortly after 8:30 when board member 
Alan Martin arrived after being detained 
on a hospital X-ray table following an 
accident in Lake Zurich. 


Both residents of the "new town" and

there to testify in opposition to the moo- 
ing. According to Bill Williams, president 
of the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA), fliers "with just a 
little memo" on the zoning hearing were 
put into every mailbox in the Drake Ter- 
race and Bluett subdivisions Monday 
night. 


Williams opened testimony for the op- 


position by reading a statement from 
PHIA calling the proposed rezoning 
"spot zoning that does not complement 
the master plan Wheeling has drawn 
up." He also said that Rte. 83 is not ade- 
quate to handle the increase in traffic 
that would be created by the proposed 
project. 


MARIE CAYLOR, 318 Euclid Ct., testi- 


fied for the Northwest Suburban Council 
of Associations, an organization comrised 
of nine Prospect Heights homeowners as- 
sociations. She said the association fully 
supported PHIA, whose members do not 
want to be "surrounded by apartments 
and businesses so close to their homes." 
Her testimony drew loud applause from 
the audience. 


The subject of drainage was brought 


up by Edward Downs, 110 W. Willow Rd., 
Mount Prospect. Downs asked George 
Lindstrom, an architect retained by Paul 
Horch, who owns the land, if any provi- 
sion had been made for storm water 
drainage. Downs said he feared water 
would flow across Rte. 83 into the homes 
across from the site. 


"We don't intend to dump water on 


your homes," was Lindstrom's response. 
He said drainage would not be worked 
out unless the property is rezoned. 


Downs then asked Horch why he hadn't 


planned to build a single-family resi- 
dence development. Horch would not an- 
swer the question but Lindstrom said it 
"couldn't be developed because no fi- 


nancing was available." 


LINDSTROM THEN mentioned he was 


"not economically involved in the prop- 
erty," bringing snickers and laughter 
from the audience. Later Lindstrom ad- 
mitted he owned an interest in the pro- 
posed development. 


"It seems that Mr. Horch is merely 


interested in making money and not in- 
terested in the homeowners' nearby," 
charged Downs as he sat down amid loud 
applause. 


"We need another shopping center like 


a hole in the head," was the comment of 
Henry Zedd, 20 Stonegate Dr. 


J. D. Elston, 103 Drake Terrace, whose 


home immediately adjacent to Horchs 
land, said he didn't want Elmhurst Rd. 


'to become like the streets in Chi- 
cago . . . a row of cheap tawdry shop- 
ping centers." 


Mothers at the hearing were concerned 


about the increase of traffic the proposed 
development would bring to Rte. 83. Mrs. 
William Foran, 33 Wildwood, asked the 
board to consider that "more traffic will 
create a grave situation for children who 
want to cross the road to John Muir 
school or its adjacent park." 


By the end of the 3% hours of testi- 


mony, members in the crowd began ask- 
ing the zoning board questions informal- 
ly. The tension in the crowd had dimin- 
ished, perhaps from an understanding of 
the zoning board's position or perhaps 
from the tiring hours of testimony. 


Suicidal Driver Hits Train 


In a self-confessed effort to kill him- 


self, a 25-year-old Chicago man drove his 
auto through closed railroad 
gates 


Wednesday at Lee and Ellinwood Streets 
and was hit by a morning train. 


Jerry L. Hitter, of 2700 N. California 


Ave., had been going west on Ellinwood 
St., according to Des Plaines police Sgt. 
Fred Altergott, who witnessed the acci- 
dent, when the railroad gates on Lee 
went down and the warning bells started 
ringing. 


Altergott said Bitter turned onto Lee 


and stopped at the closed gates. 


"When the train started to move so did 


be," Altergott explained. "The train 
wasn't going very fast when it hit the car 
but it did have enough impact to push it 
about 40 feet." 


Altergott told the Des Plaines Her- 


ald/Day he was parked on Lee St. wait- 
ing for the gates to go up when he saw 
the accident. 


"As soon as I saw what had happened 


I got over to Ritter and he immediately 
stepped out of his car. I asked him if he 
was injured and he answered by saying, 
"I tried to kill myself." 


According to a Chicago and North- 


western Railway special agent who was 
riding on the train, Ritter's auto was hit 


at exactly 3:08 p.m. by train No. 617 
which was en route from Chicago to 
Crystal Lake. 


THE 
TRAIN'S engineer, Leonard 


Schlan of Rolling Meadows, told police he 
saw the car go around the closed gates 
as the train started to leave the Des 
Plaines station. "But I couldn't stop," 
Schlan said. "We just ran into the side of 
him." 


Ritter, a brakeman for the C&NW who 


is married and has two children, was 
taken into the Des Plaines police station 
where he told police he drove around the 
railroad gates in an attempted suicide 
because he "was despondent over per- 
sonal problems." 


He was given a ticket for running 


through the railroad gates and he was ta- 
ken to Chicago State Hospital for psy- 
chiatric treatment. 


The train was delayed for approvi- 


mately 30 minutes while police and fire 
department personnel interviewed wit- 
nesses and cleared the damaged car 
from the railroad tracks. 


About 100 persons gathered in and 


around the accident scene but were final- 
ly dispersed by police after a tow truck 
pulled the auto from the scene. 


Viator Housing Views Aired

About 250 people heard blazing rhetoric 


on both sides of the Vlatorian housing 
issue at last night's public meeting on 
the topic at Forest View High School in 
Arlington Heights. 


A panel of five heard a long Une of 


speakers expound on the possibility of a 
low, moderate and upper-income housing 
development on the Viatorian lands in 
Arlington Heights. 


The panel consisted of moderator John 


McKnlght. former State Director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union and Mid- 
west Director of United States Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights; Rev. Vernon Schrei- 
ber, pastor of the Faith Lutheran Church 
and representing the Arlington Heights 
Clergy Fellowship; State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-3rd; Cayetano Santiago, 
project director of the Illinois Migrant 
Council, and Frank Hllken, representing 
the Catholic Interracial Council. 


ONE OF THE FIRST speakers was L. 


A. Dunnigan, representing the United 
Textile Workers Union. He said, "Dr. 
Martin Luther King died for the labor 
movement, and we are still struggling. 


"People on the south side spend IS dol- 


lars a week getting to work out here and 
then face intimidation if they don't get to 
work on time. 


"I don't think any of you would be will- 


ing to work for $2.50 an hour and com- 
mute 40 miles a day." 


Then, Vincent Osweiler, an Arlington 


Heights resident, walked to the podium. 
"My purpose," he began, "is to point out 
the impact of the IS-acre Viatorian devel- 
opment on the people living in the area. 


"I don't think now is the time to 


change the zoning," 


REFERRING TO THE concerned Met- 


ropolitan Citizen's Group, who originated 
the Viatorian proposal, Osweiler said, 
"What visionaries! - what dreamers . . 


what stupidity! 


"Our schools are overcrowded, our 


swimming pools are now opened on 
shifts, our parks and playgrounds are 
overcrowded and our tax base is high 
and won't be relieved by the large fami- 
lies moving into this development. 


"We have many problems to solve and 


low-cost housing would just be another 
one." 


Then, Dr. Jorge Prieto, director of 


community medicine for the Cabrini 
Neighborhood Health Center, let loose a 
verbal salvo. "We are here tonight be- 
cause of the death, in those miserable 
shacks, of three Mexican-American chil- 
dren last winter," he began. 


"WE ARE NOT HERE to discuss the 


density of population but to discuss the 
quality of a democratic society. These 
are people who are very poor and who. 
belong to a race you've never understood 
and never let into your democracy. This 


Time Programs Discussed 


About 70 representatives from Cook 


County school districts, including eight 
from the Northwest suburbs, yesterday 
discussed the complexities, implications 
and benefits of possible shared time pro- 
grams with Catholic schools. 


The occasion was a roundtable dis- 


cussion, sponsored by Robert Hanraban, 
Cook County School Superintendent, to 
allow members of his staff, representa- 
tives from the State Superintendent's of- 
fice, and Rev. Robert Clark, superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Archdiocese, to dis- 
cuss the shared time concept 


Early in the two-hour morning session, 


Clark assured his audience that be did 
not know of any "outright" Catholic 
school closings this fall, although a 
couple of schools are "on the fence" 
about reopening. 


"I'M CONFIDENT to say that I hope 


there won't he any mass closings," be 
added later, and he said that the Catholic 
archdiocese is working to resolve the 
crisis. 


Early in the meeting, in response to a 


question from Joseph Kiszka, business 
manager for Palatine-Rolling Meadows, 
Clark explained that shared time plans, 
in which public schools would enroll non- 
public school students on a part-time 
basis, are up to parents to individual dis- 
tricts. 
]n response to a question about wheth- 


er school boards should expect delega- 
tions of Catholic parents seeking shared- 
time programs, Clark stated, "If you 
don't bear from them shortly, you won't 
( for the fall school semester)." 


HE SAID that shared-time plans have 


worked at St. Paul's School and Kennedy 
High School In Chicago, as well as in Elk 
Grove Village, Jbetween Dist. 59 and 
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Queen of the Rosary School. 


Tom Warden, administrative assistant 


in Dist. 59, asserted that the plants prob- 
lems in his district have been minor. He 
said, however, that the district is begin- 
ning to feel pinched for space, and he 
didn't know how long the program could 
remain successful. 


Other local school officials who attend- 


ed were Donald Brown, personnel direc- 
tor in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, 
Tom Rush, assistant superintendent in 
Prospect Heights Dist.

Rd., in Rolling Meadows. 


Burrell's appearance, not on the origi- 


nal program, was announced Tuesday 
night by Clyde Brooks of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, chairman of Educational Labora- 
tories, which has coordinated the speak- 
ers for Committee for Community Edu- 
cation, sponsor of the series. 


BROOKS SAID the engagement of Bur- 


rell as a speaker was a prime example 
of the committee's efforts to provide a 
balanced program. 


The Sidewalk Academy in the past was

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Levin Probe Hints At Mob 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


The plot thickened at the Illinois Rac- 


ing Board Hearings yesterday as three 
state investigators linked the name Phil- 
ip J. Levin with some of the most no- 
torious crime syndicate names in the 
U S and Canada. None of the revelations 
were directly related to the operation of 
Arlington Park. 


The 
bizzare new information 
was 


brought to the attention of the board by 
Richard Gliebe. head of the Organized 
Crime Division of the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation (IBI) and two of his special 
agents, Thomas Schumpp and Edward 
Wolf. 


The trio of investigators testified for 


more than three hours during the contin- 
uing investigation into racing license 
No 409. issued to Chicago Thoroughbred 
Enterprises (CTE>, a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Transnatlon Development 
Corporation which is headed by Levin. 
CTE owns and operates Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks. 


GLIEBE. WHO spent some time in- 


vestigating the situation in Acapulco in 
an undercover capacity, Indirectly linked 
Levin with many underworld figures in- 
cluding Meyer Lansky. 


All the connections were in regard to 


activities at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
in Acapulco, Mexico. Levin had testified 
previously that he bought a five per cent 
interest in the hotel after staying there 
as a guest and that Transnation (then 
known as Gulf and Western Land Devel- 
opment) later purchased the entire hotel, 
including the SO per cent owned by one 
Moe Morton. 


Levin said he was not aware of any 


unsavory reputation attached to Morton 
during those dealings. 


Morton is reputed to have had long- 


time associations with Las Vegas gam- 
bling figures and with Micky Cohen, as 
well as "Bugsy" Siegel, the crime figure 
who is supposed to have first recognized 
the money-making opportunities in Las 
Vegas. 


GLIEBE SAID, "As a result of my in- 


vestigation, I discovered that soon after 
Gulf and Western Land purchased the 
Acapulco Towers Hotel, there ensued a 
series of meetings at the hotel. 


"Moe Morton, who had been running 


the hotel after the purchase, met with 
many people, including Levin, at the ho- 
tel," he said.

Eugenia 
Chapman, D-3rd; Cayetano Santiago, 
project director of the Illinois Migrant 
Council, and Frank Hilken, representing 
the Catholic Interracial Council. 


ONE OF THE FIRST speakers was L. 


A. Dunnlgan, representing the United 
Textile Workers Union. He said, "Dr. 
Martin Luther King died for the labor 
movement, and we are still struggling. 


"People on the south side spend IS dol- 


lars a week getting to work out hero and 
then face intimidation if they don't get to 
work on time. 


"I don't think any of you would be will-

"Our schools are overcrowded, our 


swimming pools are now opened on 
shifts, our parks and playgrounds are 
overcrowded and our tax base is high 
and won't be relieved by the large fami- 
lies moving into this development 


"We have many problems to solve and 


low-cost housing would just be another 
one." 


Then, Dr. Jorge Prieto, director of 


community medicine for the Cabrini 
Neighborhood Health Center, let loose a 
verbal salvo. "We are here tonight be- 
cause of the death, in those miserable 
shacks, of three Mexican-American chil- 
dren last winter," he began. 


"WE ARE NOT HERE to discuss the 


density of population but to discuss the 
quality of a democratic society. These 
are people who are very poor and who 
belong to a race you've never understood 
and never let into your democracy. This 
may be too much to ask of a society 
whetted on property values." 


Prieto continued his emotionally- 


charged talk, saying, "The 15 acres pla- 
cates the fear of the property owners and 
does little to help the poor. Democracy is 
nonexistent for us here. 


"We Mexicans have known poverty 


and will survive — what may not survive 
is the faith of your children in your 
society." 


Father David Sanchez, pastor of St. 


Dominic's Catholic Church in Chicago, 
explained bis own personal involvement 
in this suburban issue. "I have more 
questions than solutions for you," be 
said. 


"I DON'T KNOW if taking something

Ham Links Missionary And Sister 


Mrs. James Barrett of Mount Prospect 


doesn't talk to her brother very often, 
but when she does, she depends on a 
stranger to bridge the communication 
gap. 


Mrs. Barrett's brother, the Rev. Tom 


Burns, is a missionary to New Ireland, a 
remote South Pacific Island just off the 
coast of New Guinea. 


And any "telephone" communication 


between Mrs. Barrett, of 704 Prospect 
Manor, and her brother is strictly by 
chance and compliments of a local ham 
radio operator who just happens to 
stumble acrost • broadcast from the 
mission In New Ireland. 


"I HADN'T tee Tom or talked to him 


in about four years, until a year ago 
March, when a ham radio operator In 


Prospect Heights called to tell me he 
was talking to Tom on the short-wave. 
He couldn't keep the line open long 
enough for me to drive over to his bouse 
but he relayed messages between us over 
the phone and the radio," Mrs. Barrett 
explained. 


"Although I didn't talk to Tom myself, 


It was a thrill just knowing we were com- 
municating without having to wait weeks 
for a letter. And it was all by chance," 
she said. 


But last August Mrs. Barrett had an op- 


portunity to talk to her brother (or the 
first time hi almost five years. A bam 
radio operator in Cicero made contact 
with Tom and then called Mrs. Barrett, 
who went to his home to speak with her 
brother. 


"tt'S REALLY amazing how ham ra- 


dio operators are able to make con- 
nections like these. New Ireland is so far 
away, and the odds on getting a line to 
the island, more than just a commu- 
nication flash, are so slim," she ex- 
plained. 


"Although talking over the wireless 


isn't like talking over the telephone, it's 
the greatest'experience, especially when 
I hadn't talked to Tom in so many 
yean." 


Mrs. Barrett saU one of the mis- 


sionaries stationed at New Ireland is a 
ham radio enthusiast and bis hobby is 
trying to contact other radio operators in 
the United States. And thanks to the ham 
radio operators, she was abte to bridge 
the communication gap between Mount 


Prospect and New Ireland twice during 
the past six years. 


Now, until November at least, Mrs. 


Barrett doesn't have to worry about at- 
mospheric conditions and wave lengths 
since her brother returned home this 
month for his first vacation from the 
mission since 1964. 


TOM, 33, a MISSIONARY of the Sa- 


cred Heart (MSC), will return to the 
South Pacific islands sometime in No- 
vember for another five-year tour of 
duty, and although he's only been home 
a short time, he's already looking for- 
ward to returning to New Guinea and the 
little islands off the coast. 


"The next five years will be the most 


important in the history of this emerging 
country. It's future will depend upon sol- 
id development in education, government 


and religion, and I want to have a hand 
in tins development," he explained. 


During his short vacation in the United 


States, Tom is staying with his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Burns of Chicago. 


HIS HOME PARISH is Maternity of 


the Blessed Virgin Mary in Chicago, 
where he also attended grade school be- 
sionaries of the Sacred Heart of the Mis-

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Viator Housing Views Aired

About 250 people heard blazing rhetoric 


on both sides of the Viatorian housing 
issue at last night's public meeting on 
the topic at Forest View High School in 
Arlington Heights. 


A panel of five heard a long line of 


speakers expound on the possibility of a 
low, moderate and upper-income housing 
development on the Viatorian lands in 
Arlington Heights. 


The panel consisted of moderator John 


McKnlght, former State Director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union and Mid- 
west Director of United States Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights; Rev. Vernon Schrei- 
ber. pastor of the Faith Lutheran Church 
and representing the Arlington Heights 
Clergy Fellowship; State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-3r'd; Cayetano Santiago, 
project director of the Illinois Migrant 
Council, and Frank Milken, representing 
the Catholic Interracial Council. 


ONE OF THE FIRST speakers was L. 


A. Dunnigan, representing the United 
Textile Workers Union. He said, "Dr 
Martin Luther King died for the labor 
movement, and we are still struggling. 


"People on the south side spend 15 dol- 


lars a weak getting to work out here and 
then face intimidation if they don't get to 
work on time, 


"I don't think any of you would be will- 


ing to work for $2.50 an hour and com- 
mute 40 miles a day." 


Then, Vincent Osweiler, an Arlington 


Heights resident, walked to the podium. 
"My purpose," he began, "is to point out 
the impact of the 15-acre Viatorian devel- 
opment on the people living in the area. 


"I don't think now is the time to 


change the zoning." 


REFERRING TO THE concerned Met- 


ropolitan Citizen's Group, who originated 
the Viatorian proposal, Osweiler said, 
"What visionaries! - what dreamers . . 
what stupidity' 


"Our schools are overcrowded, our 


swimming pools are now opened on 
shifts, our parks and playgrounds are 
overcrowded and our tax base is high 
and won't be relieved by the large fami- 
lies moving into this development 


"We have many problems to solve and 


low-cost bousing would just be another 
one" 


Then, Dr. Jorge Prieto, director of 


community medicine for the Cabrini 
Neighborhood Health Center, let loose a 
verbal salvo. "We are here tonight be- 
cause of the death, in those miserable 
shacks, of three Mexican-American chil- 
dren last winter," he began. 


"WE ARE NOT HERE to discuss the 


density of population but to discuss the 
quality of a democratic society. These 
are people who are very poor and who 
belong to a race you've never understood 
and never let into your democracy. This 
may be too much to ask of a society 
whetted on property values." 


P r i e t o continued his emotionally- 


charged talk, saying, "The 15 acres pla- 
cates the fear of the property owners and 
does little to help the poor.

Levin Probe Hints At Mob 


by ROGER CAPETT1NI 


The plot thickened at the Illinois Rac- 


ing Board Hearings yesterday as three 
state investigators linked the name Phil- 
ip J. Levin with some of the most no- 
torious crime syndicate names in the 
U.S. and Canada. None of the revelations 
were directly related to the operation of 
Arlington Park. 


The bizzare new Information was 


brought to the attention of the board by 
Richard Gliebe, head of the Organized 
Crime Division of the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation (IBI) and two of his special 
agents, Thomas Schumpp and Edward 
Wolf. 


The trio of investigators testified for 


more than three hours during the contin- 
uing investigation into racing license 
No. 400, issued to Chicago Thoroughbred 
Enterprises (CTE), a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Trannation Development 
Corporation which Is headed by Levin. 
CTE own* and operates Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks. 


GUEBB, WHO (pent some time In- 


vestigating the situation in Acapulco in 
an undercover capacity, indirectly linked 
Levin with many underworld figures in- 
cluding Meyer Lansky. 


All the connections were in regard to 


activities at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
in Acapulco, Mexico. Levin had testified 
previously that he bought a five per cent 
interest in the hotel after staying there 
as a guest and that Trancnation (then 
known as Gulf and Western Land Devel- 
opment) later purchased the entire hotel, 
including the 50 per cent owned by one 
Moe Morton. 


Levin said he was not aware of any 


unsavory reputation attached to Morton 
during those dealings. 


Morton is reputed to have had long- 


time associations with Las Vegas gam- 
bling figures and with Micky Cohen, as 
well u "Bugsy" Siegel, the crime figure 
who is supposed to have first recognized 
the money-making opportunities in Lai 
Vegas. 


GLIEBE SAID, "As a result of my in- 


vestigation, I discovered that soon after 
Gulf and Western Land purchased the 


Acapulco Towers Hotel, there ensued a 
series of meetings at the hotel. 


"Moe Morton, who had been running 


the hotel after the purchase, met with 
many people, including Levin, at the ho- 
tel," he said. 
' Gliebe's testimony also disputed testi- 
mony by Levin and Charles Bluhdorn, 
chairman of the board of Gulf and West- 
ern Industries and a director of Trans- 
nation. That testimony said the con- 
glomerate invested in the hotel because 
of its potential and the fact that it was 
well-run. 


GLIEBE SATO HE was told by Alberto 


Batani, one of the original incorporators, 
of the hotel, that It was never run as a 
hotel, but more like a private club for 
Morton's friends and, in fact, the hotel 
never made any money. Gliebe said it 
was apparently used as a "hideout" for 
persons seeking to avoid publicity. 


Levin had told the board he knew An- 


gelo "Gyp" DiCarlo only vaguely and 
through their respective sons. Levin said 
he only spoke to DiCarlo once or twice to 
see if his son was at the DICarto borne. 


Early in the hearing, .agent Schumpp 


gave testimony which apparently dis- 
putes other Levin testimony. 


Gliebe said the IBI is continuing their 


investigation particularly to see if Levin 
has any contact with N. Kaufman, Cana- 
dian crime syndicate figure. He said, 
"Canadian authorities have been con- 
tacted but we have not yet received any 
response." 


Schumpp said yesterday that toll call 


receipts obtained from New Jersey State 
Police indicated that "33 calls were 
placed from the DiCarlo residence to the 
Levin residence between June 29 and 
Aug. 27, 1967. Two more calls in July 
1969 were placed from the Levin resi- 
dence to the DiCarlo home." 


Schumpp characterized DiCarlo as a 


"lieutenant in the Vito Genovese family, 
the largest crime family in the state of 
New York." 


Schumpp said that records of Levin's 


North Building Co. of New Jersey show 
the firm did business with Sam DiCaval- 
cante, a well-known New York-New Jer- 
sey gangland leader. 


The-hearings were recessed and the 


next hearing date has not yet been set.

I watched as the audience straggled in

I listened as a Mack student activist 


e x p l a i n e d to a white suburbanite 
audience the things I hadn't even been 
able to communicate to my parents. 


As a student at the University of Illi- 


nois at Champaign, I found it difficult to 
explain exactly what happened on 
campus those two weeks In May. 


FOR ME THE strike is not a list of 


facts but a series of impressions: 


Watching a convoy of Army trucks and 


jeeps dropping off troops at "strategic 
points" on campus. Bicycling through a 
roadblock and finding the outside world 
the same despite the "siege." Walking 
past a line of guardsmen and suppress- 
ing an urge to say "Hiya Joe. Give me 
some candy, nylons, cigarettes?" 


The strike was also a mixture of feel- 


ings: 


Outrage that four students were killed 


during an anti-war protest. Greater out. 
rage that three of the four students 
weren't directly involved in the protest 
but on their way to class. Hopelessness 
t, 


and anger at hearing people condone the 
actions of the guardsmen... 


FEAR WHEN AN American flag is 


burned at a rally and you wonder if the 
radicals win gain control of the crowd. 
Relief when the crowd voices their dis- 
approval of his action. Absurdity when 
the crowd votes whether to vote on an 
issue. 


Frustration when you try to explain to 


your parents long distance about Kent 
State, National Guardsmen and social in- 
justice and realize you're talking from 
two different experiences. 


Disgust at attending one rally too 


many where speakers cry "Off the Pigs" 
and "Impeach Nixon" but give no realis- 
tic goals to strive for. 


I have heard1 many people condemn 


university presidents and students for 
closing down institutions of higher learn- 
ing. But what; students learned from the 
strike is more valuable than anything 
they could have learned from books. 


FOR ME, as it was for many, the 


strike was the first confrontation be- 
tween Ideals and reality. I suddenly real- 
ized that the world outside the college 
campus didn't share the students' pas- 
sion for correcting injustices. 


I'm still trying to face the fact the 


world may never change and some 
people will always regard student protest 
as the work of spoiled brats cleverly ma- 
nipulated by Communist agitators. 


As a result of the strike, some students 


will turn to violence and revolution. 
Some win turn to the political system to 
right the wrongs of the world. And oth- 
ers, like Eva Jefferson, win try to com- 
municate. 


It's too bad there's no one there to lis- 
ten.

"Community Counseling Service, the 


Salvation Army." 


These words written in white tetters 


•re on the door of Northwest suburban 
headquarters (or counseling by the Sal- 
vation Army. 


The 
office, at 1797 Oakton, Des 


Plalnes, doesn't look much like the popu- 
lar image of the Salvation Army . . . 
stern faced marchers urging spiritual 
and emotional renewal to the denizens of 
Skid Row in Victorian England. 


Instead it is a spacious, brightly lit and 


modern office. 


And the Salvation Army itself has 


evolved into a large social rehabilitation 
agency, which fights alcoholism and pro- 
vides work for those seeking a better 
life. 


WORK AT THE Des Plaines office is 


not related to religion. People of all reli- 
gions are aided. Last year 631 families 
and individuals were served by the agen- 
cy. 


People seeking help are referred by 


other social agencies, or come in on their 
own initiative. Fees are on a sliding 
scale, dependent on the individuals finan- 
cial state. No one who can't pay is 
turned away. 


More cases are handled each year. 


Two years ago the agency moved to its 
new, larger office because it needed 
more space. 


This agency opened in Des Plaines in 


1965 at the invitation of local groups. It is 
the only Salvation Army office outside in 
the Chicago suburbs. 


ITS STAFF includes three full time so- 


cial workers, Mrs. Margaret L'sinski, 
Mrs. Donena Swartz, and Miss Phyllis 
Gilson. There are three part-time work- 
ers, an office staff, and two consulting 
psychologists are available to answer 
staff questions. 


It handles a wide-range of emotional 


and personal problems concerning mar- 
riage, parent-child relationships, person- 
ality problems, adolescent and aged 
problems, and problems of the unwed 
mother. 


Mrs. Lisinki, who has been with the 


agency since it opened, said that Des 
Plaines and the northwest suburbs share 
the same problems of all other people in 
their family lives. 


Their role as social workers, she said, 


"is to help them work out their emotion- 
al problems by helping them know them- 
selves. We don't just sit there and give 
them advice. We hope to bring them to 
the point where they can help them- 
selves." 


MRS. 
LISINSKI, who received her 


masters degree in social work from Lo- 
yola Univtrsity, traces many of the emo- 
tional problems of families today to lack 
of communications, and a lack of time to 
be with each other. 


Many men, especially here in the sub- 


urbs, she said, are away from home too 
much she said. By the time they get 
home, their children are often asleep. 


Children need a father to look up to 


and to have as an example. Often, she 
feels, if the individuals of the family 
could only talk to each other, many prob- 
lems would be resolved. 


Unwed mothers are often the result of 


a lack of love in the home, she added. 
Young girls whose parents didn't have 
enough time to give them adequate affec- 
tion, sometimes mistake sex for love. 


THE AGENCY sometimes deals with 


"unwed fathers." They try to find out 
why a man would put himself into this 
kind of situation. Often they find he has 
severe unresolved emotional conflicts 
within himself. . . again a product of a 
loveless home. 


The agency tries to bring people to- 


gether to talk over their problems, take 
another look at their motivations, and to 
try to understand themselves.

Cook County School Superintendent, to 
allow members of his staff, representa- 
tives from the State Superintendent's of- 
fice, and Rev. Robert Clark, superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Archdiocese, to dis- 
cuss the shared time concept. 


Early in the two-hour morning session, 


Clark assured his audience that he did 
not know of any "outright" Catholic 
school closings this fall, although a 
couple of schools are "on the fence" 
about reopening. 


"I'M CONFIDENT to say that I hope 


there won't be any mass closings," he 
added later, and be said that the Catholic 
archdiocese is working to resolve the 
crisis. 


Early in the meeting, in response to a 


question from Joseph Kiszka, business 
manager for Palatine-Rolling Meadows, 
Clark explained that shared time plans, 
in which public schools would enroll non- 
public school students on a part-time 
basis, are up to parents in individual dis- 
tricts. 


In response to a question about wheth- 


er school boards should expect delega- 
tions of Catholic parents seeking shared- 
time programs, Clark stated, "If you 
don't hear from them shortly, you won't 
(for the fall school semester)." 


HE SAID that shared-time plans have 


worked at St. Paul's School and Kennedy 
High School in Chicago, as well as in Elk 
Grove Village, between Dist. 59 and 
Queen of the Rosary School. 


Tom Warden, administrative assistant 


in Dist. 59, asserted that the plants prob- 
lems in his district have been minor. He 
said, however, that the district is begin- 
ning to feel pinched for space, and he 
didn't know how long the program could 
remain successful. 


Other local school officials who attend- 


ed were Donald Brown, personnel direc- 
tor in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, 
Tom Rush, assistant superintendent in 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23, James Retz- 
laff, assistant superintendent in River 
Trails Dist. 26, Stuart Baas of Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25, Allen Schwartz, an at- 
torney for Des Plaines Dist. 63, and Leon 
Smaages, superintendent for Des Plaines 
Dist. 62. 


WAYNE NEWLIN, state associate su- 


perintendent, said late in the meeting 
that his office could issue a statement on 
a public school program, would need to 
be certificated and would receive public 
the questions raised. He added that the 
school wage benefits while on the job. 


Clark, under questioning by George 


Gilluly, deputy superintendent, pointed 
out that parochial opposition to shared- 
time programs is only a problem before 
the program begins. He said that dis- 
tricts such as Dist.

Waggoner's claim of no fee for munici- 


palities is misleading. He does charge a 
$50 fee for any vehicle over three quar- 
ters of a ton. 


He also presumes police departments 


have taken the necessary steps to clear 
all autos before bringing them to the 
Wheeling site. All autos are crushed un- 
1 e s s police departments specifically 
request they be held. 


WAGGONER'S REMARK that he loses 


money on the $50 fee when crushing ve- 
hicles as large as buses brought a con- 
tradictory remark from Stewart Katz of 
Car Crushing Corporation of Illinois. 


"That's a ridiculous figure. It doesn't 


cost anywhere near that much and I 
know because we've handled lots of ve- 
hicles that size." 


Smith said Rolling Meadows would 


probably begin hauling autos to Mobile 
Crushers but that is in no way a per- 
manent policy. 


He hopes to set up a smaller meeting 


with police from Hoffman Estates, Har- 
rington and Schaumburg. Smith said he 
would like to see the four communities 
cooperate on finding a crushing site west 
of Rolling Meadows.

•Meidows moved one step closer to be- 


> coming buildings and parking lots Tues- 
day night when the city council approved 
general plat* from the J. C Penney Co., 
Inc. and Kretschmar Networks. Inc. 
• Penneys hopes to construct a large 
complete service retail store on land 
wedged between Algonquin and Golf 
roads 


Across the street on Golf road, 


Kretschmar Networks will construct a 
six-story office building, the first of its 
.kind In Rolling Meadows. 


, The office building complex will be lo- 
cated on tot one of a four-lot site owned 
,by Kretschmar Networks, a Chicago 
based firm. 


LOTS TWO. THREE and four are 


xoned for commercial purposes and are 
roughly two acres in size apiece. 


Boundaries of the entire four-lot parcel 


are Golf Road on the north, the tollway 
on the Southwest and Dwyer Street on 
the east. 


John Kretschmar said plans for the of- 


fice building have not been finalized. 
Just recently, his firm decided to aban- 
don construction of a basement in the 
building that would have been used for 
storage and lower-rent offices. 


Kretschmar said the 184-foot long, 72- 


foot wide six-story building is being de- 
signed for business and corporation use 
but space rentals to professional people 
will be accepted. 


The Treasury, one of three such stores 


being built in-the suburban Chicago area 
by Penneys, will hopefully open in late 
1972 or early 19Y3. 


PENNEYS IS ALSO building Treasur- 


ys in groups of three in Los Angeles, At- 
lanta, Milwaukee and Dallas. 


The stores will handle nationally 


known brand names in hard goods and 
Penneys' brands in soft goods. 


Although the city council approved the 


general concept of the Treasury, it did so 
with some reservations. 


The Rolling Meadows planning com- 


mission wants Penneys to immediately 
install sidewalks on Algonquin and Golf 
Roads. 


Penneys is hesitant to install them on 


Golf until the Kretschmar office building 
is under construction. 


Kretschmar said Wednesday that it is 


impossible to set a starting date but be 
hopes work on the office building can be- 
gin within 12 months. 


PENNEYS HAS AGREED to make 


the Golf Road sidewalk installation with- 
in 18 months of the Treasury opening if 
the office building is under construction. 


The council also wants better lighting 


at all ingresses and egresses. 


It is similarly requesting that Penneys 


supply square footage figures that will 
make it possible to determine if adequate 
parking space is being provided 


Rolling Meadows requires three square 


feet of parking for every square foot of 
retail space in C-2 (commercial) zoned 
property. 


PENNEYS MAINTAINS it has allowed 


five square feet for every square foot of 
shopping space but has not supplied fig- 
ures to back this up. 


The city council is also seeking an 


agreement that Penneys will install up to 
200 additional parking spaces within 18 
months of the Treasury opening if the 
council deems it necessary. 


The Treasury is being built on the 


westernmost of four land parcels the 
Penneys company owns in the Isenstein- 
Parker tract. 


The other parcels might eventually in- 


clude a bank, a theater, small stores, of- 
fices and apartments. All would be con- 
trolled by Penneys. 


The other land parcels are: 
—a large rectangular shaped piece 


directly north of the store, facing north- 
east and bounding on Algonquin Road; 


—THE SMALLEST parcel, 
located 


northeast of the store, shaped somewhat 
like the state of Nevada reversed and 
fronting on Algonquin Road; and 


—another large rectangular parcel lo- 


cated east of the parking lot and fronting 
on both Algonquin and Golf Roads. This 
is the easternmost section of land owned 
by Penneys. 


As part of the Treasury total service 


concept, the store will include a grocery, 
dry-cleaning pick-up, packaged liquors 
area and automobile gasoline sales area. 


This is where the only problem comes 


in. Penneys considers the gasoline facil- 


ity essential to the Treasury 


Rolling Meadows, however, has a 


clause in the annexation agreement of 
the Isenstein-Parker tract which allows 
only two gas stations on already deter- 
mined portions of the property. 


ONE STATION IS under construction. 


The area altoted for the second will be 
located on Golf Road and Wilke Road 
when Wilke is relocated. 


Penney's plat shows their gas station

One of two alternatives must occur.

Depot's Relocation Begun

Chicago and North Western R.R. offi- 


cials said the moving of the depot from 
its location at Slade and Brockway to the 


new site is the first time the railroad 
moved a depot. 


MOST OF THE village trustees and de- 


partment heads in addition to Linda 
Miles, Miss Palatine for 1970, attended 
the bash. 


Rumors that the building department 


would stop the ground breaking because 
L. F. Draper and Associates, who is 
building the depot, have yet to obtain a 
building permit were proven false. 


The only fuss at the site was kicked up 


by the brisk wind which blew dirt into 
eyes, sandwiches, and drinks. 


To commemorate the occasion, L, F. 


Draper Jr., distributed gold plated, en- 
graved railroad spikes to village offi- 
cials.

DRAPER, A LOCAL developer, has 


agreed to build the new depot and dedi- 


cate it to the railway as long as the cost 
does not exceed $30,000. The trans- 
portation and shopping center has been 
estimated to cost $2 million. Draper has 
previously declined to say how much of 
the space has already been leased. 


The new depot is expected to be ready 


for use by the end of this year. 


As part of the agreement with the rail- 


road, the village has agreed to buy the 
three parking lots near the present depot 
for about $110,000. The railway told the 
village that it could not spend the money 
for the relocation unless it had an 
equivalent amount of income. 


The new depot is expected to provide 


about 550 new commuter parking spaces. 
There is now about a six month wait to 
obtain a space in the village parking lot.

Mass transit problems in Illinois may 


be the most controversial issue before 
the platform committee at the Republi- 
can State Convention this weekend, said 
Floyd T. Fulle of Des Plaines, co-chair- 
man of the platform committee. 


Fulle, a member of the Cook County 


board of commissioners and also Maine 
Townshhip Republican Committeeman, 
was named co-chairman of the com- 
mittee last week by Victor Smith, Re- 
publican state chairman. 


Fulle told.the Herald yesterday that 


key issues in the party's 1970 platform 
would be mass transit, airports, pollu- 
tion, housing and future planning for Illi- 
nois. 


"I think mass transit problems and the 


whole question of public transportation 
will be the most controversial," he said. 
"Even among Republicans, there are dif- 
ferent views in Cook County and the 
downstate areas." 


FULLE SAID HE personally would fa- 


vor creation of a statewide mass transit 
authority and a statewide airport author- 
ity. 


"If they had to be less than statewide, 


I would certainly not want to go smaller 
than on a broad regional area," he said. 


The party's platform, Fulle explained, 


will be the official view of the Republi- 
can Party and its candidates in the No- 
vember elections. 


Although the platform committee will 


not meet until 6 p.m. Friday, Fulle said 
much of the research on issues and prob- 
lems has already been done and that the 
chore this weekend will be to put various 
recommendations together in a package. 


"THE PLATFORM committee will lis- 


ten to the ideas of the governor's office, 
the state central committee and the vari- 
ous countj central committees," he said. 
"And it's possible that the platform may 
not be in final form when the convention 
is over. There have been years when the 
convention has recessed to a later date 
to ratify the platform." 


Fulle's Maine Township Republican 


Organization will bring one of the largest 
delegations to the convention. At least 40 
Maine Republicans win travel to Peoria 
hi 10 cars tomorrow afternoon. 


"We named 19 delegates and 19 alter- 


nate delegates to attend," he said. "I 
think it's important for many of our 
workers to have & chance to participate 
in something like this. They get a chance 
to see the party hierarchy in action and 
to be exposed to Republicans on a brow) 
er level than just the grass roots."

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R.R. Depot Ground 


In what Village Trustee Wendell Jones 


called "a low key, historical occasion," 
ground was broken yesterday for the 
construction of a new train depot and 
transportation center at Smith and Wood 
streets in Palatine. 


Actually, since public work crews have 


been cleaning and grading the area for 
several weeks, It was more like a dirt 
shoveling ceremony. 


There were no speeches at the site. In- 


stead a bar was set up and sandwiches 
were served starting at 11:30 a.m. After 
about 45 minutes of eating and drinking, 
the photographers, who were there to 
record the moment for history, decided it 
was time to have somebody pick up the 
brass shovel and pose. 


Chicago and North Western R.R. offi- 


cials said the moving of the depot from 
its location at Slade and Brockway to the 


new site is the first time the railroad 
moved a depot. 


MOST OF THE village trustees and de- 


partment heads in addition to Linda 
Miles, Miss Palatine for 1970, attended 
the bash. 


Rumors that the building department 


would stop the ground breaking because 
L. F. Draper and Associates, who is 
building the depot, have yet to obtain a 
building permit were proven false. 


The only fuss at the site was kicked up 


by the brisk wind which blew dirt into 
eyes, sandwiches, and drinks. 


To commemorate the occasion, L. F. 


Draper Jr., distributed gold plated, en- 
graved railroad spikes to village offi- 
cials. About 35 people attended the cere- 
mony. 


DRAPER. A LOCAL developer, has 


agreed to build the new depot and dedi- 


cate it to the railway as long as the cost 
does not exceed $30,000. The trans- 
portation and shopping center has been 
estimated to cost $2 million. Draper has 
previously declined to say how much of 
the space has already been leased. 


The new depot is expected to be ready 


for use by the end of this year. 


As part of the agreement with the rail- 


road, the village has agreed to buy the 
three parking tots near the present depot 
for about $110,000. The railway told the 
village that it could not spend the money 
for the relocation unless it had an 
equivalent amount of income. 


The new depot is expected to provide 


about 550 new commuter parking spaces. 
There is now about a six month wait to 
obtain a space in the village parking lot. 
the new train depot will mean less traffic 
congestion for downtown Palatine. 


Pledge Suit If Assessed 


Residents who live on the north side of 


Gilbert Street between Quentin Road and 
Middlcton in the Hunting Ridge subdivi- 
sion have vowed to sue Palatine if the 
village tries to assess them for improv- 
ing the street. 


The residents, who call the north half 


of the street Lanark Lane, live in an 
unincorporated area. The street is in the 
village. 


In May the village board authorized 


village engineers to prepare plans for the 
improvement of the north half of the 
street. The south half of the street was 
improved with the development of Hunt- 
ing Ridge, but the northern half was not 
because It was not required to be by vlt 
lage ordinance. 


Subdivision residents complained about 


the condition of the street and the village 
began planning.

of the street are not in the village, Pala- 
tine will have to levy a special assess- 
ment on property outside the village.

Before the subdivision was built, Ed- 


ward Perkins of 838 Gilbert, said the 


Construction 
Values Down 


The value of construction starts in Pal- 


atine continued to fall during the first six 
months of 1970 compared with last year's 
building starts. 


The magnitude of the construction 


slump can be seen by comparing con- 
struction starts during June, 1986 which 
totaled 11.9 million and total construction 
during the first six months of 1970 which 
totaled 11.8 million. 


These figures are reported in the June, 


1970 building department report prepared 
by Henry Apida, head of the department. 
The figures given by Apida are total 
building cost estimates made by appli- 
cants and accepted by the building de- 
partment. 


According to the report, Palatine is 


now more than $8,1 million behind the 
total of construction started during the 
first six months of 1989. Last year, which 
was Palatine's second $15 million year in 
a row, during the first six months the 
village saw a total of $9.98 million worth 
of construction starts. 


The tight money market has been 


blamed for the decrease in construction. 
Village Trustee John R. Hughes, presi- 
dent of the Suburban National Bank, has 
previously predicted that the village 
would lag behind last year's constructioe, 
pace, but there was • chance construc- 
tion could increase later in the year. 


According to the report a total of 


$245,495 worth of construction was start- 
ed la June. Of this amount, $208,000 came 
from the construction of seven single 
family dwellings and $29,000 came from 
•even single family residential additions 
and alteration. 


The village also collected $2,688 in fees 


during June and another $1,200 for water 
tap* and meters and sewer connection

Levin Probe Hints At Mob 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


The plot thickened at the Illinois Rac- 


ing Board Hearings yesterday as three 
state investigators linked the name Phil- 
ip J. Levin with some of the most no- 
torious crime syndicate names in the 
U.S. and Canada. None of the revelations 
were directly related to the operation of 
Arlington Park. 


The bizzare new information was 


brought to the attention of the board by 
Richard Gliebe, head of the Organized 
Crime Division of the HHnois Bureau of 
Investigation (IBI) and two of his special 
agents, Thomas Schumpp and Edward 
Wolf. 


The trio of investigators testified for 


more than three hours during the contin- 
uing investigation into racing license 
No. 409, issued to Chicago Thoroughbred 
Enterprises (CTE), a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Transnation Development 
Corporation which is headed by Levin. 
CTE owns and operates Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks. 


GLIEBE, WHO spent some time in- 


vestigating the situation in Acapulco in 


an undercover capacity, indirectly linked 
Levin with many underworld figures in- 
cluding Meyer Lansky. 


All the connections were in regard to 


activities at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
in Acapulco, Mexico. Levin had testified 
previously that he bought a five per cent 
mterest in the hotel after staying there 
as a guest and that Transnation (then 
known as Gulf and Western Land Devel- 
opment) later purchased the entire hotel, 
including the 50 per cent owned by one 
Moe Morton. 


Levin said he was not aware of any 


unsavory reputation attached to Morton 
during those dealings. 


Morton is reputed to have bad long- 


time associations with Las Vegas gam- 
bling figures and with Micky Cohen, as 
wen as "Bugsy" Siegel, the crime figure 
who is supposed to have first recognized 
the money-making opportunities in Las 
Vegas. 


GLIEBE SAID, "As a result of my in- 


vestigation, I discovered that soon after 
Gulf and Western Land purchased the 
Acapulco Towers- Hotel, there ensued a 


series of meetings at the hotel. 


"Moe Morton, who had been running 


the hotel after the purchase, met with 
many people, including Levin, at the ho- 
tel," he said. 


Gliebe's testimony also disputed testi- 


mony by Levin and Charles Bluhdorn, 
chairman of the board of Gulf and West- 
ern Industries and a director of Trans- 
nation. That testimony said the con- 
glomerate invested in the hotel because 
of its potential and the fact that it was 
well-run. 


GLIEBE SAID HE was told by Alberto 


Batani, one of the original incorporators 
of the hotel, that it was never run as a 
hotel but more like a private club for 
Morton's friends and, in fact, the hotel 
never made any money. Gliebe said it 
was apparently used as a "hideout" for 
persons seeking to avoid publicity. 


Levin had told the board he knew An- 


gelo "Gyp" DiCarlo only vaguely and 
through their respective sons. Levin-said 
he only spoke to DiCarlo once or twice to 
see if his son was at the DiCarto home. 


Early in the bearing, agent Schumpp 


gave testimony which apparently dis- 
putes other Levin testimony. 


Gliebe said the IBI is continuing their 


investigation particularly to see if Levin 
has any contact with N. Kaufman, Cana- 
dian crime syndicate figure. He said, 
"Canadian authorities have been con- 
tacted but we have not yet received any 
response." 


Schumpp said yesterday that toll call 


receipts obtained from New Jersey State 
Police indicated that "33 calls were 
placed from the DiCarlo residence to the 
Levin residence between June 29 and 
Aug. 27, 1967. Two more calls in July 
1969 were placed from the Levin resi- 
dence to the DiCarlo home." 


Schumpp characterized DiCarlo as a 


"lieutenant in the Vito Genovese family, 
the largest crime family in the state of 
New York." 


Schumpp said that records of Levin's 


North Building Co. of New Jersey show 
the firm did business with Sam DiCaval- 
cante, a well-known New York-New Jer- 
sey gangland leader.

"Starting this week, however, we will 


have a man on duty each afternoon with 
hopes that this problem can be cut 
down," McMorris said

SPITZA WARNED the group, however, 


not to expect the street to be corrected in 
a month or two but that "we're stuck 
w i t h the s t r e e t for quite a 
while . . . maybe ni ne months or a 
year." 


Referring to Fulle, Spitza said, "I can't 


think of anyone who could help us 
more." 


Spitza also reported that he had re- 


ceived a letter from George Dunne, 
chairman of the Cook County board, in 
which Dunne said that the Cook County 
Highway Department could be called on 
to mediate a discussion between the 
homeowners and the Palatine Township 
highway department. 


In a letter to George W. Dunne, presi- 


dent of te Cook County Board, Spitza de- 
scribed the street as "no ordinary one." 


"You see," he wrote, "we have 10-foot 


high cliffs created because someone ap- 
proved a street that should never have 
been; we have trees just waiting to 
topple off our cliffs of splendor which the 
County Forester won't touch because 
they're *not diseased . .."and 
neither 


the County, nor township highway de- 
partment will do anything about it. 


THE PROBLEM stems from an appar- 


ent disagreement between the developer 
of Pinehurst Manor, the Laurel Construc- 
tion Company, and a farmer who owns 
the land east of the subdivision. They 
have not been able to come to terms on 
the selling of the land. 


Gardenia Lane is a half street, pocked 


with holes and bordered by the end of the 
farmer's field which forms a steep wall. 


Adding to the problem are several trees 
rooted in the wall that look like they ar 
ready to topple over.

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School Sharing 
Discussed By 70 


About 70 representatives from Cook 


County school districts, including eight 
from the Northwest suburbs, yesterday 
discussed the complexities, implications 
and benefits of possible shared time pro- 
grama with CathoUc school*. 


the occasion was a roundtabte dis- 


cussion, sponsored by Robert Hanrahan, 
Cook County School Superintendent to 
allow members of his staff, representa- 
tives from the State Superintendent's of- 
fice, and Rev. Robert Clark, superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Archdiocese, to dis- 
cuss the shared time concept 


Early in the two-hour morning session, 


Clark assured his audience that he did 
not know of any "outright" Catholic 
school closings this fall, although a 
couple of schools are "on the fence" 
about reopening 


"I'M CONFIDENT to say that 1 hope 


there won't be any mass closings," he 
added later, and he said that the Catholic 
archdiocese is working to resolve the 
crisis 


Early in the meeting, m response to a 


question from Joseph Kiszko, business 
manager for Palatine-Rolling Meadows, 
Clark explained that shared time plans, 
in which public schools would enroll non- 
public school students on a part-time 
basis, are up to parents in individual dis- 
tricts. 


In response to a question about wheth- 


er school boards should expect delega- 
tions of Catholic parents seeking shared- 
time programs, Clark stated, "If you 
don't hear from them shortly, you won't 
(for the fall school semester) " 


HE SAID that shared-time plans have 


worked at St Paul's School and Kennedy 
High School in Chicago, as well as in Elk 
Grove Village, between Dlst 59 and 
Queen of the Rosary School 


Tom Warden, administrative assistant 


in Dist 59. asserted that the plants prob- 
lems in his district have been minor He 


said, however, that the district is begin- 
ning to feel pinched for space, and he 
didn't know how long the program could 
remain successful 


Other local school officials who attend- 


ed were Donald Brown, personnel direc- 
tor in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, 
Tom Rush, assistant superintendent in 
Prospect Heights Dist 23, James Retz- 
laff, assistant superintendent in River 
Trails Dist 26, Stuart Baas of Arlington 
Heights Dist 25, Allen Schwartz, an at- 
torney for Des Plaines Dlst 63, and Leon 
Smaages, superintendent for Des Plaines 
Dist 62 


WAYNE NEWLIN, state associate su- 


perintendent, said late in the meeting 
that his office could issue a statement on 
a public school program, would need to 
be certificated and would receive public 
the questions raised He added that the 
school wage benefits while on the job 


Clark, under questioning by George 


Gilluly, deputy superintendent, pointed 
out that parochial opposition to shared- 
time programs is only a problem before 
the program begins. He said that dis- 
tricts such as Dist 59 after their pro- 
gram began, saw opposition drop to zero 


THE CHICAGO ARCHDIOCESE, after 


the legislative defeat of state aid to non- 
public schools this spring, threatened at 
first to close all 422 Catholic schools 
However, Clark has recently been nego- 
tiating with James Redmond, president 
of the Chicago School Board, to develop 
a mutually acceptable shared time pro- 
posal 


Clark said a study is underway on en-

He added that the Arch- 


diocese's teaching payroll has climbed

Sees Transit Hassles 


Mass transit problems in Illinois may 


be the most controversial issue before 
the platform committee at the Republi- 
can State Convention this weekend, said 
Floyd T. Fulle of Des Plaines, co-chair- 
man of the platform committee. 


Fulle, a member of the Cook County 


board of commissioners and also Maine 
Townshhip Republican Committeeman, 
was named co-chairman of the com- 
mittee last week by Victor Smith, Re- 
publican state chairman. 


Fulle told the Herald yesterday that 


key issues in the party's 1970 platform 
would be mass transit, airports, pollu- 
tion, housing and future planning for Illi- 
nois. 


"I think mass transit problems and the 


whole question of public transportation 
will be the most controversial," he said. 
"Even among Republicans, there are dif- 
ferent views in Cook County and the 
downstate areas." 


FULLE SAID HE personally would fa- 


vor creation of a statewide mass transit 
authority and a statewide airport author- 
ity. 


"If they had to be less than statewide, 


I would certainly not want to go smaller 
than on a broad regional area," he said. 


The party's platform, Fulle explained, 


will be the official view of the Republi- 
can Party and its candidates in the No- 
vember elections. 


Although the platform committee will 


not meet until 6 p.m. Friday, Fulle said 
much of the research on issues and prob- 
lems has already been done and that the 
chore this weekend will be to put various 
recommendations together in a package. 


"THE PLATFORM committee will lis- 


ten to the ideas of the governor's office, 
the state central committee and the vari- 
ous county central committees," he said. 
"And it's possible that the platform may 
not be in final form when the convention 
is over. There have been years when the 
convention has recessed to a later date 
to ratify the platform." 


Fulle's Maine Township Republican 


Organization will bring one of the largest 
delegations to the convention. At least 40 
Maine Republicans will travel to Peoria 
in 10 cars tomorrow afternoon.

Levin Probe Hints At Mob 


fcy ROGER CAPETTINI 


The plot thickened at the Illinois Rac- 


ing Board Hearings yesterday as three 
state investigators linked the name Phil- 
ip J. Levin with some of the most no- 
torious crime syndicate names in the 
U.S. and Canada. None of the revelations 
were directly related to the operation of 
Arlington Park. 


The bizxare new information was 


brought to the attention of the board by 
Richard Gliebe, head of the Organized 
Crime Division of the Illinois Bureau of 
Investigation (IBI) and two of his special 
agents, Thomas Schumpp and Edward 
Wolf. 


The trio of investigators testified for 


more than three hours during the contin- 
uing investigation into racing license 
No. 409, issued to Chicago Thoroughbred 
Enterprises (CTE). a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary of the Translation Development 


Corporation which is headed by Levin. 
CTE owns and operates Arlington and 
Washington Park Race Tracks. 


GLIEBE, WHO spent some time in- 


vestigating the situation in Acapulco in 
an undercover capacity, indirectly linked 
Levin with many underworld figures in- 
cluding Meyer Lansky. 


All the connections were in regard to 


activities at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
in Acapulco, Mexico. Levin had testified 
previously that he bought a five per cent 
interest in the hotel after staying there 
as a guest and that Transnatlon (then 
known as Gulf and Western Land Devel- 
opment) later purchased the entire hotel, 
including the 50 per cent owned by one 
Moe Morton. 


Levin said he was not aware of any 


unsavory reputation attached to Morton 
during those dealings. 


Morton is reputed to have had long- 


time associations with Las Vegas gam- 
bling figures and with Micky Cohen, as 
well as "Bugsy" Siegel, the crime figure 
who is supposed to have first recognized 
the money-making opportunities in Las 


GLIEBE SAID, "As a result of my in- 


vestigation, I discovered that soon after 
Gulf and Western Land purchased the 
Acapulco Towers Hotel, there ensued a 
series of meetings at the hotel. 


'•Moe Morton, who had been running 


the hotel after the purchase, met with 
many people, including Levin, at the ho- 
tel," he said. 


Gliebe's testimony also disputed testi- 


mony by Levin and Charles Bluhdorn, 
chairman of the board of Gulf and West- 
ern Industries and a director of Trans- 
nation. That testimony said the con- 
glomerate invested in the hotel because 


of its potential and the fact that it was 
well-run. 


GLIEBE SAID HE was told by Alberto 


Batani, one of the original incorporators 
of the hotel, that it was never run as a 
hotel but more like a private club for 
Morton's friends and, in fact, the hotel 
never made any money. Gliebe said it 


Levin had told the board he knew An- 


gelo "Gyp" DiCarto only vaguely and 
through their respective sons. Levin said 
he only spoke to DiCarlo once or twice to 
see if his son was at the DiCarlo home, 
tacted but we have not yet received any 
response." 


Early in the hearing, agent Schumpp 


gave testimony which apparently dis- 
putes other Levin testimony, 
was apparently used as a "hideout" for 
persons seeking to avoid publicity. 


Gliebe said the IBI is continuing their

Andy Ends 36-Year Career

When Alfred Anderson of Rolling 


Meadows was five years old he was acci- 
dentally blinded in one eye. 


For this reason joining the military 


service was out of the question for 
"Andy," as he is known. But two weeks 
ago the Fifth Army chief of staff pinned 
on Andy's lapel the second highest award 
that the Army can confer on civilian em- 
ployes. 


The Meritorious Service Medal signi- 


fied the end of 36 years of federal service 
Anderson has behind him, the bulk of 
which dealt with U.S. Army operations. 


Anderson, 2511 Wilke Road, retired as 


the Fifth Army's chief of logistic ser- 
vices program and budget branch, which 
is headquartered at Fort Sheridan. 


After starting with the quartermaster 


branch of headquarters in 1934, he has 
left the responsibility of a $130 million 
yearly budget behind him when he re- 
tired at the age of 56 this month. 


WITH HIS other duties including ev- 


erything 
from supply and commu- 


nications operations to minor construc- 
tion and local post administration, An- 
derson's experience with the nation's 
Fifth Army have gone band in hand 
with history of the years. 


Although many of the operations were 


and still are classified "confidential," 
Anderson could list, but not comment on, 
events he was involved in such as the 
1961 Berlin call-up, the Cuban missile 
crisis of 1962 and the deployment of units 
to Southeast Asia. 


But Anderson could comment on the 


history being made around him today. 


Vietnam, for example, "Is a necessary, 


commitment. People do not recognize 
what • threat communism is to this 
world," he said. 


But even bigger than Communism "is 


the threat of the Middle East. Russia 
rearming Egypt is a greater threat to 
the world than whatever is left of that 
battered country called Vietnam," he 
said. 


Anderson, who has three sons now 


grown and gone, said he understood the 
position of the young people on Vietnam, 
but "that it is not a tremendously un- 
popular war with them. 


"I'VE VISITED MANY college 


campuses in my work and found that it's 
but a small minority raising the fuss. Mr 
Agnew has made this point many times 
and he is right." 


"The young people are no bad ex- 


ample," he added. "They have ideas and 
they stick to them. That's what counts." 


And over the 15 years be has lived in 


Rolling Meadows Anderson has had 
many an occasion to deal with teens and 
young adults. 


He founded the Boy Scout and Explor- 
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er Scout troops of the Rolling Meadows 
Community Church and watched each of 
his three sons reach the rank of Eagle 
Scout. 


But now, "I'm too old for all these civ- 


ic affairs. I'll let the younger people car- 
ry the ball, but I just hope I don't get too 
bored." 


And lately, "Andy" and his wife Elli- 


nor can be seen outside most any sum- 
mer day cutting his lawn and trimming 
his bushes at Campbell and Wilke. 


"I enjoy it. You, know, most people 


know me as the man on the corner with 
the lawnmower," he said.

After months of closed door negotiating 


sessions between teachers and board 
members, the High School Dist. 214 
board Monday night approved the 1970-71 
teacher salary package, which includes a 
starting salary of $8,000. 
, That $8,000 figure, one of the highest 
starting salaries in the area, applies to a 
beginning teacher with a bachelor's de- 
gree. It is $600, or 8.1 per cent, higher 
than last year's starting figure of $7,400. 


The approval was amiable, quick and 


unanimous. Both Vince Carioti, repre- 
senting the teacher's negotiating team, 
and Stephen Berry, assistant to the su- 
perintendent for public and personnel re- 


lations, expressed strong satisfaction 
with the agreement. 


A VOTE BY THE district's teachers 


will take place on Thursday, Aug. 27. Ca- 
rioti, a guidance counselor at Elk Grove 
High School, explained that the late date 
was needed as absent teachers are re- 
garded as a "no" vote when they act on 
a salary package. 


"I only have one regret, and that is 


that the rest of the board and the teach- 
ers didn't get to sit in on the negotiating 
sessions," said Carioti, and several of 
the board members agreed with him. 


The approved scale, only one part of 


the complete package, ranges from 
$8,000 to $17,225 for a teacher with a 
master's degree plus 30 hours of gradu- 
ate work on step 16 of the scale. That's 
close to the level of the lowest paid dis- 
trict administrators. 


A TEACHER with a master's degree 


starting in the district — and more and 
more Dist 214 teachers begin with mas- 
ter's degrees — will earn $8,800 under 
the new scale. 


A variety of increments are available 


for extra-administrative and instruc- 
tional related assignments. For example 
an audio-visual building director can 
earn $795 extra per year and special sal- 
aries are available for persons working 
in special capacities during the summer. 


DURING NEGOTIATIONS, which be- 


gan in March, board and teacher spokes- 
men have repeatedly emphasized that 
the sessions have been cordial, with no 
violent disagreements over the major is- 
sues. Carioti added, after the session, 
that he would not want to see a profes 
sional negotiator for the district; he is 
extremely pleased with this year's suc- 


The scale approved Monday night may 


place pressure on other area districts, as 
only two or three have concluded nego- 
tiations. The scale, regarded by some as 
high in the area, may push teachers in 
other districts to seek higher salary 


Penneys, Kretschmar Get Land Go-Ahead 


Two more parcels of land in Rolling 


Meadows moved one step closer to be- 
coming bidldlagi and parking lots Tues- 
day night when the city council approved 
general plats from the J. C. Penney Co., 
Inc. and Kretschmar Networks, Inc. 


Ptnneys hopes to construct a large 


complete service retail store on land 
wedged between Algonquin and GoJf 
roads. 


Across the street on Golf road, 


Kretschmar Networks will construct a 
six-story office building, the first of its 
kind in Rolling Meadows. 


The office building complex will be lo- 


cated on lot one of a four-lot site owned 
by Krttschmar Networks, a Chicago 
based firm. 


LOTS TWO, THREE and four are 


rated for commercial purposes and are 
roughly two acres in siat apiece. 


Bewdarias of tba satire four-lot parcel 


are Golf Road on the north, the tollwsy 
on the Southwest and Dwyer Street on 
the east. 


John Kretschmar said plans for the of- 


fice building have not been finalized. 
Just recently, his firm decided to aban- 
don construction of a basement in the 
building that would have been used for 
storage and tower-rent offices. 


Kretschmar said the 184-foot long, 72- 


foot wide six-story building is being de- 
signed for business and corporation use 
but space rentals to professional people 
win be accepted. 


The Treasury, one of three such stores 


being built in the suburban Chicago ana 
by Penneys, will hopefully open in late 
1973 or early 1973. 


PENNEYS 18 ALSO building Treasur- 


ys In groups of three in Los Angeles, At- 
lanta, Milwaukee and Dallas. 


Tat stores will handle nationally 


known brand names in hard goods and 
Penneys' brands in soft goods. 


Although the city council approved the 


general concept of the Treasury, it did so 
with some reservations. 


The Rolling Meadows planning com- 


mission wants Penneys to immediately 
install sidewalks on Algonquin and Golf 
Roads. 


Penneys is hesitant to install them on 


Gotf until the Kretschmar office building 
is under construction. 


Kretschmar said Wednesday that it is 


impossible to set a storting date but he 
hopes work on the office building can be- 
gin within 12 months. 


PENNEYS HAS AGREED to make 


the Golf Road sidewalk installation with- 
in 18 months of the Treasury opening if 
the office building is under construction. 


The council also wants better lighting 


at all ingresns and egresses. 


It is similarly requesting that Penneys 


supply square footage figures that will 
make it possible to determine if adequate 
parking space is being provided. 


Rolling Meadows requires three square 


feet of parking for every square foot of 
.retail space in C-2 (commercial) zoned 
property. 


PENNEYS MAINTAINS it has allowed 


five square feet for every square foot of 
shopping space but has not supplied fig- 
ures to back this up. 


The city council is also seeking an 


agreement that Penneys will install up to 
200 additional parking spaces within 18 
months of the Treasury opening if the 
council deems it necessary. 


The Treasury is being built on the 


westernmost of four land parcels the 
Penneys company owns in the Isenstein- 
Parker tract. 


The other parcels might eventually in- 


clude a bank, a theater, small stores, of- 
fices and apartments. All would be con- 
trolled by Penneys. 


The other land parcels are: 
—a large rectangular shaped piece 


directly north of the store, facing north- 
east and bounding on Algonquin Road; 


—THE SMALLEST parcel, located 


northeast of the store, shaped somewhat 
like, the state of Nevada reversed and 
fronting on Algonquin Road; and 


—another large rectangular parcel lo- 


cated east of the parking lot and fronting 
on both Algonquin and Gotf Roads. This 
is the easternmost section of land owned 
by Penneys. 


As part of the Treasury total service 


concept, the store will include a grocery, 
dry-cleaning pick-up, packaged liquors 
area and automobile gasoline sales area. 


This is where the only problem comes 


in. Penneys considers the gasoline facil- 


ity essential to the Treasury. 


Rolling Meadows, however, has a 


clause in the annexation agreement of 
the Isenstein-Parker tract which allows 
only two gas stations on already deter- 
mined portions of the property. 


ONE STATION IS under construction. 


The area alloted for the second will be 
located on Golf Road and Wilke Road 
when Wilke is relocated. 


Penney's plat shows their gas station 


on Golf Road west of Algonquin Road. 


One of two alternatives must occur. 


The City council must change or elimi- 
nate the clause or Penneys must move 
the station. 


If neither of these is possible, the en- 


tire project will be lost. 


"Where JB* gasoline sates have been 


denied, we have not proceeded with the 
project," a Penneys spokesman said ear- 
ly this month.

A Wheeling mother and her three 


daughters need a place to live and they 
need it soon 


Mrs. Kathy Gunlogson and her three 


daughters, Angel, 3, and Kathy and 
Shana, one-year-old twins, must leave 
the house they are renting at 290 E. Nor- 
man Ln by July 31 because Mrs. Gun- 
Igson is unable to keep up the rent pay- 
ments. 


And she can't (ind anywhere else to 


live 


The blond, pretty young mother, ex- 


pecting her fourth child in October, is 
now in the process o( obtaining a divorce 


from public aid but they could only give 
from her husband. She is receiving $350 
a month in alimony and child support, 
and figures she could spend no more 
than $170 a month for a place to stay. 


"I'VE BEEN LOOKING for 
five 


months, from here all the way to the 
Wisconsin border and I just can't find 
anything. Either the rent is too high or 
they won't rent to people with children. 
Usually the rent is too high," Mrs. Gun- 
logson said. 


I've been to svery agency in Chicago 


— the public aid department, FHA (Fed- 
eral Housing Authority) the Salvation 
Army — no one can help me. And I'm

getting desperate." 


"They all have such long waiting lists 


at FHA. I was hoping to get more money 
me $233 a month, which would have been 
less than the court determined I should 
get. The only thing I'm getting through 
public aid is medical insurance to pay 
for my hospital delivery costs." 


Mrs. Gunlogson has tried local groups 


too, FISH, the Title III mental health 
clinic at Wheeling High School and the 
First Baptist Church of Wheeling. 


"THEY WERE ALL real nice but they 


aren't equipped to handle cases like 
mine," she said. 


Mrs. Gunlogson and her daughters 


have been without water at the house on 
Norman Lane since May. The landlord 
cut off the water in an effort to make her 
leave the house where she has lived for a 
year. She owes $360 in back rent. 


"The water is a problem. But I've been 


going over to my parents' house in Ar- 
lington Heights to get water from them. I 
have to make the trip each day. It is a 
problem," she repeated. 


Mrs. Gunlogson said she has no friends 


or relatives in the area with whom she 
could stay. "My parents live in Arlington 
Heights but they have three other chil- 
dren and only a two-bedroom apartment, 
so we can't stay there. I don't know what 
I am going to do at the end of the month. 


I WISH SOME of the landlords could 


bend their regulations a little to help us 
out." 


Mrs. Gunlogson would like to stay in 


this area, if possible. 


"Most people think I need three bed- 


rooms with the children but I'd be satis- 
fied with two bedrooms or even one bed- 
room if I could only find a place. I 
wouldn't want to live in Chicago if pos- 
sible, since there aren't any parking fa- 
cilities, except in the expensive apart- 
ments, and I would have to carry the 
children shopping. 


"I'd like to get a job after the baby is 


born if I could although most! sitters are 
expensive," she said. 


Right now though the immediate prob- 


lem is what will happen on Aug 1..

Child Learning Discussed 


"Tell me why, mommy." 
Within this simple request are some of 


the answers for why some children do 
well In school and why others don't. It 
also may be one key to motivating chil- 
dren to learn. 


Motivation was the topic yesterday in a 


discussion between parents and faculty 
members of a Maine Township special 
education program for children with 
learning disabilities, held at PlainfieM 
School, 1850 Plainfield, Des Plaines 


Children with "learning disabilities" 


are children of average intelligence, it 
was determined, who are not learning up 
to expectations. Approximately 250 stu- 
dent! are attending the six-week course. 


Yesterday's meeting was one of two 


meetings to help involve parents in the 
program and to explain to them what is 
being done for their children. 


"GETTING THE parents involved is 


as important as helping the child," ac- 
cording to the program's coordinator, 
Reginal Hanks. 


The idea behind the meeting was to 


help the child get help in the home, Hank 
said 


Motivation ("you can bring a child to 


school, but you can't make him learn") 
was termed the single most important 
factor in creating learning disabilities. 


Harold Swanson, one of the program's 


two psychologists, said that students 
want to learn when their goals are the 
same as the teacher's goals. When the

teacher wants the student to learn to 
read and the student wants to learn to 
read, there is no problem. 


The problem is in getting the student 


to share the goal. And the key to this, he 
said, is in talking to the child and con- 
vincing him of the Tightness of the goal 


Talking to the child and really finding 


out why he does things is considered ex- 
tremely important. 


One of the four teacher team leaders, 


Mrs. Muriel Tyrrell, tied this with the 
encouragement of "the inquiring mind" 
in helping students to learn. 


Mrs. Tyrrell said that too often parents 


"squelch" the inquiring mind of a child 


by not answering his questions 


"IF YOU SAY 'don't bother me' the 


child won't" 


Children team a great deal from ques- 


tions they ask parents. Development of 
interests often come from conversations 
between parents and children, and the 
understanding gap is narrowed 


Children get their vocabulary from 


their parents. The level of their language 
win determine the level of their thinking. 


Parents should try to answer questions 


as well as they can and take enough in- 
terest to look up what they don't know. 
Explaining something in a coherent se- 
quence of ideas helps to mold the child's 


thought processes, she said. 


Shy children who don't ask questions 


should be encouraged by their parents to 
ask questions. She suggested reading to 
them, then asking them what they think 
might happen after the end of the story 
to one of the characters. 


This requires an imaginative answer, 


one that isn't right or wrong, and so not 
upsetting to the shy child. The parent 
might lead by saying what she things 
might happen in the story and saying 
"do you agree?" 


"The inquiring mind needs to be moti- 


vated and can be encouraged," said Mrs. 
Tyrrell.

Train Your Dog

An old dog can learn new tricks. 
This is a belief of Mrs. Marion Meseth, 


instructor and leader of a dog obedience 
program for children and their dogs at 
three Des Plaines parks this summer. 


Mrs. Meseth, of 2128 Fox Lake, Des 


Plaines, and two other women, Mrs. 
Caroline Liebich and Mrs. Helen Hasi- 
bar, at South, West and Rand parks 
teach the principals and practice of dog 
training to children 8 through 16 years of 
age. 


The only requirements are that the dog 


be at least 6-month-old. There is no 
charge, according to Mrs. Meseth. 


DOGS ARE TAUGHT to heel, to lie 


down on command, to sit and stay or to 
stand and stay, and to return on com- 
mand. 


The eight week program will end on 


Aug. 15, graduation day, when dogs will 
be tested for their obedience and the 
youths scored on then: ability to com- 
mand. Four trophies will be awarded, 
and all who took part in the program will 
receive certificates. 


About 12 children are participating at 


South Park, Howard and White, where 
Mrs. Meseth usually conducts the class 
in the park's parking area. 


Mrs. Meseth, and the other two women 


are approved instructors. They are mem- 
bers of the Rand Park Dog Club, a group 
of about 160 members from throughout 
the Northwest suburbs who encourage 
dog bedience training. 


TO BECOME A qualified instructor for 


the park program, according to Mrs. Me- 


seth, the would-be instructor must pass a 
test, requiring the training of a pre- 
viously untrained dog. The dog must be 
trained in six hours, to the same level as 
if he had been trained over a 12 week 
period. 


The group annually sponsors a dog 


show in late November or early Decem- 
ber in which 85 trophies are awarded. 


The idea behind the 23-year-old group 


and the park program is to "make better 
citizens out of dogs," according to Mrs. 

It is to make it a little easier for 
someone to buy and own a dog, so that 
neighbors won't be disturbed.

Four Years? More Say No 


For the first time in several years, less 


than half of the graduates of High 
School Dist 214 will be attending four- 


Statistics just released by the district 


show that only 48.4 per cent of the 2,917 
graduates this June will attend four-year 
colleges. That's a drop of 2.2 per cent 
from last year's figure. 


At the same time, enrollment in two- 


year colleges, such as Harper College in 
Palatine, jumped from 601 to 701 stu- 
dents, or an increase from 22.5 per cent 
to 24.9 per cent. 


The total percentage of students at- 


tending college or nursing chool dropped 


from 74.1 to 73.4 per cent, while the per- 
centage of students entering the labor 
market climbed from 168 to 196 per 
cent, an increase of 120 students. 


RODERICK McLENNAN, assistant su- 


perintendent for instruction, stressed 
that the increase in two-year college stu- 
dents was explained by the presence of 
Harper. He explained that Harper offers 
two years of education for a student pri- 
or to completing degree work at a foui- 
year college or university.

Pact Approved

After months of closed door negotiating 


sessions between teachers and board 
members, the High School Dist. 214 
board Monday night approved the 1970-71 
teacher salary package, which includes a 
starting salary of $8,000. 


That $8,000 figure, one of the highest 


starting salaries in the area, applies to a 
beginning teacher with a bachelor's de- 
gree. It is $600, or 8.1 per cent, higher 
than last year's starting figure of $7,400. 


The approval was amiable, quick and 


unanimous. Both Vince Carioti, repre- 
senting the teacher's negotiating team, 
and Stephen Berry, assistant to the su- 
perintendent for public and personnel re- 
lations, expressed strong satisfaction 
with the agreement. 


A VOTE BV THE district's teachers 


will take place on Thursday, Aug. 27. Ca- 
rioti, a guidance counselor at Elk Grove 
High School, explained that the late date 
was needed as absent teachers are re- 
garded as a "no" vote when they act on 
a salary package. 


"I only have one regret, and that is 


that the rest of the board and the teach- 
ers didn't get to sit in on the negotiating 
sessions," said Carioti, and several of 
the board members agreed with him. 


The approved scale, only one part of 


the complete package, ranges 
from 


$8,000 to $17,225 for a teacher with a 
master's degree plus 30 hours of gradu- 
ate work on step 16 of the scale. That's 
close to the level of the lowest paid dis- 
trict administrators. 


A TEACHER with a master's degree 


starting in the district — and more and 
more Dist. 214 teachers begin with mas- 
ter's degrees — will earn $8,800 under 
the new scale. 


The package also includes, as it has in 


the past, increments for extra-curricular' 
and instructional related assignments.' 
Teachers this year will be able to earn- 
between $175 and $1200 for extra-curricu- 
lar work, depending on the load and pre- 
vious experience. 


A variety of increments are available; 


for extra-administrative 
and instruc- 


tional related assignments. For example 
an audio-visual building director can 
earn $795 extra per year and special sal- 
aries are available for persons working 
in special capacities during the summer. 


DURING NEGOTIATIONS, which be- 


gan in March, board and teacher spokes-' 
men have repeatedly emphasized that 
the sessions have been cordial, with no 
violent disagreements over the major is- 
sues. Carioti added, after the session, 
that he would not want to see a profes 
sional negotiator for the district; he is 
extremely pleased with this year's suc- 
cess.

in an infrared convection oven They are 
put into disposable service trays and dis- 
tributed to the students by the employe 


MASS FEEDING has taken care of the 


disposal operation The service trays and 
entree trays are cleaned and returned to 
the company for recycling 


Menus are distributed weekly so a 


child can make other arrangements for 
lunch if he doesn't care for what is being 
served The same menu appears no more 
than every fourth week. 


"We get daily participation reports and 


if a meal is not doing well we take it 
out." iVtcQuister said "After all we want 
to have the children like what they are

If Illinois indeed does have the 


nation's strongest anti - pollution 
framework, now is the time to show 
it. 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie has named 


the five members of his Pollution 
Control B o a r d , the enforcement 
arm of the state's newly-created, 
three-prong environmental protec- 
tion arsenal. 


On paper, the appointments seem 


like strong ones The governor has 
taken pains to keep the alignment 
non-partisan, with two Republicans 
and two Democrats under inde- 
pendent chairman David P. Cur- 
rie, who had been serving as Envi- 
ronmental 
Quality 
Coordinator. 


Two members are 
from 
Cook 


County, two from Lake, and one 
from Champaign, and a wide vari- 
ety of interests are represented. 


Besides Currie. the board mem- 


bers include Samuel Lawton, an 
attorney, mayor of Highland Park 
and chairman of the now-defunct 
Air Pollution Control Board; Sam- 
uel Aldrich, a professor of agri- 
culture at the University of Illinois; 
Jacob Dumelle. director of the 
Lake Michigan Basin Office for the 
Federal Water Quality Administra- 
tion: and Richard Kissel, attorney 
for Abbot Laboratories of North 
Chicago 


The jobs are full-time, which is 


essential, and the board members 
will have the power to set stand- 
ards, conduct hearings and rule 
on cases brought by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 


"In their hands" said the gov- 


ernor, "is the sweeping delegation 
of power made by the General As- 
sembly to control all present and 


for seeable forms of environmental 
damage in Illinois." 


How they meet that challenge is 


critical. There is only one path for 
the board to follow; tough, straight 
and forward. 


Illinois has no need for another 


new agency that will be entwined 
in its own bureaucracy, that will 
waste its time coddling polluters or 
allowing endless delays while the 
state's air and water further de- 
generates. 


This, without any more excuses, 


is the time for action. We've been 
told by the governor and the at- 
torney general that we now truly 
have the means to go after the 
polluters. They've put themselves 
and the Pollution Control Board 
on the spot, and on the spot they 
should stay.

Picking on Central Telephone Co., I've 


found, is sort of like rolling the town 
drunk. Since venting my spleen at the 
local utility a couple weeks ago, the 
cards and letters have been coming in. 


Let 'em have it, said some readers, 


obviously even more irate than I. But 
others, probably the same people who 
put up with second rate performances at 
most levels by their political representa- 
tives, seem to enjoy the foibles of Cen- 
tral Tel and pleaded for mercy. 


"You think they're bad now, you 


should have seen them three or four 
years ago," said one woman caller to the 
accompaniment of a strange background 
clicking noise on the telephone line. 


ANOTHER WOMAN, a veteran ad- 


versary of Central Tel, said she was clip- 
ping my remarks and mailing them to 
t h e Illinois Commerce Commission, 
which has been considering the com- 
pany's request for a rate hike. Still an- 
other reader called to explain that the 
company has had trouble hiring enough 
operators and that picking on them does 
no good. 


One man wrote of his experiences with 


the telephone company in Bogota, Co- 
lombia. 


"In Colombia, one frequently reached 


interesting people when dialing," he 
said. That's nothing, I thought. In Des 
Plaines, interesting people sometimes 
just cut into your line and you don't even 
have to dial them. 


"It was sort of an accepted social oc- 


casion," he said of his South American 
experiences. "But here, only grumpy 
voices inform of one's stupidity." 


Instead of seeking thrills in Bogota, I 


should have told him, he can try to call 
the Maine Township supervisor's num- 
ber. There, in addition to the pleasant 
secretary, you get a not-so-pleasant 
recording informing you that the number 
you called which connected you to the 


party you wanted to talk with is not a 
working number and to try again. 


BUT ONE THING about knocking Cen- 


tral Tel is that you give Illinois Bell, 
AT&T's local subsidiary, a swelled head. 
After reading my comments recently, a 
Bell man sent me a sympathy card, say- 
ing that some day AT&T may own Cen- 
tral Tel and everything will be all right.

Town Of Neighborhoods

"It's a hundred little communities 


within one big one. And I love it. I 
wouldn't live anywhere else." 


Speaking was Dorothy Oliver, Des 


Plaines Herald/Day columnist and wom- 
en's writer. We had been riding around 
the town in her car for almost an hour 
and I was beginning to get the feeling of 
what she meant. 


WE HAD start--?'down Center Street, 


then went onto Henry into what Dorothy 
called "the heartland of the town." Old, 
pretty frame houses with sun porches. 
Blocks lined with thick old elm and cot- 
tonwood trees whose green branches met 
in graceful arches over our heads. (The 
elms, sadly, were dying and small maple 
saplings had recently been planted to 
take the places of ones that were already 
gone. It would be many years before 
these maples would have their branches 
forming green arches over the street.) 


A sign in a window caught my eye. It 


was a silhouette of a mother and two 
children. Dorothy explained that the sign 
signified that the home meant there was 
a "safety mother" inside. Any child 
walking on the block knew that silhouette 
signified help was inside the house if he 
or she needed it. (I was to see many 
more such signs in other windows before 
the ride was over.) 


WE PASSED the impressive United 


Church of Christ at Cora and Henry, 
built in 1892, with its beautiful white por- 
tico. (It's newer addition, added in 1963, 
blended into the same brick colonial 
style of the original structure.) 


We passed a tree with a red mark on 


its trunk, put there by the city, signifying 
Elm Disease and the imminent death of 
another tiny piece of this lovely old town.

Then into White Street, pretty brick 


houses and a little corner park. (I was to 
learn this particular morning that Des 
Plaines had little corner parks in every 
neighborhood, it seemed, and, according 
to Des Plaines Herald/Day City Editor 
Barry Sigale "a great park district that 
just won't quit.") 


This one, Cherokee Park, had the usual 


basketball net and backboard, swings, 
sliding boards, and this particular morn- 
ing two eight-year-old blond boys who 
had parked their bikes and were now sit- 
ting on a bench trading baseball cards. 


We crossed Oakton into the south side 


to what Dorothy called "my side of 
town," Riverview Avenue, Linden Street.

HE WAS WEARING a T-shirt which 


said on its front, "And How It's Fun . . . 
Lake Park Day Camp." As we started 
up again, Dorothy explained that a bus 
came around each morning to pick up 
the kids and take them to the "And 
How" park district day camp. 


We passed a Little League field behind 


the school. Though it was early in the 
morning of a day that was beginning to 
get hot the kids can play ball the right 
way. They know that none can do the job 
without the other's help." 


We passed yet another small park on 


Maple Street, "McKay Nealis Park," the 
sign read. "Don't know why but the kids 
call it Candylane Park," Dorothy said. 


Three children were using the swings. 


A teenage babysitter walked into the 
park with her charges, two little girls. 


"Lots of young marrieds in this neigh- 


bo r h o o d , " Dorothy explained. "But 
there's never a lack of babysitters. I 
have my choice of three." 


I commented on how much she really 


seemed to enjoy living in Des Plaines. 
(Dorothy had grown up in Lancolnwood 
and lived almost five years in Chicago 
before she and her family settled in this 
town three years ago.) 


"When you love something you get that

vealed were payoffs to police for calling 
certain companies, welfare fraud in 
cases of elderly patients and false 
records kept by ambulance drivers. 


Name Ehrmann 
To Committees 


Dr. Rolf-Helmut Ehrmann has recently 


been reappointed to President's com- 
mittee on the Employment of the Handi- 
capped by President Nixon and to its 
state counterpart by Illinois Governor 
Richard B. Ogilvte. 


It is the second appointment to both 


committees for Dr. Ehrmann, a German 
patent attorney & chemist at Universal 
Oil Products Company's international 
headquarters in Des Plaines. 


Partially paralyzed himself, Dr. Ehr- 


mann has actively campaigned for nu- 
merous measures to enhance the employ- 
ability of disabled persons. With the Na- 
tional Paraplegia Foundation he spon- 
sored three unsuccessful attempts to ob- 
tain state-wide legislation in Illinois 
which would exempt handicapped per- 
sons from parking regulations so that 
they might park near their place of em- 
ployment 


An ordinance incorporating similar 


provisions was obtained from the Chi- 
cago City Council. Dr. Ehrmann has also 
advocated changes in the state's second 
injury laws which he believes still deter 
full employment of disabled workers.

About 70 representative* from Cook 


County school districts, Including eight 
from the Northwest suburbs, yesterday 
discussed the complexities, implications 
and benefits of possible shared time pro- 
grams with Catholic schools. 


The occasion was a roundtabte dis- 


cussion, sponsored by Robert Hanrahan, 
Cook County School Superintendent, to 
allow members of his staff, representa- 
tives from the State Superintendent's of- 
fice, and Rev Robert Clark, superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Archdiocese, to dis- 
cuss the shared time concept. 


Early in the two-hour morning session, 


Clark assured his audience that he did 
not know of any "outright" Catholic 
school closings this fall, although a 
couple of schools are "on the fence" 
about reopening 


"I'M CONFIDENT to say that I hope 


there won't be any mass closings," he 
added later, and he said that the Catholic 
archdiocese is working to resolve the 
crisis 


Early in the meeting, in response to a 


question from Joseph Kiszka, business 
manager for Palatine-Rolling Meadows, 
Clark explained that shared time plans, 
in which public schools would enroll non- 
public school students on a part-time 
basis, are up to parents in individual dis- 
tricts 


In response to a question about wheth- 


er school boards should expect delega- 
tions of Catholic parents seeking shared- 
time programs, Clark stated, "If you 
don't hear from them shortly, you won't 
(for the fall school semester) " 


HE SAID that shared-time plans have 


worked at St Paul's School and Kennedy 
High School in Chicago, as well as in Elk 
('trove Village, between Dist 
59 and

How does a psychiatrist use group psy- 


chotherapy in his practice7 


Group psychotherapy refers to the 


gathering of patients, states Dr. Norman 


Brandes, a practicing psychiatrist in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio Usually the group is 
screened and is composed of patients 
who are seeing one particular therapist 
or several therapists. 


In most instances, the group consists of 


from 8 to 10 patients, both men and wom- 
en The sole purpose of the group is to 
have its members interact with each oth- 
er in a therapeutic, supervised fashion. 


The psychiatrist must get to know each 


patient Individually before admitting him 
to the group. Sometimes a patient is seen 


alone for a year or two before the thera- 
pist considers putting him in a group. 
Not all patients on an out-patient basis 
can tolerate the group situation. 


OR. BRANDES explains to his patient 


that the group session will run about an 
hour In length, and will meet once or 
twice a week. The most important point 
for the patient to understand is that each 
person is obliged to keep the confidence 
of the other group members. Whatever is 
discussed in group must stay within the 
"family" and doesn't leave, and can't 


even be conveyed to one's own spouse or 
friends. 


Adolescents and young adults seem to 


benefit the most from group psy- 
chotherapy, states Dr. Brandes. It seems 
to fit in with the needs of a young person 
to Identify with his peers. He will accept 
from bis peers what he will not accept 
from an adult authority figure. 


For those who are middle aged, group 


therapy has proved valuable for couples 
experiencing marital difficulties. The 
couples can come together hi a group 


setting and be able to share their prob- 
lems openly. It gives them a feeling of 
mutual support and helps them feel less 
alone, helping to recapture the family 
unit again. 


With the pressures which they are un- 


der in today's society, many people feel 
lost and alone. Sometimes group psy- 
chotherapy can help them to realize that 
they are not alone in their problems, and 
by all members of the group being able 
to help each other, each is able to help 
himself as well.

ments nicely and he was fully Justified in 
opening with two. Furthermore,

should have made game in spite of the 
frightful hand placed on the table by his 
partner. 


South was finesse happy. He looked 


over dummy and saw that the nine of 
trumps would be an entry. That would 
give him a chance to try the diamond 
finesse and, if It worked, he would have 
his 10th trick. 


He ruffed the second club, cashed the 


ace and king of trumps and ace of dia- 
monds, entered dummy with that nine of 
trumps, lost the diamond finesse and was 
down one. 


We have no objection to the finesse. It 


is a fine play but It is only SO-SO. South 
should have made his contract without it. 
He should have played one round of 
trumps to start Iris campaign and then 
continue by playing ace and another 
heart. When he got in next, he should 
have led out his last heart. This would 
set up dummy's six of hearts as a win- 
ner. He could get there with the nine of 
trumps and discard his Jack of dia- 
monds. 


Of course, suits don't have to break 


3-3, but if hearts failed to break he would 
still have been able to try the finesse.

\ Rep. Crane Praises Free Chinese 


U. S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-13th, 


praised the courage of citizens of Free 
China this morning and told them "you 
have a splendid opportunity to serve as 
a beacon to the people of the mainland 
who have suffered for 20 years under 
Communist domination." 


Crane's remarks were delivered as he 


stepped from a plane in Taipei on the 
island of Formosa shortly after midnight 
today, Chicago time. 


The stop was the first on his seven-day 


visit to Formosa, South Vietnam and 
Thailand. 


Crane is the guest of the China Chapter 


of the World Anti-Communist League and 
the Committee of Civic Organizations of 
the Republic of China in Support of the 
Struggle for Freedom behind the Iron 
Curtain. 


WHILE IN Taipei, Crane will address 


a mass rally as part of Captive Nations 
Week observances in Formosa. 


"As I prepared for this trip, and even 


as I was landing, I was struck with the 
enormity of the challenge that faces 
those who believe in freedom for all peo- 
ples," Crane said. 


"Here on this island, some 14 million 


people live and work in harmony and co- 
operation while at the same time, a mere 
100 miles away, some 700 million people 
find freedom and self-expression in any 
form only a distant and unattainable 
ideal," Crane added. 


He said the people of the mainland 


look to the free Chinese for guidance and 
hope and added that he, as a former his- 
tory professor, would encourage them 
never to give up that hope.

of abandoned and junked cars has been 
set up and is operating In Wheeling 


The operation is located on a frontage 


road adjacent to the Palatine Expessway 
west of Wolf Rood and just enst of the 
Soo Line R R tracks 


Jack Waggoner, an official of Mobile 


Auto Crushers Inc , said the crusher will 
be at the Wheeling site for the next 60 to 
90 days "For anyone who wants to bring 
an old junk auto over here for disposal, 
there is no charge If they want us to 
pkk it up we hve to charge about $15. 
The $15 is a towing charge 


WAGGONER SAID the crusher itself is 


located about 1000 feet back from the 
frontage road A diveway runs from the 
frontage road to the crusher site "We 
have been here about a week," Waggo- 
ner said "We hope to clean up the area 
in the next two or three months " 


M 0 Horcher Wheeling s police chief 


said yesterday the auto crusher site was 
the first place in the area where a per- 
manent location for abandoned car dis- 
posal has been established 


Horcher said Wheeling disposed of "300 


to 400 ' autos last year when the crusher 
was located at another site near Palatine 
Road He added however that about 125 
abandoned cars are in a field north of 
Strong Street near the Soo Line R R 
tracks, still to be disposed of

green decorations and the words "Dan- 
ger-Poison" in red fell off the truck of 
hornet exterminator Peter S Sweet ap- 
proximately 4 p m Tuesday 


The powder resembles gray talcum 


powder which turns white in a very few 
minutes if opened in an enclosure, such 
as a bedroom 


If the powder is then dumped into wa- 


ter such as a toilet where your son or 
daughter might try to dispose of it, a 
very strong, lethal gas escapes, capable 
of killing 


The can fell off Sweet's truck some- 


where on the following route- Hicks road 
to West Frontage Road to Route 62 and 
then east to Des Plaines. 


Rolling Meadows police were unable to 


find the can in a Wednesday search 
Case said he hopes the can was run over 
and then dissipated in Tuesday night's 
rain 


If the can is found, the local police de- 


partment should be contacted imme- 
diately Case said the Rolling Meadows 
police would pick the can up if they are 
called

experiencing a "flood of reactions" from 
the first mass Rubella vaccine program 
in the northwest suburbs 


Dr Colette Rasmussen, of the Cook 


County Department of Health and one of 
the program leaders said about five per 
cent of those Inoculated are recently hav- 
ing a bad reaction to the vaccine — as 
expected 


"About 5 per cent of the children do 


get reactions, with joint pains being the 
most common," she said 


BETWEEN 18 to "50 days after the 


child received his vaccination is when 
the reaction occurs Pain and stiffness 
early in the morning and late at night in 
the small joints such as fingers, wrist, el 
bows and knees, are the most common 
complaints pediatricians are receiving 


"These symptoms make motion diffi- 


cult are usually relieved by aspirin or 
prescribed pain-killers and only last a 
few days ' Dr Rasmussen said 


The joint pain '.\ hich has been mistak- 


en by doctors for arthutis and even rheu- 
matic fever in some cases is a transient 
ailment and leaves no permanent dam- 
age she said 


"About 01 per cent of their children do 


experience the pain and discomfort for 
two weeks or more' she said Some 


have even been hospitalized because par- 
ents have taken their children to ortho- 
pedic surgeons, instead of pediatricians, 
who had been forewarned of the five per 
cent reaction flood 


"We are still telling doctors and par- 


ents to remember that the reaction takes 
a long time to appear, and not to put a 
child through an elaborate set of tests if 
he has received a Rubella shot and is 
undergoing such discomfort" 


DR. DILAVER AVCIOGLU, a special- 


ist in pediatrics in Arlington Heights, 
said he and his associate Dr M E Mu- 
let have been dealing with "quite a few 
of these cases lately " 


He said there is no cure except medi- 


cation to stop the pain and that another 
symptom is that there is no swelling, ten- 
derness or redness in the aching joints 


"The pain is also symmetrical," he 


-aid That is, both wrist, knees or which- 
ever joints are experiencing discomfort 
will do so at the same time 


In laymen's terms, "this is an aller- 


genic or sensitivity reaction, and the 
same symptoms are seen in actual or 
natural cases of German measles," Dr 
Rasmussen said 


The 5 per cent of those inoculated who 


did or are reacting to the vaccine is low 


compared to reactions from other vac- 
cines, she said 


For example, reactions from vaccines 


for the regula measles is usually as high 
as 25 per cent, and those from baby shots 
can go up to as high as 50 per cent 


"IT'S JUST THAT we inoculated so 


many at one time in one area This is 
causing all the alarm," Dr Rasmussen 
said "You get a flood of reactions all at 
once " 


The one encouraging sign since the 


May program went into effect "is that it 
does seem to be causing a tremendous 
decrease of the many Rubella cases such 
as we saw during the first four months of 
this year " 


"We will continue to use the vaccine 


(which is manufactured by various com- 
panies and goes by various names) with 
hopes of refining it over the next few 
years " 


The Rubella inoculation program was 


held this year since doctors have pre- 
dicted that the next epidemic of Rubella 
is due to hit during 1970-71, and did not 
want to experience the tragic effects 
which the 1964 epidemic had on thou- 
sands of children born handicapped after 
the greatest German measles epidemic 
swept the nation
